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Town, State Plan 
To Sign Housing 

Pact On Monday

All systems are go lor Win¬ 
chester’s latest housing plan. 

The agreement may unlock big 
bucks for the town, slated for 
downtown renovations, road repairs, 
and more low-to-moderate income 
housing. 

Winchester officials are just days 
away from signing the agreement, 
following approval by the Selectmen, 
the Planning Hoard and the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority early this 
week. 

On Monday, head housing honchos 
for the state and local board chairmen 
are expected to sign the plan in 
Boston. 

The housing pact may spice up the 
spring Town Meeting docket, Select¬ 
man Wade Welch suggested in a 
Tuesday interview. 

In one possible scenario, Win¬ 
chester might seize a Water st. house 
considered an eyesore by many and 
convert it to subsidized housing, said 
Welch. By the law of eminent domain, 
town government has the right to ap¬ 
propriate private property for public 
use. 

Selectmen may also request town 
money to purchase subsidized hous¬ 
ing, if state funds alone would not suf¬ 
fice, said Welch. Ordinarily, the state 
provides $60,000 to purchase a unit of 
subsidized housing, a price below the 
market rate for most Winchester con¬ 
dominiums or duplexes. 

Meanwhile, the town would start 
to develop site criteria, to determine 


land where new fair housing could 
potentially be built, Welch said. 

Also, the Fair Housing Committee 
plans to reorganize, filling at least one 
vacancy and possibly expanding their 
ranks, according to committee 
member Alice Warren. 

The future of the Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee on Housing appears equally 
unclear, said Welch. Two selectmen, 
two members of the Planning Board 
and the entire Housing Authority 
compose that committee, created to 
help iron out a housing proposal. 

If the latest pact is signed, several 
stalled projects should get off the 
ground. 

Due to town’s prior inaction in 
finalizing a housing pact, the state has 
frozen a $740,(MM) grant for Winchester 
renovations. Once the housing agree¬ 
ment is made official, said State Hep. 
Sherman W. Saltmarsh, that money 
should be released. He said he plans 
to confirm its release with the state 
Executive Office of Transportation 
and Construction. 

Low-to-moderate income housing 
should be on the way as well. Under 
the agreement, the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority would convert three ex- 
isting town-owned homes to 
subsidized housing within 50 days of 
the pact’s signing. 

The conversion will require the 
town to transfer jurisdiction from 
Selectmen to the Housing Authority 
which would then be charged with 
finding tenants eligible for subsidiz¬ 
ed housing. 


Acting Town Manager John Ciar 
cia said one eligible family may soon 
move into one of the three town- 
owned houses, located on Reservoir 
st.. Highland ave. and Albcn st 

The new housing agreement also 
requires the town to develop seven 
units of low-to-moderate income lions 
ing in various sites throughout town. 
Unlike the previous drafts, the latest 
agreement does not set a time limit 
on the town’s action regarding scat¬ 
tered site housing. 

Instead, it gives town government 
a lot of leeway for public input. The 
plan says the Selectmen, the Housing 
Authority and the Planning Board will 
“agree to take appropriate steps 
within their jurisdiction and authori¬ 
ty, but subject to Town Meeting action 
or approval when required, to 
enhance completion of a plan of ac¬ 
tion . . for the seven units of sub¬ 
sidized housing 

The town already requeued funds 
for either three or four units of “scat¬ 
tered site” housing in a Nov. 15.19H4, 
application to the state. 

Using state money, the town would 
purchase either three Parkview Con¬ 
dominium apartments on Swanton st. 
or two duplexes in a proposed 
development off Cross st. 

And. if the state grant comes 
through, the town will be able to 
replenish its road construction funds, 
which fell by $37,000. to pay for ar-

The town pulled in about $4,000 in 
fines last year, according to police, 
from nature lovers who oltieials say 
got out ol line 

They wandered top close or 
even over the boundary that pro 
hibils public access to the watershed 
area in the Middlesex Fells. 

And whenever unsuspecting 
violators pass over that line, police 
say they face lines that begin at $50 

Now. nature and recreation 
groups w ant the town to open up the 
612 acres that encompass the town's 
water supply They say residents 
have a right to enjoy the natural beau¬ 
ty that has been a local highlight for 
innumerable years. 

At least one town official, 
however, isn’t willing to take the 
chance that careless visitors might 
taint the town's water supply 

“I know these people want it to be 
open for enjoyment it 's a beautiful 
area.” concedes Water Dept, head 
James Courchaine. 

“But when it comes right down to 
it. I'm Hu* person who’ll be response 
ble when the watershed is ruined. 
They can say they’re willing to patrol 
the area, but in a court of law. I 'm the 
one who will he held accountable if 
something happens.’’ said (’our- 
cliaiuc. 

When an Arlington man wandered 
into the Winchester watershed area ol 
the Middlesex Fells Reservoir, he was 
slapped with a hefty fine 

Several weeks later, a six person 
jury found him not guilty of trespass¬ 
ing and the charges were dropped. 

I le was one ol many who were ar¬ 
rested by local police during the past 
year for trespassing into the 
watershed area Now, he’s rooting for

School officials are moving for¬ 
ward cautiously in their efforts to find 
a new principal for the Lincoln 
School, following the Jan. 14 death of 
former principal Paula Caffrey. 

The job will not be posted until the 
beginning of February vacation 
([Feb. 15) to give the community 
time for a “healing process,” accor¬ 
ding to Supt. of Schools Charles 
Mitsakos. 

“It is important because of the 
way the vacancy occurred to have 
some stability” in the school, he said. 

For now, Lincoln teacher Robert 
Lynch will continue as interim prin¬ 
cipal at the school. 

After the position has been posted, 
applicants will have until April 1 to 
apply for the job. 

A screening committee, to be 
chosen by Feb. 8, will then begin to 
consider which educators are most 
worthy of the superintendent’s atten¬ 
tion. The committee will be compos¬ 


ed of four Lincoln parents, an 
elementary school principal, two Lin¬ 
coln teachers, and an adminstrative 
director. 

These men and women arc to be 
chosen from a group of volunteers on 
the basis of their diverse 
backgrounds, representing a cross- 
section of the Lincoln School com¬ 
munity. Mitsakos said. 

The group will suggest several 
qualified applicants to the superinten¬ 
dent's office, based on the job 
qualifications and criteria the com¬ 
mittee will determine. These 
semifinalists will undergo more inter¬ 
views and scrutiny before Mitsakos 
makes a final recommendation to the 
school board. 

Under Massachusetts law. the 
School Committee may accept or re¬ 
ject the recommendation, but 
members cannot choose a candidate 
of their own. 

The recommendation is expected 
to be rendered by the end of May. 


High-Level Summer Projects 
Now Open To WHS Students 


Francis X. Finigan, Director of 
Science of the Winchester Public 
Schools, has announced that he has 
received word from Washington of 
research and study programs in 
science and mathematics for high 
ability secondary school students 
available during the summer of 1985. 

Finigan pointed out that these pro¬ 
grams had formerly been funded by 
the National Science Foundation as 
Student Science Training Projects. 

The projects conducted at various 
colleges throughout the country range 
from environmental field studies in 
Alaska to the study of stellar evolu¬ 
tion and black holes. By giving 
science-oriented high school students 
an experience with college level in¬ 
struction and investigative laboratory 
work, the programs seek to stimulate 
their scholarly development and to 
encourage their interest in the 
sciences. 

The primary means of ac¬ 
complishing this is by introducing 
students to the instructional staff, 
research personnel, and general

resources of colleges, universities and 
research institutions. 

Programs are for students of two 
different age levels and from varying 
educational backgrounds. Activities 
have been designed which arc ap¬ 
propriate for senior high students 
both from schools offering excellent 
opportunities in science education 
and from schools where the educa¬ 
tional opportunities are limited. 

Similar but less sophisticated ac¬ 
tivities are supported for students at 
the junior high level (grades 7-9». 

Admission to these summer pro¬ 
jects will be determined by the spon¬ 
soring institutions. In general, 
selection will be based upon 
scholastic ability, science motivation 
and the completion of specified 
courses in science and mathematics.

Town Gets New $40,000Ambulance On The Road

Last Friday, Winchester 
firefighters had to move fast. 

With a new $40,000 ambulance at 
the station, the men had to transfer 
life-saving equipment from the old 
vehicle to the new one. For 15 
minutes, they faced a critical situa¬ 
tion: the old ambulance had been 
stripped of essential gear, but the new 
one was not yet ready to handle a 
crisis. 

It was snowing and the streets 
were slick. Only minutes before the 
critical transfer, the old ambulance, 
answering a call, had rushed out to 
the scene of a car accident. 

But the firefighters decided to go 
ahead with the equipment switch. 
They crossed their fingers that no 
calls would come in, and they work¬ 
ed fast. 

One man disconnected a tall green 
oxygen tank from the old ambulance 
and hooked it up in the new one. 
Others pulled ropes, splints, and radio 
equipment from the eight-year-old 
vehicle and stowed them in the shiny 
new machine. 

Backboards, bandages and braces 
were transferred. Firefighters in¬ 
spected the folding legs of the stret¬ 
cher and moved it from one vehicle 
to the other, securing the pillow, 
towels and blanket strapped around 
it. 

Had there been an emergency, 
said Fire Chief Robert W. McElhin- 
ney. the station would have had two 
choices: either to send both am¬ 
bulances out together, or else call on 
the help of the Woburn station. 

But they made it. By 4:10 p.m.. 
less than 15 minutes after they began 
the transfer, fire Lt. John Nash said 
the new ambulance was ready to roll. 

The tension eased as firefighters 
realized the critical period was past. 
During the time the ambulances were 
inoperational. no emergencies had 
been called in. 

According to Nash, the old am¬ 
bulance, at eight years old was two 
years past its life expectancy. “It 


hasn’t been unsafe, but the mechanic 
spent a lot of time on it every day.” 
said Nash. That ambulance was trad¬ 
ed in as part of the purchase deal for 
the new one. 

The $40,000 needed for the now 
machine was allocated at Town 
Meeting last spring. 

Since 1977. the Fire Dept, has 
taken charge of the town's ambulance 
service, which had been the respon¬ 
sibility of the Police Dept. 

Ultimately, the firefighters may in 
turn relinquish that responsibility to 
a private firm. The town is conducting 
a study to determine whether a 
private ambulance firm could deliver 
cheaper service. 

Even if the town did make the 
switch, the $40,000 of Winchester 
money wouldn’t go down the drain. 
Chief McElhinney said. He said the 
town could probably sell the new am¬ 
bulance to a private company. 

The new ambulance, still waiting 
for its lettering and gold leaf, has 
several advantages over the old one, 
Nash explained. For instance, he 
said, it has an improved electrical 
system, to avoid a problem that 
plagued the old machine. 

“We had a lot of trouble keeping 
the batteries charged on the other 
one,” said the lieutenant. 

The shiny new vehicle also has an 
entirely new hospital communica¬ 
tions system, Nash pointed out, 
replacing one that was 15 years old. 

In general, though, what separates 
the new machine from the old is 
speed. It performs all its functions 
better and faster than the old am¬ 
bulance did. said Nash. 

“It’s got all the modern equipment 
we’ll need for the next four or five 
years." affirmed McElhinney. 

According to Nash, however, it's 
not the equipment that counts, it ’s the 
rescuers themselves who save lives. 
“It's like a carpenter’s tool box. he 
said, looking over the ambulance's 
medical supplies. “Without the 
carpenter it doesn’t do very much .”

Some days are so frustrating that 
it seems the harder you work, the fur¬ 
ther behind you become.

The dull ache at the back of 
Weylman’s calf had turned into a 
throbbing pain, throwing off her con¬ 
centration as she circled the track. 
The pain, like hundreds of needles 
jabbing her muscle, reminded her of 
how tired she really was. 


In any other sport, for any other 
athlete, quitting would be the ap¬ 
propriate thing to do. Weylman, 
however, will not relinquish her 
effort. 

For deep inside this young woman 
burns a flame of intense competitive 
desire, a flame that symbolizes a pas¬ 
sionate internal struggle to discover 
how well-tempered is the gentle fiber 
of her flesh, and how strong the tinsel 
thread of her will. 

The race, like all the ones before, 
is not run well, because to run well 
means to run cautiously, and 
Weylman always lays it on the line 
right from the very start. 

She runs in front of the wind of 
fear, and then the darkness, in the 


form of pain and fatigue, sets in. The 
agony reaches deeper and deeper, to 
the point where the pain becomes non¬ 
existent : the other track runners and 
the surroundings become more and 
more vague. 

The worst temptation is to quit, to 
be released from this commitment. 

No one will know', because quitting 
does not mean stopping. It means giv¬ 
ing just a little less of yourself, slow¬ 
ing the pace to where breathing is 
without pain and the feeling comes 
back to the legs. For Weylman, quit¬ 
ting — giving less of herself — is the 
last thing on her mind.

Most of us have no alternative, 
especially in the winter, than to train 
at night. Often, I have found night 
running the perfect way to end a day. 
It is important that all nocturnal run¬ 
ners use some caution: 1) Always 
wear a reflective vest with light col¬ 
ored clothes. 2) Be weary of pot-holes, 
rocks, and other obstacles. 3) Never 
run in dark or dimly lit areas. 4) If 
possible let someone know your route 
and approximate time you will 
return. 

Finally, good luck in running at 
night. By utilizing these few’ but im¬ 
portant precautions, you have 
discovered a new sleeping aid to cure 
insomnia—RUNNING.

"What are ‘intervals’’ and how can 
they help me run faster?

Dear Mr. Chandler: 

Intervals are short distances run 
fast and frequently during a workout. 
An interval workout may consist of 
eight to ten fast 44()’s (one lap around 
the track) with a recovery walk or jog 
after each interval. 

Aside from helping build speed, in¬ 
terval running develops an aerobic 
capacity. Interval running is a major 
part of my program at Winchester 
High School. 1 use a short and long in¬ 
terval session twice a week w’ith easy 
runs in between. 

For example, the Winchester 
Track team (boys and girls) will, on 
Tuesday, do three to four fast miles 
with a half mile rest in between each 
mile. On Thursday, w’e use a short in¬ 
terval session of 10 to 12 6(K) yards 
done fast around the track with a 
300-yard rest. 

When the track meet comes on 
Saturday, the athletes have developed 
the ability, through conditioning, to 
handle the stress of oxygen debt, 
fatigue and lactic acid. Finally inter¬ 
vals build character 


In closing I would like to leave you 
a few thoughts on running given to me 
by a Winchester runner: 

Your day is filled with w’orry, you 
do to get things done, and everythings 
a hurry your work, it holds no fun' 
But then you grab your sneakers and 
head out for the road. Your Walkman 
and its speakers, they play the 
“secret code". The code that opens 
portholes and lets your troubles drop 
The code that helps you sort goals and 
makes the tension stop. With every 
step, you begin to flow' and stir and 
riding with your grunts and groans il¬ 
lusions of grandeur!! Your heart goes 
pitter-patter as you dream up all this 
jive but problems just don’t matter 
when you’re the fastest man alive. 
The problems far too much discuss¬ 
ed by those without the drive are 
quickly left back in the dust by the 
fastest man alive!!!

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woman has nothing to do with winn¬ 
ing and losing. Winning and losing is 
associated with team sports. For 
f. Weylman is not in a game, she is in 
a contest. 

“Contest” is a word whose Latin 
root means to “testify” or to 
“witness’’. The other young women in 
this track meet are witnesses to what 
she is doing. So, therefore, anything 
less than all she can give is not 
enough. In a track meet, the athlete 
is under oath, testifying as to who he 
' or she is^. 

For Weylman. what is necessary 
becomes possible, however absurd 
the endeavor may be. 

This struggle that demands so 
much of her can best be described in 
the words of Dr. George Sheehan: ”... 
and I know I am made for more. And 
by becoming more, I am challenged 
to choose suffering, to endure pain, to 
bear hardships ... At first, the gentle 
swell carries me... but gradually the 
effort demands more and more. 

“I have reached the end of my 
physiology,” Sheehan said. “The end 
of what is possible. And now' it is 
. beyond what I can stand. The temp¬ 
tation is to say ’enough,’ this much is 
enough. 

But 1 will not give in.” Sheehan 
continued. “I am fighting the limita¬ 
tions God gave me. Fighting the pain, 
the unfairness, and all the evil in me 
and the world. And 1 will not give in. 


I will conquer this; and I will conquer 
it alone!” 

These are the days of Wevlman’s 
youth, when she runs and competes 
without weariness. These are golden, 
buoyant days: she is running because 
she loves it. Her life is fuller because 
of this competition, and her memories 
will be far richer. 

Weylman has found what Sir 
Roger Bannister (the first four- 
minute-miler) discovered, and told 
about in his book, “The First Four 
Minutes” 

“In this supreme moment, I leapt 
in sheer joy,” Bannister wrote.” 1 was 
startled and frightened by the 
tremendous excitement that so few 
steps could create...The earth seem¬ 
ed almost to move with me. I was run¬ 
ning now, and fresh rhythm entered 
my body. No longer conscious of my 
movement, I discovered a new unity 
with nature. 1 had found a new source 
of power and beauty, a source I never 
dreamed existed." 

This athelete, as with all track 
athletes at Winchester High School, 
has scaled successfully the Ml. 
Everest of her life, and has planted a 
flag on top that simply states, “I did 
my best!” 

And what more can we expect as 
coaches, parents, and teachers?

It’s funny how they are in 
hospitals these days; they 
don’t let you be sick anymore. 

I had a baby a few months 
ago, and I was back on the 
street in 48 hours. In my 
mother's day, they let you 
hang around for a good two 
weeks with a baby, collecting 
floral arrangements and tying 
ribbons in your hair and 
listening to people say, “just 


rest now, dear." 

It's not like that now, boy. 
These days it’s in and out. One 
minute your baby is treading 
water inside you and the next 
he’s standing on the corner 
waiting for the T like 
everyone else. 

The same goes for certain 
surgical procedures. I went 
into the hospital for an opera¬ 
tion last week. If my cat had 
had the same one, the vet 
would have kept her over¬ 
night. We humans aren’t that 
lucky. I had my operation, 
with heavy-duty ‘night-’night 
anesthesia and tubes down 
the throat, with incisions and 
some fancy embroidery, all in 
a bright and shiny little 
department called Day 
Surgery. In By 10 Out By 2. 


You take a number in Day 
Surgery, just like at the 
bakery. And then you wait 
your turn. Twinkly turbaned 
nurses circulate, swinging IV 
bottles like altar boys swing 
their incense. They pat your 
arm and ask you chatty iittle 
questions about your health 
history. This part is actually 
kind of fun. 

It’s when you wake up 
afterward that the trouble 


starts. 

I found myself struggling 
to climb out of the black hole 
of anesthesia, while a gang of 
strangers slapped my wrists 
and squeezed my fingers. 

I was in the recovery 
room, lying like a tuna under 
yards of cotton blanket. 

Other tunas lay to the left 
and the right of me. 

We moaned. 

“Wake up!, wake up!” our 
nurses told us, pummeling 
our insensate bodies. “It’s fun 
out here!” their voices seem¬ 
ed to say. We didn’t want to 
wake up. We had staples in 
our skin, didn’t they know 
that? Gummed rein¬ 
forcements, Scotch tape - 
that was all that held us shut. 
I wanted to stay forever 


beneath the surface of con¬ 
sciousness. I was happy to 
sleep with the fishes. 

But up they got me. They 
shoveled me into a wheelchair 
and propelled me, dreaming, 
to a different room. They 
dumped me in a Bar- 
calounger, the way a 
gardener dumps the compost 
from his wheelbarrow, and 
went away. 

When I finally focused, I 
saw that mine was not the on¬ 
ly Barcalounger; it was mere¬ 
ly one of six. Six of us victims 
sat in them, all lined up like 
kids at a party ready to watch 
the clown act. 

They gave us graham 
crackers and something to 
drink. They tried to engage us 
in conversation. 

I, personally, was a less 
than congenial participant, I 
slumped and fainted in my 
chair. 

They fluffed me up and of¬ 
fered me Coke. I declined it, 
using hand signals. 

A bit later, they came back 
and stood me up. The graham 
crackers came too. 

They put me back down; I 
resumed my faint. 

A shot was administered to 
fortify me and lend courage to 
my stomach. A large nurse 
wearing what seemed to be a 
pirate’s scarf smiled broadly, 
gold teeth glinting, and told 
me to buck up. I smiled back 
and slid to the floor. 

In the end, the nurses 
despaired of curing me before 
pickup time. They got out the 
shovels again and pulled me 


to my feet. Practiced hands 
propping me by the armpits 
walked me to the lockers and 
buttoned me into my clothes. 
My spouse arrived with the 
claim check. 

His face wore that expres¬ 
sion, both sheepish and reluc¬ 
tant, that people have at the 
dry cleaner’s when a 
shameful piece of clothing 
comes forth with a note pinn¬ 
ed to the plastic reading, 
“Sorry, We Did Our Best.” He 
swallowed hard and 
acknowledged me as his. 

I rode home in the car with 
eyes squeezed shut against 
the blur and jostle of Boston 
traffic. We arrived at last and 
climbed out. I threw up in the 
bushes, startling the 
paperboy. 

And now, a week later, I’m 
just recovered enough to tell 
the story. 

There were never any 
floral arrangements. Nobody 
said to just rest, dear. It isn’t 
like it used to be. 

My neighbor’s cat arrived 
home a few minutes ago. She 
had some minor surgery the 
day before yesterday. She 
looks well; she looks rested. 
The paperboy is glad to see 
her. She yawns a hello to him 
and turning, ties a ribbon in 
her hair.

VETO SESSION <11 1000) 
— House 112-35 rejected an 
amendment allowing 25 per¬ 
cent, instead of 40 percent pi 
the House members to force 
the House back into session to 
vote on a gubernatorial veto. 

Amendment supporters 


said the 25 percent require¬ 
ment is sufficient to require 
action on a bill the House has 
already passed. 

Opponents said 25 percent 
is too low and gives a small 
minority too much power. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Salt marsh voted yes. 

STEERING COMMIT¬ 
TEE (II 1000) — House 115-30 
rejected a lengthy amend¬ 
ment including provisions for 
a 15 member majority party 
Steering and Policy Commit¬ 
tee which, along with any ma¬ 
jority member. could 


nominate candidates for com¬ 
mittee chairs to be elected by 
the majority party. 

Amendment supporters 
argued this would reduce the 
power of the Speaker and 
make the system more open. 

Opponents said nomina¬ 
tions by the Speaker and writ¬ 
ten ballot ratification by 
majority party members is a 
better system and said the 
amendment would create a 
confusing and unfair populari¬ 
ty contest. A “Yea” vote is for 
the amendment. A “Nay” 
vote is against it.

Gatto Announces Board Candidacy

M. Catherine Gatto, 5 Winthrop st., 
has announced her candidacy for one 
of the two seats on the Winchester 
School Committee. 

“I believe in the American public 
school system. The theory of equal op¬ 
portunity through equal access to 
learning is one foundation of our 
democratic process. Winchester has 
a rich tradition of educational ex¬ 
cellence, and the maintenance of this 
tradition is still possible for our town.’ 

"The constraints of demographics 
and budget must not eliminate the 
possibility of excellence. Decreasing 
school population and Proposition 2 l j 
are realities, but they must be faced 
with a perspective of offering the best 
education possible for our children." 

"I made the conscious choice eight 
years ago to send my children to 
public schools. As parents, we too 
often expect the schools to be respon¬ 
sible for the intellectual, emotional, 
social, moral, and physical growth for 
our young people, but I realized im¬ 
mediately that my children would not 
achieve this growth without continued 
parental input. 

"This realization and my natural 
inclination to serve led to my personal 
commitment to Winchester schools 
and to the conclusion that the schools 
alone cannot do the job of education. 
We must develop a coalition of 
teachers, parents, administrators, 
and elected officials to achieve the op¬ 
timal educational benefits for our 
children." 

For six years, Gatto has put these 
ideas into action. She has worked ex¬ 
tensively at the individual school level 
and expanded her leadership to the 
system as a whole. Currently, Gatto 
serves as president of the Communi¬ 
ty School Assn. (CSA). Under her 
leadership CSA has initiated a three- 
part program of community relations 


to promote communication: 

• Between schools — The parents’ 
groups of the various schools have 
met to share ideas and concerns. 

• Between the schools and the com¬ 
munity — Gatto helped in the creation 
of the Education Page in The Win¬ 
chester Star which highlights school 
news and answers questions for the 
community. 

• Between home and school — the 
concept of a weekly newsletter was 
expanded to every school. These 
bulletins were important vehicles for 
disseminating information to the 
community and creating a positive 
feeling about the school system. 

Gatto stated her goal for the Com¬ 
munity School Association, "We 
believe the purpose of CSA is to create 
a forum among administrators, 
teachers, and parents at a 
community-wide level, to exchange 
concerns, create dialogues, and 
brainstorm solutions." 

In addition to the CSA presidency, 
Gatto has provided extensive service 
to the Lincoln School Parents Associa¬ 
tion. She served as president in 
1980-81, directed publicity, organized 
fund-raising, and is currently a 
member of the Lincoln School Study 
Committee. 

Gatto has also been a member of 
the following townwide committee: 

• Winchester Interagency Council 

• Committee to review and revise 
social studies curriculum 

• Search Committee for McCall 
Junior High principal 

• Superintendent’s School Housing 
Committee 

• Committee to improve the transition 
process from elementary to junior 
high school 

She has also participated in a vast 
array of child-related activities. She 
has served as a Girl Scout and Cub 
Scout leader, Sunday school teacher, 
room mother, library volunteer, as 
well as a soccer and softball coach. 

Gatto is a graduate of Needham 
High School, and Chamberlain School 
of Retailing. She was a member of the

restaurant special entitled 
“Eat It." 

Throughout the night, the 
scenes whirled by with 
kaleidoscope quickness. 

“I try to do machine-gun 
pacing," Brown avowed. “I 
feel that a show has to be pac¬ 
ed so fast that at the end the 
audience has to be 
breathless." 

The theatergoers, Brown 
believes, “should go home 
tingling, like the sparkling se¬ 
quins." 

Brown, who directed his 
first Win ton Club cabaret in 
1974, said the shows get racier 
every year. 

“This year we do have 
some wonderful exciting 
things that I don’t think I 
would have been able to do 
live years ago," he said. 

Certainly, many of the 
costumes were provocative. 
Six female jailbirds in a 
number called “Cillblock 
Tango" wore outfits that look¬ 
ed suspiciously like 
Frederick’s of Hollywood 
specials. 

And yet Brown swore that 
every number was in good 
taste and that even the most 
extravagant costume provid¬ 
ed adequate concealment. 

And Brown seems to be 
wildly popular with the cast, 
for his kindness as well as his 
drive. 

i’ve never met anyone 
that is more understanding 
yet more demanding," said 
Phyllis Cree of Church st. 

Brown said his philosophy 
is to “push people as far as 
they can possibly go. I like to 
provoke them into feeling 
they are better than they real¬ 
ly are." 

And he didn’t have much 
time to get the show into 
shape. 

Less than a month 
separated audition night from 
opening night. “Three weeks 


is not long to get the Jello to 
set," said Brown. 

In order to meet the 
deadline, cabaret chairmen 
planned the entire show a 
year in advance, said the 
director. Plus, all the 
blockbuster costumes, design¬ 
ed by Californian Demetrius 
Vonglis, came in three sizes to 
fit almost anyone, with slight 
alterations. 

Getting the cabaret off the 
ground was a prodigious 
undertaking. This year’s co- 
chairmen, Janice Coakley 
and Sue Powers, worked long 
hours to perfect “Hat’s Off." 
(Consistent with the theme, 
all the big numbers featured 
fanciful hats and head¬ 
dresses.) 

One hundred and one Win¬ 
chester residents (and 38 out- 
ol-towners) had roles in the 
show, not to mention the Win- 
ton Club husbands who made 
up the stage crew. 

The sophisticated sets 
were designed by Ann Ban¬ 
nister of Winchester, who, 
with her assistants, dreamed 
up a Moulin Rouge windmill, 
a winter wonderland with a 
silhouetted chairlift that rose 
across the set, and other 
stupendous scenes. 

“I really love to work with 
the Winton Club," Brown ex¬ 
claimed. “They are talented, 
glamourous and an exciting 
group that really does 
something for their communi¬ 
ty, their hospital, and 
everything they do goes back 
to the community." 

Professed the director, 
“It’s not just rich ladies who 
are playing around." 

The show was the ex¬ 
travaganza it promised to be, 
just short of fireworks. 

“We were supposed to 
have real Las Vegas-type 
fireworks, but we just 
couldn’t do it soundwise," 
said Brown mournfully. Yet 
the way he figures it. “If the 
audience doesn’t know it was 
supposed to be there, they 
don’t miss it."

Hospital Hoofers 
Razzle-Dazzle ’Em 


Director Chris Brown: 

Man Behind The Merriment

Christopher Brown, direc¬ 
tor of this year’s Winton Club 
cabaret, never made it as a 
star. But he came close. 

He danced on the rooftops 
as a chimney sweep in the 
movie “Mary Poppins." He 
played alongside Gene Kelly 
in “Singing in the Rain." 

In Paris, he performed at 
the Lido and the Folies 
Bergeres, the city’s renown 
cabarets. 

He held Marlene Dietrich 
in his arms and Jane 
Mansfield too as their dance 
partners. 

Later, he hit Las Vegas, 
where he played in show after 
show, well into his 40s. Then, 
suddenly, dancing down a 
staircase with his hat poised 
in his hand, Brown realized he 


didn’t want to be on stage. 

He wanted to run the show. 

Now, he and costumer 
Demetrius Vonglis own Ex¬ 
travaganza, a company that 
travels around the country 
staging splashy shows for 
benefits, such as the Winton 
Club. 

Still slender, limber, 
charismatic in his early 80s, 
Brown is in high demand. He 
has a gift for inspiring per¬ 
formers, regardless of their 
expertise. 

His cast members call him 
the Gentle Giant, he says. “I 
like seeing things in in¬ 
dividuals that they don’t know 
they have," Brown claims. 

Any tinge of the Hollywood 
prima donna is gone now. “I 
used to have temper tantrums 
like you wouldn’t believe," he 
says. 


“I had years where I didn't 
understand people and didn’t 
understand myself. When I 
was a performer there were 
many times when I was an 
egotistical little kid," Brown 
confesses. 

His story is a classic one, 
that of a country boy growing 
up in the Depression, fatally 
attracted to Hollywood. 

“Here 1 was a poor Texas 
kid," he recalled, who “mov¬ 
ed to California during the 
dust bowl period. 

”1 had my training on the 
G.I. bill of rights, and I didn’t 
start dancing until 1 was 19 
years old." Brown recalls. 

Then, as an American suc¬ 
cess, he indulged himself. 
“Every year I bought a new 
car," he says, and splurged on 
a red Thunder bird the first 
year they came out, just so he 


could rev it on Hollywood 
bl vd. 

“The Depression made a 
lot of people want better from 
their lives," he explains. “It 
was valuable for me. It was 
valuable for my life." 

His experience taught him 
tolerance. 

“I wanted to be a star and 
I didn’t make it." he says. “At 
the age of 25 I realized that I 
was a good chorus boy and a 
good dancer and 1 realized 
that that was where my worth 
was," he explains. 

Now, Brown works 
tirelessly to find a niche for 
every cast member in his pro¬ 
ductions. 

“I do expect the best that 
each person can give," Brown 
says, and he means it. “If 
they do their best that’s good 
enough for me.”

Pitching In For Education’s Sake 


Winchesterite Takes Teaching Seriously 


By ERIC W. BLOM 

Beatrice Sylvester was a very 
naughty girl when she attended 
elementary school in Winchester. 

‘‘I used to put thumbtacks on other 
kids’ seats,” she admits. 

As a teenager, she startled the 
teacher when she spoke of her life's 
aspiration — to become a 
teacher.“She told me 1 wouldn’t make 
the grade, that I should become a 
secretary,” recalls Sylvester. 

Sylvester, who generally sticks by 
her own decisions, didn’t take the ad¬ 
vice. After 33 years of teaching in 
Hingham schools, she thinks she 
made the right choice. 

Equally as strong-willed as a 
teacher, she never once asked her 
peers how best to instruct students. 
Instead, she relied on intuition and ex¬ 
perience as her guide. 

Throughout Hingham, she became 
known for the determination and 
especially the discipline she brought 
to her class. The little girl who plac¬ 
ed tacks under her classmates had 
grown into a woman who was deter¬ 
mined not to have that happen in her 
second-grade room. 

“I (was) a very firm teacher,” she 
says, crossing her arms across her 
navy dress. “If kids fooled around, 
they would lose their recess. After one 
week they don’t do it anymore. 

“Naturally, 1 was the one to suf¬ 
fer,” she explains. “Other teachers 
would send them down to the office, 
and they would fool around there.” 

Instead, Sylvester would stand 
beside the student to make sure he or 
she was working. The discipline was 
essential to a good learning environ¬ 
ment, she believed. 

“The first couple of weeks,” says 
the Winchester native, “parents 
would complain. But after that, they 
called to say they were sorry. 

“The first couple of weeks of 
school, you try to look stern,” she 
adds. “Then you smile and laugh so

At times, Sylvester tapped her 
own mischievousness to lighten the 
load of dull classroom drills.

One of the rewards she received 
from her work was the affection of the 
children. 

“You would have kids who come 
up to you, put their arms around you. 
and say ‘I love you.’ ” 

She received many invitations to 
dinner and birthday parties. 

“But,” she says, planting one 
finger firmly in the air. “I would 
never go If you go to one you've got 
to go to them all.” 

Some children would bring her 
gifts such as candy and flowers One 


parent owned a doughnut shop and 
gave the class gift certificates each 
week. Another was a butcher and 
brought her a ham slicing machine 
I which she returned I, a gift for help¬ 
ing Ins difficult son. 

In return, Sylvester brought 
presents to the students at Christmas 
and when they accomplished some 
academic achievement.

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Winter Woes: From Slippery Roads To Flu Bugs 

Police Chief Provides Pointers For Hospital Favors Prevention 

Safe Driving In Winter Snowstorms 


With lots of winter weather ahead. 
Winchester's Chief of Police John P 
McHugh has been prompted to review 
professional driver techniques used to 
combat bad weather motoring woes 
The chief’s recommendations 
have been based upon research find¬ 
ings of the National Safety Council's 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards and endorsed by the Inter¬ 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

Commonly posed questions at this 
time of year include: 

Is there a significant difference in 
stopping distances in relation to size 
and weight of cars'.' 

In comparing rear-drive vehicles, 
skid testers have found that a sub¬ 
compact car is likely to require a 
shorter distance in a panic stop on ice 
than a compact car. A compact car, 
m turn, is likely to require a shorter 
distance than a standard car. Stop¬ 
ping distances for the lighter cars can 
be as much as 25 percent shorter 
However, a secondary problem 
crops up. Again referring to rear- 
drive vehicles, when trying to get 
started from a stop on icy roads, the 
smaller, lighter cars have a notable 
difficulty getting back into motion. 
This is true at warmer ice 
temperatures or when ice has lx*come 
highly polished such as at intersec¬ 
tions ( 'bailees are increased of being 
rear-ended by vehicles that can get 
started quicker — either because ol 
weight or traction aids used. 

Are there other problems drivers 
of smaller, lighter cars should 


rethink' 7 

Skid testers cite these factors: 

When a lighter car collides with a 
heavier car or truck, it stops very 
abruptly. All things being equal, oc¬ 
cupants of the lighter vehicle face a 
higher probability of injury or death. 

Sign posts and lamps designed to 
break away in crashes may not per¬ 
form as designed when struck by 
lower, lighter cars. 

Car and truck parts, such as 
bumpers, may be loo high or too low 
to do any good in crashes between the 
different sized vehicles. 

Because the eye height for drivers 
in smaller cars is lower, the 
motorist’s sight distance is reduced at 
hillcrests. intersections and by road¬ 
side obstructions. Splash from larger 
vehicles is also more of a problem. 

Drivers of lower, lighter vehicles 
must be extra alert, and extra skillful, 
in crash producing situations. Stret¬ 
ched out following distances are a 
good preventative technique. 

What is the key to judging how far 
to stay behind a car ahead’.' 

Experts recommend the two se¬ 
cond rule. 

After the vehicle ahead has 
passed an object (such as a sign) 
alongside the road, count the time it 
takes your car to reach that same ob¬ 
ject. Count “one thousand and one, 
one thousand and two.’’ If you reach 
the object before you’ve finished 
counting “one thousand and two.” you 
are following too closely. Two seconds 
is valid though only on good (dry) 
surfaces. 


Winter driving specialists warn, 
however, that following distance 
changes with the weather. The time 
and distance it takes to do everything 
is exaggerated when the road is icy 

up to ten times normal. In snow 
and ice, allow a four, five (or even 
more) second internal for an ade¬ 
quate safety cushion. 

Are traction aids helpful? 

Extensive tests using standard- 
size. rear-drive cars have shown that 
snow tires improve traction by 28 per 
cent on glare ice, 51 percent on loose¬ 
ly packed snow. Studded tires (in 
states where their use is permitted) 
reduce braking distance on ice by 19 
percent and provide about three times 
the pulling ability of regular tires. 
Reinforced tire chains reduce brak¬ 
ing distances by 50 percent on glare 
ice and provide from four to seven 
times as much traction as a regular 
tire on snow and ice. 

The message is clear according to 
Chief McHugh. 

“Regardless of the help provided 
by traction aids, in no instance is the 
way you can maneuver or stop your 
car close to that of conventional 
highway tires on either a dry or even 
wet road surface. You must slow 
down and stay well back of traffic 
ahead on Winter slick roads. 

“And always buckle up! Use the 
safety restraints in your car for 
yourself and your passengers. If you 
have children, equip your vehicle with 
the proper type of restraints recom¬ 
mended for your child’s age. height 
and weight.” 


In spring and fall, allergies are 
high on the list of maladies, while 
summer brings sun poisoning, insect 
bites and swimming mishaps. Winter, 
too. has its list of medical problems, 
some of which members of the staff 
of Winchester Hospital feel could be 
avoided with that famous “ounce of 
prevention.” 

“We are extremely busy at this 
time of year, and we see a sharp rise 
in cases of flu. pneumonia and colds." 
said Joseph Papplardo, ad¬ 
ministrative director of respiratory 
therapy at Winchester Hospital, “(if 
highest risk are the chronic 
respiratory disease patients.” 

Pappalardo adises these patients 
to stay indoors if possible, and if they 
must go out in extreme weather to 
wrap a scarf around the mouth and 
nose. “The cold air is very hard on the 
lungs. The nose warms the air com¬ 
ing in. and it is humidified at l()()°o.“ 
He also advises high-risk patients to 
stay out of crowds where respiratory 
diseases are transmitted. 

Elizabeth Kenney director of Win¬ 
chester Hospital’s social services 
department, is in constant touch with 
elderly people, and she emphasized, 
“Older people should not fear the 
winter weather. If they are in good 
health, and they take precautions to 
bundle up well, it is very invigorating 
for them to enjoy a sunny winter 
day.” 

Wearing a hat is most important 
during bitter weather as it keeps the 
body heat in. most of which is lost 
through the top of the head. 

“Children should always wear 
hats and mittens, even if they think 
their little classmates might laugh at 


them.” advises Sue Powers, the 
hospital’s community health educa¬ 
tion coordinator. Very little children 
tumble about in the snow, and parents 
should bring them in for a dry change 
of mittens and boots even though the 
children resist having their play inter¬ 
rupted. This could prevent frostbite. 

Frostbite is a common problem for 
people of all ages. Loose-fitting, 
warm boots arc the best way to avoid 
frostbite of the toes, but they should 
be removed when a person is inside 
because when the feet are encased in 
waterproof boots which do not 
“breathe." a perfect breeding ground 
is established for athclctc’s foot. 

Nosebleeds are also common dur¬ 
ing the winter because the low 
humidity causes irritation of the lin¬ 
ing of the nose. Using a humidifier 
can lessen this problem. 

High on the list of serious winter 
problems, according to Stephen 
Raley, M.D., a Winchester Hospital 
emergency room physician, are the 
injuries caused by ice and cold. “We 
see a lot of sprained ankles and 
broken bones from slips and falls on 
the ice, from skiing and hockey and 
from car accidents.’ 

“The most dangerous threats of 
winter come from carbon monoxide 
poisoning such as can occur by runn¬ 
ing the engine of a car while it is idle 
for a prolonged period to keep the 
heater on. And heaters, such as 
kerosene, if not properly ventilated, 
consume al the oxygen in a room. 
This causes death by suffocation.” 
Dr. Haney warned.

Having been a resident of Win¬ 
chester for 65 years and having been 
involved with Winchester medicine 
from 1933 to 1971. I have been re¬ 
quested by several friends and fami¬ 
ly members of Beth Tremberth to 
record a few of my recollections ol 
her association with Winchester 
medicine over a period ol close to 40 
years 

She was born Elizabeth Blair in 
Glasgow. Scotland, in 1895, then 
became Mrs Platt and later, Mrs. 
Frank Tremberth. She came to 
Boston with her family in 1902, mov 
ing thereafter to West Medford and 
subsequently to Winchester where she 
lived at 41 Myrtle terr. 

In the early 1930s, several medical 
specialists had moved from Boston to 
Winchester with practices in both 
localities representing diverse 
medical fields. In June 1934 we decid¬ 
ed that it would make sense if possi¬ 
ble, to combine forces in a lossely knit 
medical unit in one location. 

Space was round available at 40 
Church st . t he prior home and office 
of Dr. E. A. Emery Dr. Wilfred 
McKenzie, a Children’s Hospital 
pediatrician, had an established prac 
lice in the Winchester area and bad 
had contact with Beth Trembroth as 
an intermittent aide. 

One evening he and 1 interviewed 
Mrs. Tremberth as a possible live-in 
helper who could take night phone 
calls from a central switch hoard and 
help us out as and when needed 

It should bo remembered that Ibis 
was at the depth of the Great Depres 
sion. when one was ready to do 
anything available and Beth proved 
to be more than such a person. 

Drs. McKenzie and Clark joined 
forces with Dr. Sanford Moses who 
already had an office at 40 Church st 
where he practiced obstetrics. I lo was 
a Harvard and Boston Lying-In 
Hospital graduate 

Dr. ('lark was a Harvard and 
Massachusetts ( Jeneral Hospital staff 
member in the field ol internal 
medicine.

Tufts, came aboard for part time 
work 

In the next year. Dr William 
Speers, a pioneer in orthodontia and 
Dr Charles Johnson, as associate of 
the Tobcys at the Eve and Ear. join¬ 
ed up. 

Miss Grace Rogers, later Mrs. 
Charles Murphy of Pond st., had 
worked regularly as a nurse lor Dr. 
McKenzie and along with Belli at 
tempted to organize the shared and 
overlapping demands ol this assort¬ 
ment ol doctors migrating between 
Boston and Winchester. Needless to 
say. extra help soon became 
necessary as well as the oln ions need 
for increased space. 

A porch was made into a dental 
and ear. nose and throat office. It is 
ol some interest that this was the first 
modified group practice in this part 
of the country, one in Melrose and in 
Dedham coming along shortly 
thereafter 

At 15 Dix st., beside the First Con¬ 
gregational Church, the Calumet 
Club, a three story wooden structure, 
housed one of the iinest bowling alleys 
of Greater Boston, a game room, and 
a ball-assembly hall which was a 
social center of the town. 

1 remember as a youngster going 
there with my father to watch the 
bowling. With the Depression, the 
club became defunct and was pur¬ 
chased by a neighbor across the 
street. Dan Kelley, the local under¬ 
taker, of Kelley and Hawes fame. 

After this had stood vacant for 
several years, the above group 
negotiated with Mr Kelley for its pur¬ 
chase. Under the supervision of 
Jerome Bailey Foster and Alfred 
Elliott, it was demolished lo the foun¬ 
dation in 1939 and offices were 
developed, at first on the ground floor 
only, and an apartment overlooking 
Wedge Pond was built for Beth 
Tremberth. where she could monitor 
incoming calls at off hours and csson- 
tiallv serve as custodian ol the

building. 

As if this were not enough, she 
came on as my full time secretary 
and worked in this capacity until June 
1955. 

During World War It, with half of 
our group scattered around the worlcf, 
Beth held the fort and sent pediatri¬ 
cians out to rescue the elderly and 
what all. and when no doctor could be 
found, gave sound advice herself. 

After the war, matters again came 
to rights with Drs Pollard and Blan 
chard joining in dentistry. Dr. Gus 
Kaulmann in Internal Medicine join¬ 
ed Dr. Clark who was turning more 
exclusively to cardiology. Also Dr. 
Wilson is orthodontia became 
associated with Dr. Speers. Dr. lA'wis 
in nose and throat, later followed by 
Dr. Johnson joined the group, as did 
Dr. Bill Hickey, a surgeon. 

In 1955, Beth Tremberth decided 
that she had done triple duty long 
enough and, to my great regret, 
retired from my office work but con¬ 
tinued in her apartment, taking after¬ 
hour and weekend calls, and con¬ 
tinued with this until suddenly 
developing a ruptured abdominal 
aneurysm in 1975. for which she was 
immediately operated on in the Win¬ 
chester Hospital and made a 
remarkable recovery. 

After spending some months with 
her sister, Mrs. Hamilton Grifford. 
she moved into the University Apart¬ 
ments in Woburn and could have l>eon 
seen hiking around Horn Pond almost 1 
any day. In 1984, she moved into the 
Deaconess House in Concord near to 
the Giffords but continued a vory full 
and active life up to the time of her 
final illness in the Concord Hospital.

year 

A memorial service was held on 
Jan. 25 at the New England 
Deaconess Chapel in Concord with 
her brother-in-law, The Rev.

According to Police Lt Andrew 
Crawford, police who are hired by the 
Water Dept to patrol, which occurs 
from May through October, arc paid

cidents. said Crawford. 

W e allege trespassing most of the 
time." added Crawford.“We don’t 
pick up everyone only the flagrant 
violators You know the people 
those who’ve been told before to keep 
out of the watershed ." 

Last week, the Appalachian Moun¬ 
tain C’luh and the Metropolitan 
District Commission joined forces 
with local residents to urge Selectmen 
to consider reopening the area for the 
first time since it was closed 40years 
ago. 

The land H12 acres that host the 
town’s water supply is off limits to 
hikers, bikers and others who wander 
through the woods there. 

I enthusiastically support the use 
of the reservoir property,” said 
Michael Connolly, former local fire 
chief "I go to the Fells all the time 
and I see absolutely nothing wrong 
with letting people enjoy the reservoir 
area, too.” 

The watershed area is part of the 
2,<X)9 acre Middlesex Fells Reservoir, 
which encompasses parts of Win¬ 
chester. Stoneham and Medford. 

The Fells and Blue Hills Reserva¬ 
tion were the first acquisitions in 1893 
for the new metropolitan park 
system. The areas were to be perma¬ 
nent open spaces for recreation use by 
people in the metropolitan area, ac¬ 
cording to Chapman’s “History of 
Winchester.” At one time the reser¬ 
voirs were stocked with black bass 
and some fishing was allowed, but the 
state Board of Health ended the 
fishing 

Controlled and owned by the town, 
the watershed area has been off- 
limits to the public in an effort to pre¬ 
vent pollution of the local water 
supply. 

Arthur Van Wart, director of the 
Reservations and Interpretive Ser¬ 


vices Unit of the MDC parks division, 
says the key to preventing abuse is 
education. While he says he 
understands Courchaine's concerns, 
he said he is sure education measures 
could do the trick. 

“It’s the natural reaction of of¬ 
ficials to be gun shy about opening up 
a watershed. I’d expect them to be. 
But I've worked for many years on 
natural resources, and I’ve seen 
education programs work,” said Van 
Wart. 

He suggested such educational 
tools as brochures and carefully 
worded signs that could be posted at 
key entrances to the watershed. 
Positive wording on signs and in 
brochures are the key to successful 
anti-abuse campaigns, he added. 

“Because these parks such as 
the Blue Hills Reservation area — are 
in such urban settings they are 
natural attractions for people. With 
positive programs, you can keep peo¬ 
ple from abusing them." said Van 
Wart. 

He said the groups must work 
together to allow people to enjoy the 
area while simultaneously protecting 
the watershed. 

“Signs are great, but it’s how you 
represent yourself in the signs that 
matters. You can’t just tell people 
they cannot do something; you have 
to explain why, too." said Van Wart. 

He said his department asked the 
state legislature to dole out $204,1 *4(1 
to hire 2(> fulltime staff members to 
patrol the area, but that the request 
was killed for budget reasons. 

Likewise, the legislature has 
trimmed his budget allocation to 
$250,000 for parks projects down 
from the more than $1 million re¬ 
quested.The $202,000 that he says he 
needs for boats and labd vehicles for 
the Fells project also is out of the 
picture. 

Without the money and town 
cooperation, he said, the proposed 
opening of the watershed area is like¬ 
ly to be a long-term project. Negotia¬ 
tions will take some time, he said, and 
without staffing funds it’ll be a long 
while before the MDC group can take 
any sort of action. 

That’s where local residents can 
help out, he said. “When we met with 
Selectmen, they seemed interested in

forming some kind of study group 
about this. That’s a start in the right 
direction.” said Van Wart. 

Resident Malcolm 11 Masters, 
who has been active in the Ap¬ 
palachian Mountain Club for many 
years, is frequent visitor of the Fells 
area. He says he has maintained the 
trails in the Fells for several years, 
but that since his health is not good 
he needs help. 

“The trails that are used the most 

like the skyline one that edges the 
reservoir — are in pretty good shape. 
But some others are becoming 
overgrown. It 's a lot of physical work 
to keep them clear, and that ’s where 
I think a combined effort would be 
benficial to everyone." said Masters.

chitect’s designs for Winchester 
Center renovations. 

Despite the kudos he received at 
Monday’s Selectmen’s meeting. 
Welch said the housing agreement 
should be kept in perspective. 

“It’s a start," he commented, i 
wouldn’t call it the Magna Carta." 

Welch pointed out that the agree¬ 
ment expires June 30, when a Win¬ 
chester progress report on housing 
must be submitted to the state. 

At that time, he said, if the stale’s 
housing officials aren’t satisfied with 
Winchester’s progress, they could 
again judge the town "unreasonably 
restrictive” of housing growth. 

If that happens, Welch said, the 
state will likely choke oil all discre¬ 
tionary grants to the town. 

And that, said Rep. Saltmarsh.

“Like it or not,” said Saltmarsh. 
“the town is becoming more and 
more dependent financially on the 
state.”

meet you,” after which she 
says she “stayed close to 
Alice.” 

“He was just a kid still,” 
she says of Fred, who was 
four years her junior and not 
yet a contender for her heart. 
Though feminine, she was a 
regular tomboy. Often the 
pair would play catch with a 
bseball or run races. 

In this fashion their friend¬ 
ship continued over the next 
seven years, witnessing her 
Wellesley graduation in 1910 
and installation as a teacher 
at Winthrop High School, as 
well as his entry into Harvard 
the same year. 

1914 marked Mr. Abbe’s 
graduation. Phi Beta Kappa, 
cum laude, and the beginning 
of his career in finance, as an 
investment broker. He work¬ 
ed for two years before enter¬ 
ing World War I as member of 
the Harvard Medical Unit, 
Base Hospital Five in 
Boulogne, France. 


Though separated by an 
ocean, they maintained their 
friendship through letters. A 
smile on her lips, eyes twinkl¬ 
ing, Mrs. Abbe says, “Of 
course I wanted a soldier to 
write, and I didn’t want to 
write a stranger so I settled 
for him.” 

Their correspondence was 
aided by Mr. Abbe’s friend, 
Dr. Bock, who was stationed 
in France with Mr. Abbe. 
Bock acted as a courier, 
allowing Mr. Abbe’s letters to 
pass through uncensored, 
thus Hannah received com¬ 
plete letters and knew where 
he was and what was oc- 
curing. 

Back home in Winthrop 
she read his letters to her 
class because they painted a 
realistic picture of the war 
and she wanted the students 
to be aware of its importance. 
Mrs. Abbe admits to editing 
parts of the letters, reading 
much but not all of them. 

It was through their letters 
that their friendship subtly 
changed into love, as they 
faithfully wrote each other 
during their two-year 
separation. 

One evening in early 
September 1919, Hannah 
answered the door and found 
Fred, finally returned. They 
sat together and he pulled off 
his boot, dumping out of it a 
diamond ring. 

They were married a 
month later on Oct. 15 and 
moved to Cambridge. Mr. 
Abbe became a securities 
salesman, working in Boston. 
The Abbe’s had two children: 
a daughter, Margaret, and a 
son Robert. 

The family resided in 
Cambridge until 1935, 
Margaret’s senior year in 
high school, when they moved 
to their present home in Win¬ 
chester where Mr. and Mrs. 
Abbe have lived for 50 years. 

Both have been active 
members of the community 
during their residence in Win¬ 
chester, involved with First 
Congregational Church and 
interested in the Winchester 
Hospital. On Nov. 8 the new 
wing of the hospital was 
dedicated in their name. 

Their family has grown to 
include five grandchildren: 
Carolyn, Holly, Roberta, 
Richard, and John; and one 
great-grandchild, Hannah 
Ellen, named after her two 
great-grandmothers. 

Though she tops him in 
both height (Mrs. Abbe refers 
to herself as “a shy 6-foot 
lady” and Mr. Abbe stands 5 
feet, 5 inches) and age (her % 
beats his 92), theirs has been 
a long and happy marriage. 

Mrs. Abbe tells of Mr. 
Abbe’s penchant for collec¬ 
ting and reciting jokes and 
limericks, saying he’s always 
trying to be a comedian. At 
dinner parties he loved to 
stand at the head of the table 
and regale their guests with 
anecdotes. “I was perfectly 
willing to let him do it and he 
was just the kind to do so.”

What do we mean by this 
word 

“L-O-V-E”, this most elusive 
and paradoxical of emotions? 
Each of us knows what we 
mean when we say it, but does 
anyone else? 

When John says “I love 
you” to Jane, does he mean 
the same as ‘‘I love you. 
Mom?” 

Motherly love differs from 
brotherly love, and the Sister¬ 
ly love of the Feminist Move¬ 
ment takes a semantical leap 
from a grandfather’s love. 

Love thy neighbor, we are 
taught, but can we really love 
a neighbor, or should we more 
accurately think of respect. 

I love my best friend...I 
love my sweetheart...I love 
the sea...my cat...chocolate 
mousse. Some of us even love 
spinach. The word is the 
same; the feelings not even 
related. 


In the romantic sense, love 
usually implies some ex¬ 
clusivity. We love all of our 
children, our parents, our 
siblings...or at least we try. 
But most of us would not last 
long in the romantic arena if 
we told the love of our life, or 
even our love of the moment, 
that we loved all of our loves 
the same. 

Yet even when we say, ‘‘I 
love you only, I love you 
true,” our meaning can be 
obscure. 

The Greeks had an exten¬ 
sive vocabulary of love, with 
words for platonic love 
through homosexual love, 
love of country and ideals, to 
those for romantic love of the 
opposite sex. 

Modern scholars have 
found that the six basic words 
for romantic love still apply. 
A few years ago, Canadian 
sociologist John Lee surveyed 
several thousand Canadians, 


Americans, and Britons. 
What he found was that the 
Greeks had it right; that there 
are six basic forms of love 
between the sexes, and that 
these have persisted all the 
way from ancient Athens to 
modern Boston or Peoria. 

Eros is the love of beauty, 
the powerful physical attrac¬ 
tion that draws lovers at first 
sight. Erotic lovers delight in 
sensual intimacy; they speak 
with rapture of their lovers’ 
hair, skin, fragrance, 
muscles, eyes. They are 
fascinated by every aspect of 
their beloved, wanting to 
know every ting about them, 
longing almost to merge their 
identities. Yet erotic love is 
evanescent, not often stan¬ 
ding the test of time. 

Ludic love is playful. Ludic 
lovers play the field. They are 
intense, passionate, caring, 
but they follow the words of 
Roman poet Ovid, who advis¬ 
ed lovers to enjoy love as a

Quartz digitals, also called 
solid-state or all electronic 
watches, have no moving 
parts. A digital electronic 
display replaces the conven¬ 
tional dial. There are two 
tvpes of solid-state digitals: 
the L.E.D. and the L.C.D. 

The L.E.D. displays time 
by means of light-emitting 
diodes, dots or bars which 
glow at the touch of a button. 
Since relatively large 
amounts of current are need¬ 
ed, it shows time only on 
command. 

The L.C.D. (liquid crystal 
display) watch slows the time 
when a light-sensitive liquid is 
electrically stimulated. Con¬ 
tinuous display is possible 
with the L.C.D. because very 
little power is consumed. 

Some quartz watches will 
run up to five years on a 
single battery. It’s hard to im¬ 
agine a watch better suited to 
seeing man into the space 
age.

Town, State Sign Agreement For Low-To-Moderate Income Housing

Winchester and the state signed a 
housing pact on Monday afternoon in 
Boston. 

That pact carries both respon¬ 
sibilities and rewards. 

It commits the town to providing 


at least 10 units of subsidized housing. 

And it is expected to liberate 
$800,000 in state funds, frozen last fall 
when the state judged Winchester’s 
housing “unreasonably restrictive.’’

Scaffolding for the town’s new 
police and fire station toppled like 
Tinker Toys in 50 mile-por-hour gales 
early Wednesday morning, setting the 
project back a week or more, accord¬ 
ing to job superintendent Peter 
Carbone. 

He said the building, once slated 
for late June completion, may not be 
ready until September, due to a varie¬ 
ty of setbacks. 

Wednesday morning’s gusts 
blasted down scaffolding just put up 
the day before, along with wooden 
supports, plastic construction canvas, 
and sections of cinder block. 

“Without steel rods this wall would 
have come down,” Carbone said, 
pointing to the west side of the new 
police station. 

While workers hamminered apart 
bent scaffolding pipes and pulled in 
dangling boards, Carbone explained 
that the contractor would have to ab¬ 
sorb the costs of the destruction. 

“He has no choice.” Carbone 
staled. “What came down has to go 
hack up again.“ he said. 

He said he believes the firm, 
Cumberland Construction Co. of 
Woonsocket, K.I., has insurance to 
cover the wind damage. 

The police and fire station project 
involves both renovation of the old 
buildings and a spacious new addi¬ 
tion It will include state-of-the-art 
communications equipment, offices, 
a firing range, an exercise room, and 
prisoner cells with tempered plastic 
doors instead of bars to guard against 
suicides. 

Officially, the completion date for 
the complex project had already been 
pushed back two weeks to mid-July, 
due to unforeseen work, according to 
Walter J. Tonaszuck, chairman of the

town’s Permanent Building Com 
mitteo. 

And even before the wind storm, 
Carbone estimated that construction 
was six weeks behind schedule. 

He cited a late start, the complex¬ 
ity of the project, and last week’s 
cruel winter weather for the lag. 

Meanwhile, a site architect said 
the project had been understaffed and 
plagued by construction errors. 

Unless the contractor can catch up 
this spring, police and firefighters will 
face a summer without their new 
station. 

“I think it’s a disgrace,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Mark Lombar¬ 
di in a Tuesday interview. 

“It’s one of the biggest flops Win¬ 
chester has faced,” he said. “We’ve 
got one of the mildest winters going 
and they say they’re two months 
behind,” the Selectman grumbled. 

Acting Town Manager John II. 
Ciarcia reacted more cautiously to 
the project’s delay. He said the situa¬ 
tion is “too premature right now to 


“It’s not unusual for any job to be 
behind,” stated Ciarcia. Several 
months remain before the deadline, 
he pointed out. and the contractor still 
might make up for lost time. 

Both the construction foreman and 
a project architect said construction 
got off to a slow start, hut they cited 
different reasons. 

“In my opinion, the contractor 
started late,” said Jay Poswolsky 
from the Boston architectural firm 
Brett Dunham & Tadhg Sweeney.

“They did not start expeditiously 
and they did not staff the job ex¬ 
peditiously,” he said Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, Carbone denied that 
the late start was the fault of the con¬ 
tractor He declined to specify the 
reason for the delay. 

As for staffing, the project 
superintendent said he had “from one 
to 10” workers on the job, depending 
on the building sequence and the

Winchester high school seniors 
have continued Winchester’s tradition 
of scoring above the national average 
in an important exam — the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) — us¬ 
ed to determine college admissions, 
according to a report released recent¬ 
ly by the School Dept.. 

In the verbal section of the SAT ex¬ 
am, Winchester youths scored 54 
points above the national average, the 
report states. They scored an average 
of 480 as opposed to 42G nationally on 
the test that has a range from 200 to 
800. 

Winchester’s math score stood at 
513 while the nation averaged 471, a 
42-point margin in Winchester’s 
favor. This is particularly significant 
since 91 percent of the town’s seniors 
took the test < the national average is 
33 percent), indicating that more Win¬ 
chester students with only a marginal 
interest in attending college took the 
test than in other states. 

The success Winchester has had in 
standardized testing is primarily a 
result of community values that 
motivate students and support the 
school system, according to David 


Ackerman, assistant superintendent 
for curriculum and instruction. 

“The community has very high ex¬ 
pectations for its children and its 
school system,” he says. “Students 
come to us with high aspirations on 
their own part. A significant percen¬ 
tage of our children are self- 
motivated.” 

He acknowledges that some 
thought is given to standardized tests 
when the curriculum is designed, but 
it is not the focus of that process. 

“We don’t teach for tests,” says 
Anthony DiBiase, director of 
guidance at Winchester High School. 
“That’s bad education.” 

Nevertheless, the system offers an 
English course at the high school 
designed to review the basic skills 
that the SAT tests. Other students 
participate in the AMITY program, a 
night course specifically designed to 
help students prepare for the SAT. It 
explains test-taking techniques as 
well as giving review for basic skills. 

For many students, the three- 
hour-long test and the worry 
surrounding it is a traumatic ex¬ 
perience. This is because they over¬ 


rate the test’s importance, DiBiase 
says. 

He notes that a student’s grades 
are much more important for college 
admissions than SAT scores. Test 
results are lumped into u category 
which includes leadership and per¬ 
sonality, all of which are less impor¬ 
tant than grades. 

The colleges realize that 
thousands of hours in class are more 
important than six hours in the test 
room, taking SAT and achievement 
exams, DiBiase says. 

He acknowledges, however, that 
most students are “scared” of the 
tests and terrified if they do poorly. 

“They (the students 1 say they’re 
not going to get into college.” he 
relates, “and it’s not true. In 
America, there is a college for 
everyone. 

“I tell them to relax,” he adds. “I 
even tell them to go out the night 
before the test.” 

Ironically, says DiBiase, one of the 
worst things a student with poor 
grades can do may be to score highly 
on the SAT. 


“You can have kids with very high 
SAT’s and lousy grades,” DiBiase 
says, “and that spells a four letter 
word ‘lazy.’ They’ve got that basic in¬ 
tellectual aptitude, but they have 
missed out on the base of math” and 
other subjects in high school. 

“That’s really an eye-opener for 
admissions people,” he adds. 

A better indicator of success in col¬ 
lege is the achievement test, design¬ 
ed to test a student’s knowledge of 
some subject he has studied in school, 
according to DiBiase. 

In this area, Winchester produced 
mixed results. Some tests stood above 
the national average while others 
were below. Overall, the achievement 
tests were 24 points below the national 
average and five points above that of 
the state. Neither figure is statistical¬ 
ly significant since the tests have a 30 
point range of error, the report states. 

The Jan. 22 document also shows 
that Winchester students in lower 
grades have superior ability in basic 
skills when compared to students in 
other towns. However, there is some 
concern about an increase in third

A 9-month-old baby was safely 
evacuated from a burning home on 
Charles rd. Sunday afternoon when 
an attic fire caused an estimated 
$24.oo<) worth of damage. 

Thanks in part to alert boys in the 
neighborhood. Susan Reynolds was 
able to get her three children. Reggie. 
14. Philip. 11. and Leslie. 9 months 
old. safely out of the duplex. 

“My nerves were the only casual¬ 
ty.” said Reynolds in an interview 
Monday. 

Reynolds credited Thomas Kenvin 
of Charles st. and two teenagers sell¬ 
ing candy door-to-door with shouting 
out a warning before the family 
smelled smoke. 

The teenagers. Sean Way, 15. of 
Jamaica Plain, and Donald Johnson, 
17. of Mattapan, were in the 
neighborhood Sunday afternoon to 
raise money for a group called 
American Teens, said police officer 
Paul DeLuca. “1 just wanted to see 
those kids got the credit where they 


deserved it,” the policeman said. 

To battle the one-alarm blaze, 
firefighters chopped a hole in the roof. 

Rafters, floor joints and exterior 
siding were destroyed by the fire, of¬ 
ficials said, and the entire house suf¬ 
fered some smoke and water 
damage. 

After the fire, several waterlogg¬ 
ed ceilings were taken down, said 
Reynolds, who rents the duplex from 
Arnold Mason of Boston. 

Firefighters listed youths playing 
with matches as the probable cause 
of the blaze. 

Reynold’s son, Philip, and a friend 
had been up in the crawispace short¬ 
ly before the fire broke out, Reynolds 
said. The two youths climbed up there 
because they “smelled something,” 
said Reynolds, and then came down. 

She said they were on the second 
floor when the fire broke out. 

“I certainly know they didn’t do 
anything intentional,” Reynolds 
stated. 


Arsonist Destroys 
School Classroom 


Arsonists fire-bombed Bartlett 
School at l:2i) Sunday morning, 
destroying one classroom and caus¬ 
ing extensive smoke damage 
throughout the school. 

Firefighters estimated the 
destruction at $10,000. 

“It was a real tragedy.” said 
Norine T. Casey, principal of the 
private elementary school on 
Samoset rd. 

The fire was started by three 
Molotov cocktails thrown through a 
classroom window, firefighters said. 
One fire bomb, described as a Ger¬ 
man beer bottle filled with a flam¬ 
mable liquid, was found intact on the 
premises. 

Firefighters tentatively identified 
the liquid as turpentine or paint 


thinner. 

Casey said arsonists also struck 
Bartlett classrooms about six years 
ago, when the school was located at 
83 Church st. That time, said Casey, 
the damage was less serious. 

The principal said the arsonists, 
all minors, were caught and pro¬ 
secuted. 

Last Sunday morning, members of 
the Albiani family called the Fire 
Dept, when they saw “a fire ball.” 
Casey said. The Albianis live near the 
school. 

According to police, neighbors 
said they saw two youths running 
away from the school toward the top 
of Girard rd. 

Police have declined to name any 
suspects.

Cong. Edward J. Markey lias 
made available free Internal Revenue 
Service drfS) tax guides for in¬ 
dividuals and small businesses in the 
7th Congressional District. 

Markey urges anyone interested in 
obtaining a copy of either of the 
guides to stop by his Boston office at 
Room 2100A of the JFK Federal 
Building in Boston’s Government 
Center or his Medford office at 464B 
Salem st. in Haines Square. 

The tax guide for individuals be¬ 
ing offered by Markey, “Your 
Federal Income Tax,” was created 
by the IRS to aid taxpayers in the 
preparation of their federal returns. 
The publication explains tax laws and 
regulations pertaining to salaries, in¬ 
terest dividends, withholding, tax 
credits, income adjustments and ex¬ 
clusions. The guide provides ex¬ 


amples of tax filings and offers a 
step-by-step explanation of the 1984 
income tax reforms. 

Markey emphasized three items of 
particular interest to individual tax 
payers in the new 1984 tax laws: 

• The tax rate for all brackets has 
been reduced for 1984; 

• Contributions to your Individual 
Retirement Accounts (IRA) for 1984 
can be made no later than April 15. 
1985; 

• Beginning in 1984. the tax credit 
for the elderly is modified. 

“The Tax Guide for Small 
Business” contains information on 
federal tax laws that apply to 
businesses. The guide offers valuable 
insights into income, excise and 
employment taxes for individuals, 
partnerships and corporations. 


Markey emphasized that the Tax 
Reform Act of 1984 contains amend¬ 
ments to important rules which affect 
small corporations and their 
shareholders. 

“It is important to our govern¬ 
ment, and even much more important 
to individual taxpayers and 
businesses, that annual tax returns 
are filed completely and correctly. 
These tax guides will help ensure that 
this is accomplished.

Franklin Stevenson of Nelson st. 
gave Selectmen a piece of his mind at 
Monday night’s board meeting. 

He wants snow piles removed 
from the town’s curbs and walkways, 
and he claims the town’s Dept, of 
Public Works (DPW) has been shirk¬ 
ing its duties. 

Meanwhile, DPW officials say 
they’re trying to save taxpayers’ 
dollars by keeping snow removal to 
a minimum. 

Selectman Michael Saraco stood 
up for the Public Works officials on 
Monday. “These last few years we’ve 
saved considerable money,” he said. 

He said Dominic Serratore, DPW 
director, “has issued a policy that he 
will not remove snow other than in 
normal working hours” unless there’s 
an emergency. 

Ironically, it seems the snow plows 
are the major culprits, because they 
create piles of snow between the 
street and the sidewalk. 

Stevenson stated that such snow 
piles have blocked access to town 
buildings and stores, making it par¬ 
ticularly difficult for the elderly and 
the disabled to get around Win¬ 
chester. 

One of Stevenson’s neighbors suf¬ 
fers from serious arthritis, he said, 
and has a terrible time negotiating 
the heaps of snow in the town center. 

In one case, “1 had to beat down 
the snow so she could get over the 
snowpile,” Stevenson recounted. 

“The only place you can get to a 
store is where the crosswalks are,” he 
added. “This is ridiculous.” 

Edward J. Murphy, operations 
manager for the town’s Highway 
Dept., admitted that Winchester 
hasn’t picked up any snow so far this 
winter. 


Murphy said the town has plowed 
the streets and cleared the sidewalks 
with snow-blowers, but only removes 
curbside snow piles in an emergency. 

Last week, seven inches of snow 
fell on Winchester, Murphy said, not 
enough to prompt such a pick-up. 

Had a second storm been 
forecasted in the wake of the first, 
Murphy explained, the DPW might 
have decided differently.

Instead, he said Tuesday, “We’ve 
got rain today which I think will get 
it (snow) all away.” 

This year’s winter has been mild, 
Murphy pointed out. 

To date, just 26 inches of snow 
have blanketed Winchester this 
season, as compared to 53 inches for 
a similar period in 1983 and a whopp¬ 
ing 81 inches in 1978. when the famous 
blizzard hit. 

And the small quantity of fluffy 
stuff may save the town a lot of 
money. 

This winter, Winchester has spent 
$2,660 to hire extra-heavy snow plows, 
versus $6,390 last winter. 

And the town has saved about 
$15,000 in overtime pay for DPW 
employees, as compared to a year 
ago. 

Still, Acting Town Manager John 
H. Ciarcia warned against banking on 
surpluses from the town’s ice and 
snow allocation before the winter is 
past. 

“Right now it looks good,” he said, 
“but don’t start couting on it till you 
get through February at least.” 

If there’s money left over, said 
Ciarcia, “a good percentage of that 
budget would revert to the general 
fund,” which would in turn help to 
keep Winchester’s tax rate down.

Previously, the hoard has debated 
the proposed plan to require students 


to take a line arts course However, 
the policy was included in the approv 
ed requirements on Tuesday 

Overall, beginning with the class 
of 1989. students must have attained 
a total ol too credits for work done in 
grades 9 through 12 

Regarding the grade point 
average issue, the board agreed to en¬ 
force a policy it considered in early 
January The hoard voted to allow 
students' grades to lie rated on a

There Is Nothing Like 
A Strong Sense Of Family

There’s one thing that 
Presidents Reagan and 
Carter both agreed upon, and 
that is the importance of the 
family in our lives. 

Each of them insisted on 
this importance in his own 
way, and each was right to do 
so, it seems to me. 

Nothing is more crucial for 
the future of our planet than 
for us to build solid bubbles of 
love and support at home. On¬ 
ly I’d take it a step further 
than that even. 

I’d say we have to redefine 
the word family, so that it in¬ 
cludes those bound to us not 
just by blood but by time and 
space. Everyone alive today 
is in our family; it isn’t just 
Sunday-school talk to say so. 
We’re all members of the 
same class, you might say, all 
members of the class of ’85. 

There have always been 
the Utopians who tried to live 
out this ideal of the expanded 
family. America has produc¬ 
ed more than her share of 
such idealists; it comes with 
the Dream, I think. 

There was Bronson Alcott, 
for example, and his experi¬ 
ment at Eruitlands; and there 
was Brook Farm, too, to 
name just a couple of efforts 
at collective living right here 


in our area. 

Oh, I guess they didn’t last 
too long, any of them. Louisa 
May’s daddy was something 
of a nut, from all I can gather: 
he was always putting his 
family on diets of bread-and- 
apples, to purify the spirit. I 
guess, and wean them from 
the sludge and barbarity of 
meat-eating. His old friend 
Emerson said he was always 
feeling his shoulders too, to 
see if the wings had started 
sprouting yet. 

But still, you have to 
respect him for trying. He had 
an ideal in his mind when he 
set out, like the hippies in our 
recent 60s. They were ex¬ 
perimenting with new modes 
too, trying to learn sharing 
and cooperation; they didn’t 
foresee in the beginning how 
much they’d be quarreling 
about who ate up the peanut 
butter. Hey, we’re all only 
human. 

Anyway, I was thinking 
this morning about what I had 
in my own life by way of the 
extended family. The church 
we go to came most readily to 
mind. 

We leave for church at 9 
o’clock on a Sunday morning; 
we get home around noon, but 
it’s not because we’re sitting 
in hard wooden pews for three 


hours being harangued by 
Puritan elders. 

For my little family, 
there’s choir practice, both 
senior and junior; deacon 
duties; the service itself; and 
a coffee hour. We have a 
wonderful time when we go 
there each week. There’s no 
place we’d rather be. 

Our church is our extend¬ 
ed family at the moment then. 
It’s the place we go to for 
sharing our joys; it’s the 
place we go to for sharing our 
sorrows. 

Just the other night we at¬ 
tended a Sunday supper and 
talent night there. It was a 
swell show; Elliott Norton 
would have loved it. It had ex¬ 
otic dancing and corny jokes 
by the master of ceremonies. 

It had a couple of kids saw¬ 
ing away earnestly on toy-size 
.violins; another few tootling 
tunelessly on recorders (I can 
say this; I was one of the 
tootlers). It had impersona¬ 
tions and cross-dressing and 
kazoos. It even had a 
kindergartner who stood up, 
showed the audience his 
favorite Christmas toy and 
then knocked their socks off 
with a demonstration of 
break-dancing like it’s meant 
to be done — by people about 
his age, with no real bones yet 


in their bodies. 

I sat in the back during 
most of the proceedings, 
ostensibly to see to the baby. 
The real reason though was 
that I couldn’t keep my eyes 
dry. 

It was all so touching, and 
people were clearing each 
other’s places and holding 
each other’s children in their 
laps. A gang in the kitchen 
banged away at the dirty 
dishes, and everybody clap¬ 
ped like crazy for everybody 
else. 

I’m still pretty new to the 
idea of how we’re all con¬ 
nected to each other. I didn’t 
even begin to sense it Til I 
started my own family and 
fell in love, one by one, with 
the children that were given 
us. 

It’s funny; you’d think 
having kids would make you 
more me-and-miney. In many 
cases it has the opposite 
effect. 

Those two presidents were 
right when they said what 
they did about the family. 
There is nothing more impor¬ 
tant. The family’s the thing, 
all right; the big one, to which 
we all belong.

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Win. Astronaut To Visit Tufts Mulvaney To Lead 

Hospital Staffers 


Feathered Friend 


Winchester native astronaut 
Frederick “Rick’’ Hauck (Capt.. 
USN), will land not far from town 
Feb. 19. when he pays a visit to Tufts 
University, his alma mater, Hauck. 
a 1962 graduate of Tufts, will give a 
public lecture at Tufts titled “A Per¬ 
sonal Space Odyssey,” describing his 
two trips into space, including his 
most recent voyage of last year. 

Hauck, whose mother Virginia 
lives in Winchester, was commander 
of the 198*1 Discovery shuttle mission 
that retrieved two wayward satellites 
and launched two others. Hauck had 
adorned the top of the shuttle’s con¬ 
trol panel with a Tufts decal, and he 
carried along into space a specially- 
commissioned Tufts flag, which he 
will present to university officials at 


a private dinner preceding his Feb. 19 
talk. 

At the dinner, Hauck will be 
awarded a Tufts Presidential Medal 
by university president Jean Mayer. 
The medal is one of the highest honors 
Tufts can bestow; only 10 such 
medals have ever been presented. 

“Rick is an ideal candidate for the 
Presidential Medal," says Ronald C. 
Brinn, director of alumni relations at 
Tufts. “He is a unique individual, an 
astronaut at the peak of a singular 
and distinguished career." 

Hauck’s talk, free and open to the 
public, will launch the Tufts 
Distinguished Alumni Lecture Series, 
which will bring accomplished 
graduates of the university back to 
campus to share their experiences 
with students and others. Hauck’s lec¬ 


ture will be given at 8 p.m. in the 
auditorium of the Cabot Intercultural 
Center, Packard Avenue, on Tufts’ 
Medford campus. 

Hauck last appeared at Tufts in 
the fall of 1983, following his first 
space mission in which he piloted the 
Challenger space shuttle. During that 
mission he and the four other crew 
members, who also included Sally 
Ride, the first American woman 
astronaut, were awakened one mor¬ 
ning by a specially-made recording of 
“Tuflonia’s Day," the Tufts song, by 
the Beelzebubs, a student singing 
group. 

Hauck has other connections to 
Tufts. His wife Dolly also graduated 
from Tufts in 1962 and their son 
Stephen is a sophomore at Tufts.

Winchester resident Dr. Peter Ar-

Scheduled to open on Tuesdav.

“No Exit” by Jean Paul Sartre. 
Perhaps best known for “Being and 
Nothingness," one of the prime 
documents of existentialist 
philosophy. Sartre also wrote a 
number of highly successful plays. 


“No Exit" appeared shortly after 
World War 11. and reflects the bit¬ 
terness and frustration of this period 
in France, when supposed appeasers 
and collaborators were denounced by 
those who had supported the 
Resistance.

Rile 
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After 19 Years On The Job, 
Principal Enjoys Challenge

It was an innovative school in a con¬ 
servative town and the teaching method 
was unusual. 


Richard H. Young, principal of the 
Francis .1, Muraco Elementary 
School since its inception in 
September 1967, is well known to Win¬ 
chester parents and students. He and 
his 1967 staff which included five 
teacher-writers. opened the 


kindergarten-through-Gth-grade 
school. Included in that staff were 
George Flynn, present Ambrose 
school principal and Robert Forrest, 
former acting superintendent and 
Ambrose principal. 

The Muraco School w r as inhabited 


by not only teachers and students dur¬ 
ing its first week but also by 10 mice, 
as reported in a Winchester Star story 
al the time. Today the school's sym¬ 
bol is a mouse — which you’ll see 
most everywhere. Its silhouette flies 
on the goid flag, greets you at the 
front door, and guards the cafeteria 
“Mouse Trap,’’ a traffic-light device 
that monitors lunch time noise level. 

“The Muraco School was the first 
large open area school in New 
England,’ said Young during a recent 
interview. “Opening this school, he 
continued, was one of the greatest 
challenges during his years in Win¬ 
chester. 

Among the challenges: it was an 
innovative school in a conservative 
town and the teaching method was 
unusual. There was much outside 
criticism, which made the Muraco 
people more determined to stick 
together, despite difficulties such as 
old textbooks, too many students 
within groups, and a very high 
turnover. 


“By staying that first year when 
all was lost,’’ Young relates, “we 
found it most satisfying. By all pull¬ 
ing together, (we) realized a 
workable educational system.” 

Young, a Winchester High School 
graduate, lives in Winchester, receiv¬ 
ed his bachelor’s degree in business 


administration from Boston Univer¬ 
sity and his master’s in elementary 
education from Boston State. 

Before coming to Winchester, he 
taught for 5 years in Natick and Sud¬ 
bury and was for 3 years a principal 
in a Sudbury School. 

For the last 19 years he has been 
principal of Muraco. He is a member 
of the national and state associations 
of elementary principals; he has 
directed Winchester’s College Gate 
Program and the Lesley College Sum¬ 
mer Program, and has been a Town 
Meeting member. 

When asked about hobbies and 
other interests, Young said that he is 
very interested in athletics, and hence 
taught Muraco’s kindergarten 
physical education class. Hestates, “I 
do as much as I can in sailing, tennis, 
skiing, and golf; and make every ef¬ 
fort to keep up on educational 
reading.” 

Young states his philosophy is 
definitely wanting kids to come to 
school wanting to learn and interested 
in being there. “Of course,” he said, 
“I recognize this cannot happen all 
the time.” 

He said he wants a child to get a 
basic skill and to have ample oppor¬ 
tunity to use those skills. For exam¬ 
ple, he said, running a store in the 
first grade and a banking unit in 
another grade are helpful, useful 
skills. Young states, “the other ingre¬ 


dient in a good school is respect — 
respect between child and teacher, 
teacher and child, and a respect to 
people and property.” 

Young said he treats the prin- 
cipalship as a teaching position. He 
added he sees himself as a teacher of 
people, of teachers, and other people 
in the building. And he said, he sees 
himself as setting an example for 
children throughout the building. 

Still, he does not miss the actual 
classroom. Young said being outside 
of the classroom allows him to expand 
a bit. “You’re a middle man, but 
where the action is, and where it is the 
most fun. It is a critical and key job. 

I wouldn’t want another.” 

Looking back, he said, there were 
no experiences he might like to 
change. This year his major goal is to 
assure that each child is learning the 
basic skills commensurate with his 
ability. Another key goal is to en¬ 
courage teachers to use new teaching 
methods and materials. He said he 
plans to have teachers visit schools 
with successful new programs and to 
encouraging them to attend 
workshops. 

Each year. Young takes one grade 
and produces and directs a play, 
usually a musical. He says, he likes 
to do it and to get the kids on stage. 
For doing so, he has received a 
simulated Oscar with mice at the 
bottom. 

On another front, the recent 
absentee call-in safety program 
started by Young is working well. 
Under this program, a parent is re¬ 
quired to phone the school the morn¬ 
ing a child is absent. Each child is 
accounted for early in the morning. 

Finally, Young states, he would 
like people to listen more to each 
other and to work together for 
everyone’s benefit. It is important, he 
said, for Winchester schools to work 
in concert with teachers, children, 
and parents. 


Ask The Educators - 

Computers, Ball Fields Discussed

QUESTION: What is the status of 
the Playfield Study Committee, the 
group that is studying the im¬ 
provements/rehabilitation of town 
parks and playing fields? 

Answer: The Playfield Study Com¬ 
mittee submitted its report at the Fall 
Town Meeting of 1984. Subsequent to 
the acceptance of the report and 
positive action on a motion to ap¬ 
propriate $25,ooo for architectural 
renderings, the Acting Town 
Manager, Jake Ciarcia, asked me to 
organize and coordinate the project 
on his behalf (monies voted by Town 
Meeting were to be spent under the 
direction of the Town Manager). 

I have outlined below a process 
timetable that should give an idea of 
what can be expected in working 
towards a completion date for the 
project. 

• 1. November 1984 — Town Meeting 
accepts report, appropriates $25,ooo 
for professional architec¬ 
tural/engineering services. 

• 2. Decern lx?r 1984 - Request for pro¬ 
posal < RFP) is developed outlining 
details of work to be done by architec¬ 
tural/engineering firm. 

• 3. January 1985 — RFP’s sent to ap¬ 
proximately 20 firms/individuals. 


Proposal received on January 26. 

• 4. February 1985 — Proposals 
reviewed and short listed — finalists 
selected for interviews. 

• 5. March 1985 — Final firm/in¬ 
dividual selected — contract 
negotiated — work on design develop¬ 
ment plans begins. 

• G. April - October 1985 — Develop¬ 
ment of schematic and design 
development plans investigated and 
completed. 

• 7. October - November 1985 - Final 
plans presented to Town Meeting 
(November) - Funding proposal 
outined. 

• 8. November 1985 - February 1986 - 
Selected projects prepared - 
Specifications developed - Bidding 
procedure initiated and awarded. 

• 9. Spring 1986 — Work begins.

QUESTION: What is the current 
computer curriculum in the Win¬ 
chester Schools? 

ANSWER: The educational 
philosophy of Winchester’s computer 


curriculum emphasizes the roie of 
children as active individuals who 
learn most effectively when they have 
some control over their educational 
environment, and when the tasks 
presented to them are meaningful 
and motivating. 

All kindergarten through grade 2 
students learn Delta Draw, sup¬ 
plemented with reading/math 
readiness and computer skills soft¬ 
ware (K), and CAI to teach telling 
time (Gr. 2). 

All students in grades 3 through 4 
continue to develop computer literacy 
with two or more reading, writing, 
and arithmetic or problem solving 
packages. 

All students in grades 5 and 6 
receive 15 + hours per grade of in¬ 
struction in Logo, supplemented with 
selected CAI software. 

All students in grades 7 and 8 take 
one-quarter year of BASIC or Logo in 
grade 7, plus 30 hours of keyboarding. 
Computer Applications and Advanc¬ 
ed BASIC electives are offered in 
grade 8. CAI is used in Chapter 1. 

The science department offers a 
high quality teacher-development 
graphics package, original and com¬ 
mercial programs in physics, and 
CAI in the chemisty an IPS courses 
for high school students. 


The math department uses 
teacher-developed “inquiry” pro¬ 
grams in trigonometry and analysis 
courses, and offers a full-year course 
in BASIC and its applications. 

The English department has 
established the Macintosh Word Pro¬ 
cessing Room which is now an in¬ 
tegral part of the loth grade required 
Writing Lab. 

The business department offers 
word processing training, an 
automated general ledger, spread¬ 
sheets, and typing tutorial. 

The industrial arts department in¬ 
cludes an exploration of Robotics and 
Microprocessors in the electronics 
course, and computer assisted design 
is on the horizon. 

Staff training, curriculum 
development, and computer manag¬ 
ed instruction innovations are in an 
ongoing process of research and im¬ 
plementation throughout the system. 

QUESTION: What are the prac¬ 
tical applications of the computer 
work an elementary school child is 
doing now? 

ANSWER: Children are learning 
the fundamentals of computer usage 
to become “computer literate.” 

The educational software a child 
is using helps to build confidence and 
comfort using the computer. 

The variety of software a child is 
exposed to provides a means for ac¬ 
tive learning about the many things 
computers can do. 


Experiences with the computer 
foster critical thinking, strategy 
testing, and problem solving. 

Inventive, imaginative software 
provides a medium for creativity in 
general, and for creative use of the 
computer in particular. 

Group work at the computer 
fosters cooperation, sharing, social in¬ 
teraction. and a sense of self-worth. 

QUESTION: Does a child need to 
have his/her own home computer? 

ANSWER: No. Having a computer 
at home may help a child to learn 
computer skills, but it is not 
necessary for deriving the benefits of 
Winchester’s computer program. 

Furthermore, the opportunities for 
using computers in the Winchester 
community are many. Currently 
there are nine computers per elemen¬ 
tary school, with a centrally located 
computer/printer system in each 
school librar 

McCall jt. High has a well- 
equipped computer laboratory, plus 
individual computers in Chapter 1. 

WHS boasts computer 
laboratories in the math, science, 
business, and English departments. 
An additional “mini-lab" of three 
computers can be transported to in¬ 
dividual classrooms as needed, and 
the WHS Library houses several. 

There are opportunities for sup¬ 
plementary computer learning ex¬ 
periences on all levels, from the 
elementary school Mentor Program 
through Adult Education.

Aims To Help 

Employment Resources Inc. is ac¬ 
cepting applicants for a new program 
called “Beginnings: The Young 
Parents’ Career Directions Project."

| There are also programs design¬ 
ed to meet the needs of boys from 
single-parent homes — a much more 
common phenomenon today than 
when scouting began. 

I Through the Tiger Cub Program, 
boys as young as 8 are taught how to 
live safely. Many of them come home 
to an empty house, and they have to 
be taught how to answer the phone 
and what to do if the doorbell rings, 
scout officials say. 

Still, some traditions never 
change. 

“The mess kits are exactly the 
same today as when I was a scout,” 


many items are still homemade. 

'Kids are kids," says Archie Gor¬ 
don, leader of local Troop 503. "I But 
today 1 things are handed to them in 
a McDonald’s package, and they are 
suprised when they have to work for 
something.” 

Scouting is one of the places they 
have to work, he adds. 

“1 Scouts today 1 make their way in 
a different type of world," points out 
Richard Feeney. 57. an Eagle Scout 
from the 1930s. “Who needs to know 
how to use flint and steel today V” he 
adds. 

“We lived in our time.” he adds. 


boys. 

“We have got to try to convince 
them I the scoutsl." he continued, 
“that helping an old lady across the 
street is more important . . ." 

Teaching a boy the scout oath and 
laws and “getting him to buy it" will 
offer an alternative style of life for 
that boy to follow. Hempe stresses. 

“Along the way.” he says, “you 
have got to keep kids interested. It 
I outings and events 1 is the cement 
that keeps kids in, not the purpose of 
the program." 

Feeney, a captain for the 
Metropolitan District Police and an

Raphael says. “I hated it then, and 1 
hate it now." 

Still, some aspects of scouting 
have changed drastically. Today’s 
manufactured sleeping bags are fill¬ 
ed with down rather than sewn 
together from blankets by the boys 
themselves. Rayon tents have replac¬ 
ed the mold-prone canvas units the 
government provided at the end of 
World War I. 

A scout’s skis no longer look like 
barrel staves, and because of 
automobiles and buses, outings are 
more likely to be to Attitash than the 
local hill. 

Still, anyone saying a scout has an 
easy time of it today hasn’t been 
camping with them in sub-zero 
\veather. The outings take place in the 
winter as well as the summer, and 


“and they live in the'trs, and neither 
wants to trade places with the other. " 

However, the scout oath and the 
ideals it represents have not chang¬ 
ed at all since 1910 Hempe says. 
Although most people associate the 
Boy Scouts with camping, knot tying 
and jamborees, officials say these ac¬ 
tivities are just enticements so that 
the boys will stay interested and learn 
the “way of life” they teach. 

Hempe believes that the scout 
tradition of duty to God, country, 
others and themselves is more impor¬ 
tant today than when the first Win¬ 
chester youth donned his knickers in 
1917. 

“We didn't have the distractions in 
1910," he explains. “There wasn’t a 
dope pusher on every corner. When I 
was a scout, 1 thought girls were soft 


associate professor at Northeastern 
University, believes that scouting has 
had a profound effect upon his life, 
providing him with a philosophy of 
life, teaching him discipline, and giv¬ 
ing him leadership training. 

He also believes that scouting has 
been a good influence on his seven 
sons and his four brothers. Each was 
a Boy Scout, and two of Feeney’s 
sons, John and Brian, attained the 
rank of Eagle Scout, scouting’s 
greatest honor. 

One of Winchester’s most recent 
Eagles, Christopher Bett, 17. agrees 
that scouting has a big effect on many 
b o y s. 

“You couldn’t help but get 
something out of it, even if you’re not 
looking for it," he asserts. 

Thinking back to his first scout 
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meeting at age 12. Bett remembers 
“everyone scented to be a lot bigger 
than me and it seemed scary," he 
recalls. 

Still, he adds, there was something 
about scouting that seemed to have a 
comforting sense of respect and 
responsibility 

“There was something else that 
wasn’t spoken," he recalls “But it 
was there. Everyone was there for 
each other.” 

“Scouting isn’t a panacea," ad 
mits Van Roosen, “but there is 
enough caring going on so that the 
kids sense it and gravitate towards 
it. . . . You give them an alternative 
to some of the disastrous things they 
get involved in." 

"It kept me on the straight and 
narrow when I needed it.” he adds. 

Two of the most important goals 
the scouts strive for are self- 
sufficiency and leadership. The troop 
leaders are advisors to the boys it 's 
the scouts themselves who do all the 
planning for troop projects and trips 
It is a quasi-military structure, and 
the junior scouts listen to the diree 
tives of older troopers 

“I would see a boy come in as a 
crybaby," Van Roosen recalls, "and 
three years later watch him train 
other kids who were in the same posi 
tion he had been in." 

In fact, scout training eventually 
helped Winchester’s boys fare well as 
men during World War II Local ser 
vicemen progressed in rank more 
quickly, say scout officials, than those 


who had not been scouts. 

Most scouts learned how to march 
as well as give and take orders before 
they entered the service. That meant 
many managed somewhat better 
“over there" than others. 

* They knew the most important 
thing on a hike is an extra pair of 
socks." Feeney adds 

“You can t make the kids today do 
things Mike march I." says Raphael. 
“They don't like to show themselves 
in uniform.” 

He attributes this in part to rem¬ 
nants of anti military sentiment 
prevalent 10 years ago Whatever the 
reason, scouts sometimes feel uncom¬ 
fortable about the reactions of others 
to them 

"When I first started," Bett 
remembers, “kids would tease me. 
but now a lot of them tell me they wish 
they had done it." 

Despite the common wisdom, this 
may have been the ease throughout 
the history of scouting. Many boys in 
his day would wear a coal over their 
uniforms because "some of the other 
kills would ridicule you for being in 
the scouts." recalls Raphael. 

Perhaps then, it is adversity, both 
from the elements and some of their 
peers, that forges a bond between 
scouts. 

We bad blacks. Chinese and 
whites m our troop," Feeney says. 
“There was no race thing. They were 
just our fellow scouts." Some of the 
earliest editions of the scout handbook 
have racially integrated covers

Within that binding, says Feeney, 
lies information that “fills in the 
gaps' in formal education, teaching 
subjects that schools don’t have the 
time to teach. 

“These arc subtle little things." 
Raphael says, “even a college 
graduate would have never learned in 
high school or college." 

Many of the articles in the hand 
book have changed little since its first 
edition in 1911. but all in all. boys have 
changed even less than scouting has 
since 1910, former scouts agree 
“I’m not sure that every boy 
doesn’t have the thrill of the pioneer 
in him," Hempe says with confidence. 
"It's part of every hoy’s makeup."

graders who failed the test. 

"This is the first time we have 
come up with that number of kids who 
have failed.” Ackerman says 

Such an occurrence should not 
lead to panic, according to Ackerman, 
because the test is more difficult than 
in other systems and the increase in 
failures may he a statistical aber¬ 
ration. 

“The results are not made to be 
definitive statements on the kids," he 
says, “but warning signs to the school 
district where problems may lie.” 

He says that school officials will Ik* 
“monitoring those kids to see what 
progress has been made." 

A similar concern regarding last 
year’s ninth grade class seems to 
have been addressed. According to 
the report, 23 of the 2i> students who 
failed the minimum competency test 
last year passed this spring.

Some years ago. a cardiologist 
from Red Bank. N. J.. told me the 
following story about a friend of his. 

It seems when this friend was 
preparing for an advanced degree 
from a nearby Ivy League college, he 
learned he had contracted cancer. 
Radiation and chemotherapy were 
begun That was the doctor’s reac¬ 
tion, the medical one. 

This individual's reaction was an 
intuitive one He became an athlete, 
with a 90 percent chance he would be 
dead in three-to-five years, he com¬ 
mitted the greater part of each day to 
sports. He swam an hour each day. 
punched the heavy bag and ran 6 to 
10 miles a day. 

He eventually took up skateboar¬ 
ding, hang-gliding, and diving. After 
the chemotherapy treatment, he com¬ 
pleted in a full triathlon <2.4 mile 
swirti. 112 mile bike ride, and 26.2 mile 
marathon run.» 

When he finished he collapsed and 
spent three hours in the emergency 
room. Why all this? Why faced with 
all this pain in the f uture, seek suffer¬ 


ing now? Why hasten death? Why 
push on and struggle when lie could 
enjoy life? 

Although these questions baffled 
the physicians and cancer specialists. 

I had very little trouble understan¬ 
ding what Ik* was doing. For. this in¬ 
dividual, by conquering these 
formidahale tasks led him to believe 
that the body was not losing the fight 
to cancer He believed that he was 
beating this monster back! 

He was winning thumbing his nose 
at all the cancers and abnormalities 
that eventually strike us all down. By 
working harder and harder, coupled 
with pride and iierserveronce. Ik* 
gained a new confidence. This con¬ 
fidence led him to a new plateau of 
self-certainty, self-trust, and self ac¬ 
tualization. Pride always lasts longer 
than pain. 

When the eulogies were given at 
his funeral not too long ago. the car 
diologist from Red Bank, N .1 . slated 
a lesson of life:

More than 50 years ago, I 
was the teacher in a little 
rural school in northern 
Wisconsin. There was no in¬ 
door plumbing, no furnace 
(teacher built the lire in the 
big jacketed wood burning 
stove.) There was no electrici¬ 
ty, no janitor. 

But there were children, 56 
of them aged from 4 to 18. 
There were classes of 10 to 
15-minute duration from 9 
a.m. until 4 p.m. with an hour 
for lunch and (wo 10-minute 
recess periods. 

Agnes was one of my 
pupils — 8 years old and in the 
third grade. Her family was 
very poor, her clothing was 
ragged and dirty, her shoes 
were fortified by cardboard 
insoles. I suspect that she was 
often cold and hungry. 

But Agnes was a good stu¬ 
dent, sweet natured and 


always helpful to “teacher”. 

Valentine’s Day was a 
very important one in every 
rural school. Teacher and 
children would cover a card¬ 
board box with red and white 
crepe paper and decorate it 
with hearts. There was a slit 
in which to drop Valentines. 
The box was usually made a 
week or two before Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

Of course, teacher gave 
every child a Valentine — a 
real store-bought one. More 
than that. 1 usually baked cup 
cakes - one for each child to 
have with lunch. Lunch was 
usually eaten from a tin syrup 
pail. 

How well I remember the 
day when the Valentines were 
distributed in 1929. The 
number of Valentines usually 
indicated the popularity of the 
pupil. As usual, Agnes got one 

only one from teacher. 



Although I could read the hurt 
from her face, she did not cry, 
just quietly said “thank you”. 

Other children had fists 
jammed full of Valentine’s — 
but Agnes did not comment. 

When school was out, my 
sister picked me up with three 
other ladies in her car. Of 
course, they all asked about 
Valentines. Agnes just said “I 
got a pretty one from 
teacher.” 

The subject was dropped 
then — but the next day the 
same four ladies each brought 
a box for Agnes. In it was a 
selection of costume jewelry, 
scarves, ribbons, and all 
trinkets to delight an eight- 
year-old girl. 

Agnes refused a ride home 
— she walked on angels’ 
wings. 

St. Valentine loved her 
very much.

She is (hi epitome of pleasantness 
the grandmother of every child’s 
dreams. 

She is Mary Manningham a 
warm, sensitive poet who paints pic¬ 
tures with words. 

Once a teacher in a one-room 
schoolhouse in her native Wisconsin, 
Manningham, 7(>. began writing as a 
child. At 12 she won her first poetry 
contest, one sponsored by the local 
newspaper. The Oconto County 
Reporter. 

She has been writing ever since, 
and even did a stint as a poetry reader 
on a Boston radio station for several 
years. 

Seated on the small couch in her 
home “office,” the Winchester resi¬ 
dent is quite at ease while reading her 
poetry aloud. With perfect diction, she 
brings alive the clever scenarios, bob¬ 
bing her head and flexing her voice to 
suit the mood of each poem. 

“I wrote this one for my son,” she 
says, her face bursting with mother¬ 
ly pride. “It’s one of my favorites,” 
she adds. 

“My heart travels high 
“In a thick cloven sky 
“My heart travels high,” she 
reads. 

“With the sun pouring down 
“From its diadem crown 
“My heart travels high.” she con¬ 
tinues. 

Her melodious voice envelopes 
each word and gently shapes the stan¬ 
zas that she prods into the air. 

Admittedly, she is a word fanatic. 
Words, she says, were her only real 
form of art when she was growing up 
on a Wisconsin farm. 

The farm background also helped 
her appreciate family life; a fact that 
is evident in the last verse of the poem 
she reads 

“With snow on the runway 
So high they can’t pile it 
My heart travels high 
My son is a pilot!” 

Home and family are perhaps the 
two most cherished aspects of Mann¬ 
ingham s life Her poetry is season¬ 
ed with anecdotes about her children 
and grandchildren, and, of course, 
her husband Howard. 

“We’ll be married 52 years on 
Flag Day,” she says smiling. As he 
enters the sun-speckled room, it’s 
clear they are just as in love as when 
they married more than a half cen¬ 
tury ago. 

They met in Wisconsin, where he 
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delivered milk and eggs by horse- 
driven wagon to her aunt’s house. 
Now a former publisher, he’s taken 
charge of publishing her books of 
poetry 

“He won’t let me put out anything 
that doesn’t look classy," she says 
with a glimmer of pride. “He’s very 
adamant about that. He says he wants 
my writing to be treated just right.” 

To date, there are two such smart¬ 
ly bound books the first, "Thoughts 
and Verses," which came out in 1971, 
and “A Mary Mixture,” which came 
out in 197(>. A third is likely to be 
published sometime within the next 
year, she said. 

Though she's had her share of 
ailments during the past year or so, 


Manningham isn’t wanting for en¬ 
thusiasm. She eagerly shows off her 
various awards and honors, tucked 
neatly atop an intricately carved cor¬ 
ner shelf that was a gift from her 
former housekeeper. 

"This is one ot my favorites.” she 
says almost reverently as she picks 
up a silver and glass vase-like piece. 
"It’s from the Women’s Press Club of 
London and it's a real antique," she 
adds. 

The array of awards and citations 
- including those from the New 
England Women’s Press Assn, and 
the National Federation of State 
Poetry Societies — are proof of her 
literary accomplishments. 


Her interest in writing, she says, 
can be traced to her parents. “My 
father was very strict about pronoun¬ 
cing words properly and using them 
correctly,” she recalls. 

"We had a big unabridged dic¬ 
tionary and he would make us look up 
words when we misused them,” she 
says. "This is at a farm, remember. 
But my father was insistent on our be¬ 
ing educated in the English 
language." 

As a young woman, she taught in 
a rural Wisconsin school after 
graduating from the Teachers Train¬ 
ing School in Wisconsin. It was there 
that she met Agnes, the little girl 
al>out whom she wrote the Valentine’s 
story. 


"I write how I feel,” she explains. 
“And I’ve been thinking about Agnes 
a lot lately. She was just a very sweet 
little girl, and I think her story is a dif¬ 
ferent kind of Valentine story.” 

Clearly, it is the different, simple 
things in life that this sensitive 
woman finds noteworthy. Seemingly 
commonplace events — from building 
fires to baking cookies — arc the 
everyday occurrences that find their 
way from her heart to her pen. 

The memory of a single poor child 
in a rural schoolhouse sparks a yearn¬ 
ing — and a desire to share the ex¬ 
perience with others. 

Sharing - like writing — is a gift 
that seems to come naturally to Mary 
Manningham.

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hecklist Can Prevent Winter Car Blues 


The "Old Farmer’s Almanac” 
Isays this winter will be colder and 
■ drier than normal, with below 
I average snowfall. Whether the

[target or not, AAA Massachusetts 
I says it ’s a good idea to prepare your 
| car for winter’s annual assault 

Here’s a quick winter checklist to 
ise: 

>BATTRRY 

II it's going into its third winter. 
I have it checked for power and condi- 
11ion. Also make sure battery ter- 
I minals and cables are free of 
| corrosion. 

•ANTIFREEZE 

1 lave it tested for 20 degrees below 
| zero. Look into the radiator and make 
ire the liquid is clear. If cloudy, it 
I should be drained and replaced, 
because the rust-inhibiting qualities 
are no longer there. Proper mixture 
| is half antifreeze, half water. 

' HOSES 

If any look cracked or feel mushy, 
I or ii connections show discoloration, 
they might be weak enough to spring 
a leak. Have them replaced. 

• ENGINE OIL 

A multi-purpose 10W-40 oil will 
I give good results in winter, but a 
j :>\V-:I0 oil will he better. Winter oil 
should be lighter in weight (lower 
numbers on the can). 

I•TUNEUP 

An engine that needs a tuneup will 
probably give the first sign by stall¬ 
ing on the first cold morning. So find 
out if new spark plug or carburetor 
adjustments are needed in advance. 

“You may think you don't need to 
winterize your car so long as you 
follow the regular maintenance 
schedule in the owner’s manual,” said 
Stewart W. Hall. Director of 
Automotive Services for AAA 
Massachusetts. “But New England 


winters can l>e tough, and a little ex¬ 
tra car care goes a long way.” 

Tire, Traction Trouble 

As winter bears down, many 
motorists Ix'gin to wonder about their 
tires. Are snow tires a good idea? Are 
radial tires effective in snow? What 
about so-called “all-season” radials? 

The answers to these questions 
vary according to the type of car one 
drives, the tires currently on a car, 
and a car owner’s budget, according 
to John K. Duddv, Manager of 
Automotive Services for AAA 
Massachusetts. 

“For those drivers who want the 
best possible protection against 
winter-driving problems, radial snow 
tires are the answer.” Duddy said. 
However, he pointed out that radial 
snow tires will result in lower gas 
mileage, make for a noisier ride on 
dry pavement, and should be used on¬ 
ly during the winter months 

The so-called “all-season” radials 
are a step above regular radial tires 
for winter driving, hut they don’t have 
the aggressive tread of a snow tire, 
nor are they designed for driving in 
deep snow. 

“Radial tires themselves are at 
the next level of effectiveness for 
winter driving,” Duddy said. 
“They’re certainly not as good as 
radial snow tires or ‘all-season’ 
radials. hut they are superior to 
regular bias-ply tires." 

Duddy suggested that owners of 
front-wheel drive vehicles consult 
their owner’s manual for the best ad¬ 
vice on tires for that type of vehicle. 

Early Morning Driving 

Black ice and frosty bridges are a 
couple ol things early-morning 
drivers should watch out for this time 
of year. 

“Black ice occurs when water 
along the roadsides or from melting

snow flows across the highway and 
freezes in a thin sheet before morn¬ 
ing.” said Caroline J. Hymoff, 
Manager of Safety Services for AAA 
Massachusetts. “Often it 's hard to see 
this ice until you’re nearly on top of 
it. Sometimes it fools you because it 
looks like water 

“Bridges tend to accumulate frost 
and ice whenever temperatures go 
down at night.” Hymoff continued. 
“By morning they are very slippery. 
In some areas, signs are posted that 
say ‘Bridge Ices Before Highway’ but 
such warnings arc few and far bet¬ 
ween.” 

Boosting dead batteries 

Plus to plus, minus to metal 

That’s the simple formula for 
boosting a dead battery. It could come 
in handy some cold winter day. says 
AAA Massachusetts. 

Many motorists carry booster 
cables in the trunk so they can get a 
boost if their battery goes dead and 
so they can help another motorist 
whose battery has failed. 

Here’s what to do before using the 
booster cables: 

1. Make sure dead battery and the 
good battery are the same voltage. 

2. Put gear level into neutral or 
park. Set parking brake. 

3. Remove battery filler caps and 
check to see if liquid electrolyte is 
frozen. Don’t try to start if liquid is 


frozen, because battery may explode. 

IMPORTANT: Owners of the seal¬ 
ed batteries shouldn't attempt to 
boost it when center of test indicator 
on top is bright or light yellow. 

4. If not frozen, replace filler caps 
and place a damp cloth over caps of 
both batteries. 

5. The engine of car with good bat¬ 
tery should lx' running. 

(j. Identify positive and negative 
posts on both batteries. Most batteries 
have *, P or POS and , N or NEG 
clearly marked next to each post. In 
some cases, |x>sitive is identified with 
red and negative with black. If uncer¬ 
tain. study cables leading from each 
post. One will lx* grounded to car body 
or engine bl<x*k The other will lead to 
solenoid or starter. The grounded 
wire is negative. 

Some imported cars have positive 
ground electrical systems. Check the 
owner’s manual for proper boosting 
procedure. < BMW cars with trip com 
puter require additional precautions. > 

Now here’s the way to use the for¬ 
mula to attach the booster cables: 

Hook one booster cable from 
positive terminal of dead battery to 
positive terminal of good battery. 

1 look other cable from negative of 
good battery to bare metal part of 
disabled car away from engine and 
battery. 

Most cables are color coded so 


drivers won’t inadvertently cross 
them when hooking up. 

Start the stalled car. 

Unhood the cables in reverse 
order. 

Windshield wiper care 
Windshield wipers are among the 
most neglected safety items on an 
automobile. New England winters 
can he tough on a car’s wipers, and 
AAA Massachusetts says replacing 
the rubber refill blades is easy, inex¬ 
pensive. and essential for safe driv¬ 
ing year ‘round. 

“Good visibility is critical, par¬ 
ticularly at this time of year,” said 
Stewart W Hall. Director of 
Automotive Services for AAA 
Massachusetts “A simple check of 
the windshield wiper blades’ condi¬ 
tion and their operation should be part 
of every driver’s regular 
maintenance routine 

To check to see if wiper blades 
need replacement, squirt the wind¬ 
shield with washer fluid and turn on 
the wipers. If they fail to clean the 
glass properly, leaving the glass 
streaked and your visibility blurred, 
they need replacing. 

Although streaking can he caused 
by a worn blade, it can also occur as 
a result of a buildup of grease, dirt, 
and road salt on the blade. Mild soap 
and water will usually clean the 
residue and restore the blades to pro¬ 


per working condition 

When a wiper blade “chatters." 
there can be a number of possible 
causes. Most often, it’s because the 
wiper-arm tension needs adjustment. 

During winter, preserve wiper 
blades by using a scraper to clear the 
windshield of accumulated ice and 
remember to keep a full reservoir of 
windshield-washer fluid (mixed with 
the proper amount of anit-freeze) to 
keep the windshield clear while 
driving. 

AAA says periodic inspection and 
testing of the car’s windshield wiper 
system will provde an inexpensive 
“safety insurance” now and 
throughout the year ahead. 

Diesel Fuel Use 

Unless it’s winterized, diesel fuel 
can congeal in the fuel line when the 
temperature gets down to to degrees 
or lower. For owners of diesel cars. 
AAA advises drivers to make sure to 
get the “winter blend " 

Winter blend is a mixture of 
Number 2 Diesel (regular diesel) and 
Number 1 Diesel (very similar to 
kerosene). If drivers are unsure about 
getting the winter blend, then try to 
get the Number 1. In a pinch, add 
straight kerosene, but this is an 
emergency measure only 

Even a well-tuned, properly- 
maintained car might not start on a 
bitterly cold New England morning. 
AAA Massachusetts recommends 
some ways to increase the chances 
that a car will start when the mercury 
drops town towards zero: 

• Put cars in a garage whenever 
possible. Otherwise, try to park 
heading south, or along the south side 
of a building, using the building as a 
windbreak. 

• Use an engine heater. Various 
kinds are available, including some 
that permanently attach to the 


engine 

• When the engine is warm, cover 
the hood with a blanket (preferably 
one that reaches all the way to the 
ground). A heat lamp (200 watts or 
more) mounted on a wide hoard can 
be placed on the ground under the oil 
pan. The heat will then lx? held in the 
engine compartment and make star¬ 
ting easier. 

• Keep the fuel tank three-quarters 
full and add a can of gasoline an¬ 
tifreeze to reduce the chance of fuel¬ 
line freeze-up. 

Finally. New England is notorious 
for its rapidly changing weather, 
especially in winter. A driver may 
start out on a clear and bright day and 
end up in the midst of a snow or ice 
storm. 

For that reason, AAA 
Massachusetts recommends carrying 
the following items in the car: 

• Windshield scraper with long 
handle and brush for easy snow 
removal. 

•Can of windshield de-icing spray. 

• Extra windshield washer fluid 
(antifreeze type) 

• old cardboard milk carton or 
plastic bottle of sand or kitty gravel. 

• Small snow shovel 

• Wire drying spray lor moisture 
problems. 

• Flares for protection — remain 
good indefinitely if protective coating 
is not penetrated. 

• old blanket or coat — for extra 
warmth when stuck, for protection 
against rain or snow, to put on the 
ground to change a tire, or to put 
under the wheels for extra traction. 

Of course, no one can ever be ful¬ 
ly prepared for a storm emergency, 
hut there are some additional things 
that can help out boots and heavy 
six’ks, a first aid kit and some of those 
high energy foods that hikers use.

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Hospice Care 
Offers Help 
For Dying 

Patients dying at home often feel 
abandoned and lonely and afraid. At 
a time when all hope for a recovery 
is gone and curative treatment is 
replaced by supportive care, patients 
and their families have many con¬ 
cerns. many questions and many 
needs. It the person is a Hospice Care 
patient, the help is there, and Dr Bob 
Liberman is one of the people there 
lo help. 

An internist and specialist in 
hematology and oncology, Liberman 
is a staff physician at Sy mines 
Hospital and Internists Inc. in Arl¬ 
ington. He is also a member of a team 
of Hospice Care professionals who 
lend support to terminally ill patients 
(and their families) who choose lo re 
main at home in Arlington, Win¬ 
chester, Burlington. Lexington and 
Woburn. 

Liberman gives much to Hospice 
Care. All his time with Hospice care 
is donated. He attends weekly team 
meetings on his day off, and is often 
called upon to make house calls. 

As an oncologist (cancer 
specialist >, Liberman sees it as “on¬ 
ly natural’’ that he be involved with 
hospice, as over 90 percent of the 
hospice patients have cancer. 

He sees hospice as a “reasonable 
approach” to having patients deal 
with their illness and death, and feels 
hospice care should be integrated in¬ 
to basic medical practice when pa¬ 
tients are diagnosed as being 
terminally ill. 

He explains, “In most cases, peo¬ 
ple with terminal illnesses need more 
care and support than the family is 
able to give, and with family 
members scattered about the coun¬ 
try, the natural support system that 
was available in this country 50 years 
ago seldom exists.” 

He feels the hospice team gives 
families this “much needed support 
and guidance” in caring for their 
relative, and offers a “viable alter¬ 
native" to hospital or nursing home 
care.

ficials point out construction errors in 
the building. 

For instance, a number of new 
steel beams in the police station ad 
dition had to be torn out and reset 
eight inches lower. 

Poswolsky said. “The beams were 
placed incorrecly and they were 
replaced correctly when it was 
discovered. That’s life,” he stated. 

In their new repair room, 
firefighters indicated where a steel 
beam had been shifted about three 
times before it was finally aligned ac¬ 
curately. 

And another town employee said 
a newly-built wall had to be demolish¬ 
ed and rebuilt apparently due to a 
mistake. 

Architect Poswolsky defended the 
contractors. ‘I don’t know what stan¬ 
dard you can hold people against." he 
commented. “Things are not 
perfect." he said. "That’s why the ar¬ 
chitect and the clerk of the works are 
here." 

Tonaszuck agreed. “It’s a com¬ 
plicated job in a very small area. In 
every job. some things do go wrong,” 
said the Permanent Building Com¬ 
mittee head. 

Poswolsky said the mistakes have 
all been “correctable.” 


And Winchester will not have to 
pay for them, he said, it means no 
money to the town because the con¬ 
tractors corrected them themselves 
at their own time and expense." the 
architect stated. 

What price the delay? 

According to Tonaszuck, the town 
shouldn't end up paying more than it 
bargained for — the $2.75 million ap¬ 
proved by Town Meeting last spring. 

If the project goes beyond the mid- 
Julv completion date, the contractor 

not the town — will incur extra 
costs, said Tonaszuck. He stated the 
contractor might have to pay an ad¬ 
ditional $4.ooo to $5.ooo per month in 
fees for an architect and a clerk of the 
works. Both are required to inspect 
the construction. 

And Winchester is in good shape to 
handle unforeseen building expenses 
as well. Tonaszuck indicated. 

“We’re not going to run out of con¬ 
tingency fund,” he said. According to 
Tonaszuck, the town budgeted 
$155,000 for extra expenses, and to 
date has committed $(i0.ooo. less than 
half of those funds. 

Plus, he said, most unexpected ex¬ 
penses arise during demolition of an

old building, rather than during new 
construction. 

“The worst is over," Tonaszuck 
stated, for the town’s risk of surprise 
construction costs. 

Meanwhile. Acting Town Manager 
John H Ciarcia said a construction 
delay would not burden the town’s 
finances. A five-week delay, he com¬ 
mented. "is not going to affect the 
budget that much." 

Ciarcia said the town might even 
save utility fees by waiting a few 
weeks to open the sophisticated new 
station. 

Delay causes headaches 

"It's been very difficult for the 
people that work in the fire station," 
said Chief Robert McElhinney Mon¬ 
day. "They’ve had to put up with an 
awful lot of inconvenience,” he added. 

Unlike the Police Dept., the 
firefighters have had to stay in their 
old headquarters while the work is go¬ 
ing on, amid plaster dust, noise, and 
torn-up walls. 

Even the racks for drying fire 
hoses have been displaced to the 
Lockeland rd. station. Every time 
there’s a fire, firefighters must race 
to get the hoses from the West Side 
Station. Then, after the fire is ex¬ 
tinguished. they have to transport wet 
hoses back up to the Lockeland rd. 
station to dry. 

Firefighters say the extra trips 
don’t make their job any easier. 

Hanging like spaghetti, color- 
coded loops of wire lead from the fire 
station basement outside to another 
problem spot: the communications 
trailer. 

“The biggest problem we’ve ex¬ 
perienced is the difficult conditions at 
the trailer,” said Police Chief John P. 
McHugh. 

"It's cramped, hard to heat, the 
roof leaked, we had trouble with the 
wiring and the plumbing,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Inside the trailer sits dispatcher 
Nicky Labedz-Maenpaa, hemmed in

by a desklul of telephones, 
telescreens, clocks and computer 
printers. She seemed none too happy 
with the temporary outpost. 

"It’s like being in a tin can," she 
said, pointing out the space heaters 
needed whenever the wind picks up. 

In contrast to the firefighters, who 
must live amid the construction, the 
Winchester police seem at home in 
Lynch Elementary School, where 
they’ve been stationed since June. 

"We re not hurting.” said Chief 
McHugh from his office armchair. 
"We’ve settled in. 

"It’s the first time in a long time 
we’ve had a lot of space, as compared 
to the other building,” he said. 

Although the town now has no jail 
cells of its own. McHugh says 
Woburn. Stoneham and Lexington 
have all agreed to take Winchester’s 
prisoners. 

Non-violent suspects are kept tem¬ 
porarily in a corner of the police of¬ 
fices. where they sit handcuffed to a 
thick metal ring attached to the wall. 

Still, there are minor irritations, 
said McHugh. The police lack ade¬ 
quate storage space. Each officer, for 
instance, has a little locker designed 
for a school kid. 

Another drawback is that citizens 
may not be able to find the police sta¬ 
tion, McHugh added. He said there 
aren’t many signs in town pointing 
people to its Horn Rond Brook rd. 
locale. 

One advantage of the temporary 
location is that student-police rela¬ 
tions seem to have improved, said the 
chief. "We had kids come down, gave 
them badges, stickers and a tour of 
the building," he said. 

Plus. "We have no vandalism at 
this school." McHugh pointed out. 

Previously, the area around Lynch 
school had been a notorious hang out 
for drinking, fighting, and even steal¬ 
ing cars, said the chief. All those pro¬ 
blems "seem to have disappeared,” 
McHugh stated.

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Tire Facts: Today’s Buyers Want Durability

Car buyers today are more con¬ 
cerned about handling and road 
performance than they are about 
fuel economy, according to inde¬ 
pendent research studies conduct¬ 
ed by the Armstrong Rubber Co., a 
manufacturer of replacement pas¬ 
senger tires. The studies show a 
change in buying habits over the 
last 20 years. 

Twenty years ago “style” and 
“horsepower” were the key phras¬ 
es for car buyers who were lured 
by automobile advertising that 
featured a sexy blonde and a red 
convertible. In the 1970s the oil 
embargo taught the American 
consumer to be concerned about 
mileage ratings and "smallness" 
and "efficiency” became the key 
words. 

The 1980s are seeing a return to 
the “fun” of driving, with con¬ 
sumers looking to tires to achieve 
optimum handling and perform¬ 
ance. 

When asked to rank those fac¬ 
tors thought most important when 
purchasing a replacement tire, 59 
percent of the consumers in the 
sV i rated durability as extreme- 
• .nportant, giving it the highest 
ranking. Handling was the next fa¬ 
vorite choice, being rated ex¬ 
tremely important by 35 percent 
of the respondents, followed by 
price, 29 percent; mileage warran¬ 
ty. 26 percent; fuel economy, 15 
I ercent, and speed rating, 9 per¬ 
cent. 

Within these specifications, con¬ 
sumers have a variety of options 
ranging from retread tires to tires 
incorporating the latest designs. 
Retreads have evol\ d from being 
shunned and corr red unsafe to 
being produced at a rate of 42 mil¬ 
lion per year, according to the 
Tire Retread Information Bureau. 
Armstrong’s Assurance tire with 
Tredloc interwoven belting, an in¬ 
novation in tire design, recently 
received an award for product 
achievement from the National 
Safety Council. 


Both new and retread tires offer 
warranties. Quality tires of both 
types can be driven at the same 
speeds under the same driving 
conditions, according to the 
retread bureau. Both are manu¬ 
factured according to federal gov¬ 
ernment standards. 


Retreads offer environmental 
and economic savings — retreads 
generally cost about 30 percent 
less than a comparable new tire, 
according to the bureau. The man¬ 
ufacture of a new passenger car 
tire requires 7 gallons of oil while 
retreading uses only 2.5 gallons. 


Whether a consumer chooses 
new replacement tires or 
retreads, he should replace tires if 
they have less than one-sixteenth 
inch of tread depth, according to 
the Tire Industry Safety Council. 
Several practices will ensure long¬ 
er life for tires and promote safe¬ 
ty- 

— Proper inflation. Check tires 
at least once a month to ensure 
that they are inflated to the vehi¬ 
cle manufacturer’s recommenda¬ 
tions as shown on the tire informa¬ 
tion placard or sticker in the vehi¬ 
cle. Never exceed the maximum 
inflation pressure as indicated on 
the tire sidewall. 


— Alignment and balance. Cor¬ 
rect front end alignment is essen¬ 
tial for good tire mileage and 
safety. Poor ride in the form of a 
vibration or thump may indicate a 
need for rebalancing. Both front 
and rear tires should be balanced 
by an expert. 

— Rotation. A tire that remains 
in one position on the car through¬ 
out its life may become unevenly 
worn because of the way a car 
handles. Through rotation, these 
wear characteristics can be 
spread among the tires to keep the 
wear as even as possible. Radial 
tires should be kept on the same 
side of the car in the rotation pro¬ 


cess, according to the Car Care 
Council. 

— Regular inspection. When 
you check air pressure once a 
month, look closely at the tires 
and remove small pebbles, bits of 
glass and other foreign objects 
from the tread. If left in the tread, 
they could work their way deeper 
into the tire and cause loss of air. 

— Driving habits. Observe the 
speed limit. Avoid jackrabbit 
starts and stops and fast turns 
Look for potholes in and objects 
on the road. Don’t run over curbs 
or scrub the sidewall of a tire 
against the curb when parking.

Cars Warning Signals 


By Eric Jude 


When a car’s brakes fail, the re¬ 
sult can range from an annoying 
fender bender to a tragic crash. 
Brake failures nearly always are 
due to poor maintenance or im¬ 
proper repair, said J.E. Davidson, 
automotive technician and acci¬ 
dent investigator in Pittsburgh. 

But brakes rarely fail without 
giving notice, Davidson said. A 
car’s brakes often will give warn¬ 
ing that they need service. Do they 
squeal loudly, shudder or pull to 
one side when applied? Does the 
pedal drop further than it used to 
or pulsate up and down under your 
foot? Does the pedal sink slowly as 
you hold pressure on it at a stop 
sign? Do you feel you are pushing 
harder and harder to stop your 
car? These are some of the brake 
distress signals that you should 
heed. Davidson said. 

If you decide to have your 
brakes repaired by a professional 
repair shop, discuss them thor¬ 
oughly with the shop manager or 
service technician. Ask for a com¬ 
plete brake system inspection, a 
description of the necessary re¬ 
pairs and an estimate of the cost. 

If you plan to do it yourself, pur¬ 
chase a copy of your car’s factory 
service manual from your nearest 
dealership. It will give you all the 
information you need to do the job 
correctly. 


According to the Car Care 
Council of Detroit, a quality brake 
inspection begins with a test drive, 
checking for brake noises, pedal 
travel and brake pulls. Then the 
service technician will check the 
brake fluid level. A low level may 
indicate a leak in cylinders, lines 
or hoses running to the brake 
mechanism on each wheel. 

The technician then removes 
one front and one rear wheel and 
checks the shoe and pad linings for 
uneven wear, glazing or satura¬ 
tion from brake fluid. He mea¬ 
sures the thickness and recom¬ 
mends replacement if linings are 
below specification. 

When linings are replaced, the 
technician may find that the brake 
drums or disc brake rotors are 
cracked, warped or have devel¬ 
oped hard spots. These sometimes 
can be repaired, but the repairs 
should be done in pairs to retain 
brake balance, Davidson said. 

New mounting hardware may 
be needed with disc brakes, and 
new return springs with drum 
brakes. The wheel bearings should 
be inspected only if a new wheel 
seal is installed and the bearings 
are repacked. 

A complete brake system in¬ 
spection should include the hy¬ 
draulic system, Davidson contin¬ 
ued. The master cylinder and 
wheel cylinders or calipers should 
be inspected and overhauled or re¬ 
placed as needed. The rubber 


brake hoses should be checked and 
replaced if they are cracked, bal¬ 
looned or worn. 

To complete the brake job, the 
entire system is pressure bled 
with new, clean brake fluid. Final 
ly, the technician should look over 
the parking brake to make sure it 
is adjusted properly and not fro¬ 
zen. 

After the brakes have been re¬ 
paired, how long they last will be 
determined by the way you use 
them, Davidson said. With an au¬ 
tomatic transmissiomn it is easy 
to rest your left foot on the brake 
pedal, but this can cause the 
brakes to drag lightly and wear 
out prematurely. 


On the other hand, prolonged 
light brake application, called 
“feathering,” can glaze the sur 
face of the linings and make the 
pedal feel hard. Moderate pedal 
application is preferable. 

Also avoid prolonged heavy 
brake application, such as when 
coming down a mountain grade 
This can burn out the linings and 
boil brake fluid, often causing 
complete loss of the brakes. It is 
preferable to manually downshift 
your transmission before starting 
down the grade. If brakes still are 
needed, use them intermittently 
Apply them for about three set 
onds, release for the same time 
and repeat.

Evaluating Insurance Coverage

If you've just bought your first 
car. you know that before you hit 
the road you need insurance — but 
what kind, how much and where 
do you get it 0 

If you already have insurance, 
how can you evaluate your cover¬ 
age to make sure that it is the best 
available for you'’ 

Nancy Golonka. vice presideni 
of consumer affairs-education for 
the Insurance Information Insti¬ 
tute. offers these pointers about 
auto insurance 

Most people obtain auto insur¬ 
ance in a package that includes 
several different kinds of cover¬ 
age An insurance agent or compa¬ 
ny representative can give you 
full descriptions of each of these 
coverages, but following are gen¬ 
eral descriptions. Remember that 
in each case you're covered only 
up to the limit stated in your poli¬ 
cy 

— Bodily injury liability pro¬ 
vides money to pay claims against 
you and the cost of your legal de¬ 
fense if your car injures or kills 
someone. 

— Property damage liability 
provides money to pay claims and 
defense costs if your car damages 
the property of others 

- Medical payments insurance 
pay 1 medical expenses resulting 
from accidental injuries and cov¬ 
ers you. your family and other 
passengers in vour car. 

— Uninsured motorists protec¬ 
tion pays for injuries caused by an 
uninsured or hit-and-run driver. 


- Underinsured motorists pro¬ 
tection often is an optional cover¬ 
age that makes up the difference 
between the other driver's cover¬ 
age and the amount of loss he 
causes you 

— Collision insurance pays for 
damage to your car resulting from 
a collision or from overturning. 

— Comprehensive insurance 
pays for damages when your car 
is stolen or damaged bv fire 
flooding hail or other perils, but 
not when it is damaged in a colli 
sion or when overturned 

You don’t have to buy each of 
these coverages if they don’t fit 
your needs If your car is older 
you may not wish to insure it for 
collision. Most states do require 
that you have liability coverage, 
and each state has laws that set 
the minimum amount. 

Rates you pay for auto insur¬ 
ance usually are based on your 
age. sex, marital status, the kind 
of car you have and how much you 
use the car. Young people who, as 
a group, drive a lot and cause the 
most accidents are charged higher 
rates than adults who use the car 
only for pleasure and are com¬ 
paratively safe drivers. 

But there are many ways to 
keep insurance prices down. Fol¬ 
lowing are some tips from the 
Journal of American Insurance on 
how consumers can control the 
cost of their car insurance while 
maintaining adequate coverage. 

— If at all possible, own only 
one car Only 10 percent to 12 per¬ 
cent of families in the United 
States pay more than $500 a year 
for their auto insurance unless 


they own more than one vehicle 
The average premium for a single 
car is less than $350. or about $28 
per month 

— If you drive an older car. you 
can save substantially by drop¬ 
ping collision and comprehensive 
coverage altogether after the car 
decreases substantially in value 
However, don’t skimp on liability 
coverage If you drop physical 
damage coverage on an older car. 
the most you can lose is the value 
of the car But if you skimp on 
liability coverage, you could be 
faced with a catastrophic lawsuit 

- Take advantage of discounts 
Many insurers offer rate discounts 
for younger drivers who complete 
a driver education course or main¬ 
tain good grades in school For 
adult drivers, many discounts are 
available, including one for in¬ 
stalling anti-theft devices and an¬ 
other for senior citizens who com¬ 
plete defensive driving courses. 

— Keep your agent or repre¬ 
sentative informed of any changes 
in your driving habits or age. If 
you used to drive to work every 
day but nou ride a bus. you may 
be eligible for a lower premium 
And. for example when you turn 
25. most companies also will 
lower your rates 

— Use deductibles wisely You 
can gain substantial savings by 
agreeing to pay the first $100 or 
more of each los.^ out of your own 
pocket. This cuts out a lot of small 
claims and handling costs for your 
insurance company

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Keep Records Of Maintenance

Car maintenance can be as sim¬ 
ple as a 10-minute do-it-yourself 
checkup or as detailed as having 
your car in the shop for weeks. 

Regardless of the degree of dif¬ 
ficulty or the cost, regular mainte¬ 
nance is essential to keep a car 
running properly and, believe it or 
not. to save money. 

According to most experts, 
many major and expensive re¬ 
pairs can be avoided by finding 
and making minor repairs as soon 
as thjy become necessary. 

Many times, minor mainte¬ 
nance can be handled by do-it- 
yourselfers, while major repairs 
often must be sent to mechanics 
In either case, a good way to make 
the maintenance even more 
worthwhile is to keep a record of 
any maintenance or repair work. 

According to Fram Corp.. mak¬ 
ers of auto parts, keeping a main¬ 
tenance diary for your car and 


saving parts and repair shop re¬ 
ceipts can prove that your auto 
has been well cared for — an im¬ 
portant selling point that can add 
dollars to your vehicle’s resale 
value. 

According to the Automotive In¬ 
formation Council, the following 
!0-minute check will let you know 
if most key parts of your automo¬ 
bile are working properly and 
which areas may need repairs. Of 
course, while the check itself will 
take about 10 minutes, it will take 
more time to make any necessary 
repairs. Following are suggestions 
for a routine check. 

Brakes — At about 25 miles an 
hour, begin braking with a steady 
pressure on the pedal. The vehicle 
should slow to a complete stop as 
long as pressure is applied. 

Windshield Wiper Blades — Re¬ 
placements are needed when the 
rubber leaves a streak on the win¬ 
dow. It’s a good idea to replace the 
blades a couple of times a year in 
a four-season area. 


Shock Absorbers - Push down 
on each fender. The car shouldn’t 
bounce more than a couple of 
times. The most obvious sign new 
shocks are needed is an oil leak. 

Tires — Worn treads may sug¬ 
gest a replacement or alignment 
is needed. When you check tire 
pressure to meet recommended 
specifications, do it after the car 
has been idle for an hour. 

Lights — The best way to be 
sure tail lamps are working is to 
get out of the car and see for your¬ 
self. To check brake and back-up 
lights, you need another person to 
look while you step on the brake 
and put the car in reverse gear 
Don’t forget the turn signals, both 
front and rear. 

Under the Hood — Check fluid 
levels for transmission, brakes, 
power steering, oil, coolant and 
windshield washer. Check the con¬ 
dition of belts and hoses. Replace 
worn and frayed fan, alternator 
and accessory belts. Belts should 
fit tightly but be careful not to 
overtighten.

Look For Strings 
On Low Interest

From time to time, new car 
dealers will advertise unusually 
low interest rates to induce you to 
purchase their make of vehicle. 

However, the Federal Trade 
Commission advises you should 
look a gift car bonus under the 
hood, so to speak. 

The following are some FTC- 
suggested questions to ask about 
what appears to be a low interest 
rate deal. 

- Will you be charged a higher 
price for the car to qualify for the 
low-rate financing? Would the 
price be lower if you paid cash or 
supplied your own financing from 
a bank or credit union (which, as 
far as a dealer is concerned, is the 
same as a cash transaction)? 

— Does the financing require a 


larger-than-usual down payment 
(25 percent to 30 percent down) 9 

— Are there limits on the length 
of the loan? Would you have to pay 
it off in 12 or 24 months? 

— Do you have to buy special or 
extra merchandise or services to 
qualify (such as rust-proofing, ex¬ 
tended warranty or service con¬ 
tract)? 

— Is the financing available for 
„ a limited time? Some merchants 
require you take delivery by a 
specified date. 

— On which cars does the low 
rate apply? 

— Do you have to sacrifice a 
manufacturer’s rebate by giving it 
back to the dealer (assuming one 
is offered)? 

The FTC advises you read the 
contract carefully and understand 
exactly what you will pay.

In Lebanon, Islamic extremists 
are holding four American hostages. 

In Winchester, the terrorists are 
holding two hostages — Frank and 
Mary Langone. 

The Langones have been living in 
fear for the life of their longtime 
friend William Buckley, one of four 
Americans held in Lebanon. 

Buckley, a Medford native, is a 
political officer at the U.S. Embassy 
in Lebanon. He has been reported 
missing and is believed to be a 
hostage of a fanatical Islamic group. 

Frank Langone said on Monday 
that he has long been a friend of 
Buckley, ever since Buckley hired 
him as custodian at the Lexington 
Public Library. 

“He helped us in our time of need. 
He was right there for us,” said 
Langone. 

He explained that Buckley gave 
him a break after he lost his job when 
the Ford Motor Co. shut down in the 
early 1960s. 

At that time, explains Langone, 
jobs were scarce. “I had two small 
children at home. It was hard getting 
a job and I was in a real predica¬ 
ment,” he recalled. 

The Lexington job, he added, was 
a godsend; an act of admirable kind¬ 
ness on the part of Buckley. 


“He (Buckley) was assistant 
director of the library then, and he 
came through for me when 1 needed 
a break.” 

Mary Langone, a local school 
crossing guard, also spoke with con¬ 
cern and care about the former 
library official who is being held cap¬ 
tive in troubled Lebanon. 

“It’s my husband who really did - 
1 mean does — know him best,” she 
said. “We never talk in the past 
because there’s always hope,” she 
added quickly. 

“Mr. Buckley is just a kind, kind 
man. I can’t imagine why anyone 
would want to do this to someone like 
him. 

“He reminds me of Mayor Ray 
Flynn in Boston — always willing to 
anything he can to help people out.” 

The Langones said Buckley is an 
extremely patriotic man who takes 
great pride in his country. He would 
always stand up for his country, they 
said. 

Langone said Buckley is well- 
known about Lexington for his 
diorama — a three-dimensional 
model — that details the historic bat¬ 
tles of Lexington. 

“He has always been very big on 
history,” said Langone. He added that 
Buckley’s l^exington diorama was ex¬ 
hibited in world fairs, and is now on 
exhibit in Lexington

“He always sent us cards and 
such,” added Langone. “He always 
kept in touch.” 

Mary Langone said they are keep¬ 
ing a scrapbook of news items and 


clippings on Buckley, a bachelor. 

“When he gets home, it’ll be so 
nice to have a scrapbook for him,” 
she said. “It’d lx? nice for him to know 
how much people are thinking of him. 
He’s a very sentimental person; I’m 
sure it’ll mean a lot to him." 

Meanwhile, a former hostage who 
was held in a house where Buckley 
and the others may also be held, 
returned to the U.S. 

Ex-hostage Jeremy Levin on Mon 
day returned to the U.S. after his dar 
ing escape in East Lebanon last week. 


Levin, a television reporter, said 
in emotional news conferences that he 
had escaped his captors by tying cloth 
sheets together and using them as a 
ladder to flee the terorists’ compound. 


Levin said that for 11 months he 
“literally sat in darkness and deep 
gloom. . in irons and misery” in a 
house where officials suspect the four 
hostages, including Buckley, are be¬ 
ing held. 

Looking obviously fatigued, the 
grateful Levin arrived at Andrews Air 
Force Base in Maryland on Monday 
waving a small American flag. 


He then appealed to the Islamic 
terrorists holding Buckley and the 
others to “let my brothers go.” 


While Levin has said he was not 
tortured or beaten during the 
11 month hostage ordeal, he admits 
the kidnapping was extremely dif¬ 
ficult. 

He was abducted last March in 
Beirut by terrorists claiming 
membership in the Islamic Jihad. 
Levin was working as a bureau chief 
for the Cable News Network 

According to reports, Levin was 
cheered by about 100 family 
members. State Department officials 
and friends many wearing yellow 
ribbons, recalling the symbol worn in 
remembrance of the American 
hostages home from Iran four years 
ago. 

Among the officials to greet Levin, 
who arrived by C-135 jet provided by 
the White House, was Acting 
Secretary of State Kenneth Dam. 

Dam said Levin's “long and cruel 
captivity aroused the nation’s in¬ 
dignation and sympathy and your 
courageous escape to freedom has 
won our admiration.” 

Speaking of the four Americans 
still held hostage, Dam said, “We will 
continue to make every effort to ob¬ 
tain their freedom as soon as possible. 
They should know they are not forgot¬ 
ten.” 

No, they won’t be forgotten. But 
they are missed 

Just ask Frank and Mary 
Langone.

Town Budget Time 

Police Seek 7.1% Hike, 

Fire Budget Also Increases

Winchester Police Chief John P. 
McHugh is looking for a $106,081 hike 
in his budget — up 7.1 percent over 
the current $1,664,401 budget. 

At a Selectmen’s hearing last 
Wednesday, the chief said most of the 
increase stems from equipping and 
maintaining the town’s new 
police/fire station, which will not be 
ready for occupancy until at least 
September. 

Selectmen reviewed two of the 
town’s major department budgets 
Wednesday — the police and fire. The 
fire request is $1,527,892, up from the 
$1,511,125 allocation for the current 
fiscal year. 

Crying budget constraints and 
Proposition 2 1 2 , the board asked each 
chief to suggest areas in the budgets 
that could withstand cuts. 

But neither chief, most vehement¬ 
ly McHugh, was willing to describe 
services that could take the ax. 

“I can’t in good judgment come 
here and say ‘this isn’t the best I could 
do,’ "said McHugh. 

“I never have padded a budget in 
my life and I haven’t now. I think pad¬ 


ding a budget is a form of dishones¬ 
ty,” he added. 

The police request includes plans 
for a new $4,500 “fail-safe” alcohol 
breathalyzer system which would in¬ 
clude an audio-visual taping system 
for police booking procedures. 

“It will save a lot in court costs,” 
said McHugh. “It’s been proven that 
the taping of suspects often presents 
enough positive proof of wrong¬ 
doing,” he added. 

Selectman Wade Welch agreed 
with McHugh, adding that “since its 
inception, the videotaping of suspects 
has proven very successful in and out 
of courts of law. 

“Considering the expense of court 
cases, I think it’d be worth the town’s 
while if we had such a setup,” added 
Welch, who practices law with a 
Boston firm. 

Also the subject of some discussion 
was the topic of police overtime pay 
costs. The matter drew some con¬ 
troversy last summer, when Select¬ 
men demanded explanations for the 
expenditure of $5,080 for overtime. 

This year, the chief is requesting 
$84,388 for overtime costs, which he 


attributed to the costs of running the 
new station. 

“Even though we won’t have the 
problems that we have with the sta¬ 
tion situation we have now, we’ll just 
have new ones,” said McHugh. He 
added that the new station will be 
much bigger than the department has 
had, which could mean staffing ad¬ 
justments. 

“1 thought the reason the overtime 
was out of sight before was because 
of the split operations," said Welch. 
The police headquarters now is 
located in the Lynch School base¬ 
ment, with dispatching services 
operating out of a trailer at the old 
station which is being enlarged. 

“What can I say,” said McHugh. 
“I can’t cut the overtime without cut¬ 
ting services. Sure, you can save a lot 
of money by cutting people,” said an 
irritated McHugh. 

The board then grilled McHugh on 
training costs, asking him if some 
training requests could l>e delayed 
and granted on a sporadic basis. 

“I have 17 men who have three

Board Hears $3.9mDPW Request

In the best of all possible worlds, 
town departments would receive 
every dollar they ask for in their 
preliminary budgets. 

Town officials and Town Meeting, 
however, must cut those requests 
down to size. 

Last Thursday, Selectmen review¬ 
ed the wish lists of two departments: 
the weighty $3.9 million budget re¬ 
quests of the Dept, of Public Works 
(DPW) and the more modest $210,000 
proposals of the Recreation Dept. 

Although all departments were 
asked to fund their programs at the 
same level as last year, both the DPW 
and the Recreation Dept, made ap¬ 
peals for increases. 

Budget requests from town 
departments totaled more than $1 
million above Proposition 2 1 2 
guidelines, Selectman Michael 
Saraco said. 

The DPW, for instance, requested 
nearly $400,000 more than Town 
Meeting allocated it last year. 

Selectman Wade Welch com¬ 
mented, “I know it’s a good budget. 
There isn’t a lot of water in it. But 
when it comes back hacked up, you’ve 
got to know there have to be cuts 
somewhere," he told DPW represen¬ 
tatives. 


If the DPW’s requests are granted, 
the budget for the town’s transfer sta¬ 
tion, a temporary garbage holding 
facility, will soar $155,000 above last 
year’s budget, said DPW Director 
Dominic J. Serratore. 

He said the transfer station is 
already operating in the red, and he 
projected a $46,000 deficit by the end 
of fiscal 1985. 

Next year, transfer station costs 
are expected to rise again, when a 
new trash-incinerating facility opens 
in North Andover. 

Winchester now pays $21.50 per 
ton to haul and dispose of trash, Ser¬ 
ratore said. That cost may climb to 
$30 per ton when the new North East 
Solid Waste Committee (NESWC) 
facility opens, possibly as early as 
July, the DPW director said. 

And $30 per ton is a “very conser¬ 
vative” estimate, he said. 

Serratore blamed the transfer sta¬ 
tion deficit so far this year on under¬ 
budgeting for fiscal 1985 and on a 
decision to dispose of grass clipping 
and leaves at the transfer station, 
which he said received no funding at 
all. 

Prior to last year, the garden 
refuse was dumped into a transfer 
station field, Serratore explained 


This year, however, the field was 
full. In order to make it usable next 
season, the DPW has been removing 
the organic matter. That way, Win¬ 
chester could avoid trucking the grass 
clippings to North Andover in the 
future. 

“Believe me, we’re going to be 
making loam out of our ears,” Ser¬ 
ratore told Selectmen. 

He said he hopes the 1985 snow and 
ice budget will have sufficient funds 
left over, in the wake of a mild winter, 
to cover the transfer station debt. 

And Serratore said he has sent a 
memo to the Finance Committee ask¬ 
ing them to earmark $46,000 for the 
transfer station, in the event that 
winter storm demands use up the 
surplus funds. 

The preliminary DPW budget also 
includes a $53,000 increase in water 
and sewer funding. 

The department has requested 
about $15,000 to modify water pipes on 
dead-end streets and about $12,000 
more for summer-help salaries. 

Last year the DPW paid high 
school and college students $3.35 an 
hour to paint fire hydrants and clear 
brush in the reservoir, Serratore said.

Cemetery Restriction 
Removed After 63 Yrs

Winchester’s latest downtown 
revitalization project is expected to 
begin within weeks and be finished by 
September, according to developer 
Anthony Albiani. 

The Main st. project will include 
construction of a Hi.ooo square foot of¬ 
fice and retail building, which could 
house the town’s first liquor store, ac¬ 
cording to Albiani 

Meanwhile, the Massachusetts In¬ 
dustrial Financy Agency this week 
approved a $1.3 million industrial 
development bond for the Albiani 
Development Corp. 

According to Albiani. the next step 
is to secure financial agreements with 
area banks for the project. 

He added that the new businesses 
would likely mean about 60 to 70 new 
jobs to Winchester, depending on the 
number and type of businesses that 
move in. 

He said four prospective tenants 
have applied to the town for the 
town’s sole liquor store license, but he 
refused to identify them. 

"1 don’t think that would be right,” 
he said when asked why he would not 
divulge their names. "It’s just loo 
early yet.’’ 

Demolition of two buildings at the 
site, off Park and Elmwood, which 
have housed the Winchester Art Assn, 
and a former electronics business, 
won't begin until after the new 
building is constructed. 

The Art Assn, is slated to move out 
tomorrow, according to Albiani. That 
group is still negotiating with poten¬ 


tial landlords in efforts to relocate, ac¬ 
cording to spokesmen. 

The land upon which the two 
buildings are located will lx? used for 
a parking lot. said Albiani. 

The Albiani project is part of the 
town’s Commercial Area Revitaliza¬ 
tion District (CARD). 

Locating in the town’s existing 
commercial area district qualifies the 
project for the low interest rate finan¬ 
cing through the state financing 
agency. 

Albiani said the agency’s approval 
of the $1.3 million industrial develop¬ 
ment bond is the first step toward the 
construction. 

Now. he said, he will contact area 
banks to get the bond money. 

"If we can come to terms with the 
banks then we’ll be all set,” said Al¬ 
biani on Monday. "If not, then we’ll 
have to turn down the bond agree¬ 
ment.” he added. 

"I’m expecting it to be half 
business and half retail.” he said, ad¬ 
ding that the size of the businesses 
will depend on the tenant. 

“We’re negotiating with a couple 
of prospective tenants now who are 
talking about around 1,500 square feet 
each. 

Of course, if we’re talking about 
2,000 square feet per tenant, we’re 
talkling basically eight businesses. It 
really all depends on the tenants’ 
needs.” said Albiani. 

He said he expects the project will 
"fill a void in the ugliest part of 
downtown.”

While a housing shortage makes it 
difficult for some to find a place lo 
live in Winchester, there should be 
plenty of room for those who die here. 

A 55,904 square feet section of the 
Wildwood Cemetery that has been 
restricted for 63 years was opened lo 
interments last week. The move will 
“extend the cemetery several years 
in its lifetime,” according to Randolf 
Kazazian Jr. of the Wildwood 
Cemetery Board, the group that 
oversees the town-owned cemetery. 

It appears as though the area was 
originally restricted because three 
houses, occupied by the superinten¬ 
dent of cemeteries, other department 
heads, and the cemetery caretaker, 
sat on the land. 

”1 presume he I the caretaker I 
might have been a little nervous about 
having burials right around his 
house,” Selectman Michael Saraco 
said, speculating on the reason for the 
restriction. 

Since the land 47 percent of the 
property purchased from Alice Pratt 
in 1922 no longer housed anyone, 
the Cemetery Board asked for a war¬ 
rant article that would have remov¬ 
ed the restriction on burials 

However, in a letter to the board, 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall noted 
that a warrant article would not be 
necessary. The restriction was more 
than 30 years old and never renewed, 
stripping the clause of its legal basis. 

He did suggest that since a 
declaration about the restriction had 
been made at a Town Meeting, the 


issue should at least bo noted at the 
Town Meeting this spring 

At the Selectmen’s meeting, there 
was some dispute about whether or 
not the issue should l>e brought Ix'fore 
the meeting. If the restrictions no 
longer exist, why should the matter 
be placed on the agenda, wondered 
Selectman Wade Welch. 

"I don’t disagree with Wade.” said 
Selectman Alan Macdonald, "but I 
like Doug’s I Randall I stategy Even 
though I do agree technically that no 
restriction exists. I would like it logo 
to Town Meeting 

"If there are memlx?rs of the Pratt 
family who still are interested in 
this," he. added, “then I’d be in¬ 
terested to know what their thoughts 
are about this.” 

"Let’s try to keep the Town 
Meeting short.” Saraco said "I don’t 
know who is going to remember why 
this restriction was put in in 1922 
anyway ” 

Macdonald said he was convinced 
by the other Selectmen’s arguments 
and the board voted to open the land 
for burial without having the matter 
go to the Town Meeting. 

The Cemetery Board plans to use 
the area for 1,000 double-deep graves. 
Because the land needs less prepara¬ 
tion than other parts of the cemetery, 
there will Ik* a cost savings, Kazazian 
said. 

Saraco suggested that an increas¬ 
ed fee could lx' charged for the area 
since they would be "choice plots,” 
and he asked that the Cemetery 
Board come up with development 
plans to submit to the Selectmen.

★ Snakes - 

a butterscotch-colored paca lilts its 
head from the hox. twitching a thin, 
rodent nose toward the third graders 
in the front row. 

“Ahhhh." they sigh, appearing 
relieved. The paca named Alex —- 
blinks. 

Winns explains that pacas, such as 
Alex, are harmless hairy creatures 
with a few comical idiosyncrasies. 
For instance, he says, pacas like to 
eat pizza and pasta and drink beer. 

.lust the thought of the hairy little 
guy wolfing down pizza and beer 
makes the young crowd ripple with 
laughter. 

And then, the youngsters nod 
knowingly when Winas explains that 
Alex is related to the common gerbil 
and hamster family. Just as quickly, 
their expressions change to sad faces 


when they learn that Indians used to 
make dinner out of the hairy 
mammals. 

After placing Alex back in the 
hutch amid a chorus of “bye. b\c’s," 
Winas builds the suspense by promis¬ 
ing to bring out a reptile. The children 
strain to see the expected snake, but 
instead he pulls out "a big. fat toad " 

Six-inch-long legs dangle from its 
flour-colored body as the youngsters 
squeal. 

“You don't have to worry about 
stepping on this toad in your 
backyard," Winas jokes. 

He tells the boys and girls that the 
“warts" on the toad’s back are poison 
glands which “could kill a good-sized 
dog." 

Finally, the children arc shown a 
snake. The small hognosed serpent 


darts its tongue into the air. It is 
smelling the room, Winas explains. 

The keeper rolls the reptile into a 
ball and sticks it under his black and 
green sweater to show that the 
slithery creature is harmless. 

Lacking in poison, the snake 
“pretends to be a cobra to scare peo¬ 
ple away" and plays dead when en¬ 
countering an animal that has never 
seen a cobra. It feeds on toads, but not 
ones as large as his pet, Winas ex¬ 
plains. 

The next animal the instructor 
brings out, a king snake, hung like a 
camouflage-colored pretzel from 
Winas’ hand. The reptile’s four-foot- 
long body is immune to venom, Winas 
says, and the serpent feeds on rattlers 
and other small snakes. 


“Ugh." the children pronounce in 
unison. 

From among the youngsters, four 
volunteers are chosen to hold the 
snake. The first. Michelle DeFuria. 
takes the snake as soon as it is hand¬ 
ed her. but she holds the animal in 
tense hands at arms-length. She says 
it is sticky, but not slimy. 

The next youngster, Marc 
DiFclice, walks toward Winas, who 
unexpectedly wraps the snake around 
the boy’s neck. Its head rests on the 
boy's gray and red Patriots 
sweatshirt. 

Marc blushes, his face matching 
the color of his hair, but he smiles and 
says he isn't afraid.The boy turns in 
a circle, unwinding the snake into its 
keeper’s hands. 

After the last child touches the

snake, offering her impressions, 
Winas explains that any stickiness 
they felt probably came from the 
sweat on their own nervous palms. 
Snakes are “perfectly dry" because 
they have no perspiration glands, he 
explains. 

“There is no such thing as a slimy 
snake," he says. 

Finally, the moment of truth ar¬ 
rives, the moment promised from his 
first statement of the day: the display 
of a boa constrictor. Four students 
hold the bag as Winas draws forth the 
seven feet long half-grown snake. 

His name is Ted. “a short name 
for a long snake," Winas explains. 

Saying that the Boa kills by using 
its muscular body to suffocate its vic¬ 
tim, Winas half-wraps the South 
American serpent around Keith 


McClearn's neck. The snake has 70 to 
75 teeth, set in four rows like a shark, 
the snake-handler says. 

“Do you need Keith around here 
any more?” Winas asks the 
youngsters. 

“No!" they shout in unison. 

"He (the snake 1 would swallow 
Keith head first, but I don’t have time 
for that," Winas says with downcast 
eyes. 

“Oh" and "please" the children 
answer Keith smiles at his friends’

good-natured jest. 

“I have absolutely no feeling in my 
right arm right now," Winas mutters, 
looking at the animal coiled there. 

He puts the snake away, and the 
children leave for the day, but they 
carry with them the feeling that not 
all snakes are the monsters movies 
make them to be. 

Even the giant cobra can be 
harmless, they’ve learned, if it’s 
handled with a cool head.

New Englanders have a thing for 
heritage and traditions that 
sometimes confuses residents of other 
parts of the country. 

One holdover from the early days 
of the country that appeals to both 
transplants and native-born folks is 
Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting — almost a 
miniature legislature — offers 
residents an opportunity to have a say 


in exactly how their town is run and 
their taxes are spent. 

In some communities, any 
registered voter can take part. In 
others like Winchester — voters 
choose representatives, who take up 
the items on the meeting's agenda, or 
warrant. 

In either case, there’s still a grass¬ 
roots democracy. Citizens can peti¬ 
tion the meeting to consider any issue, 
and may even address the meeting. 

It’s too bad that Town Meeting 
seems to be fading away for lack of 
interest in some towns. 

Arlington, with only one long 
spring session, has trouble getting a 
quorum — enough members to con¬ 
duct business — as the meeting 
drones on toward summer each year. 
They also have trouble in some 
precincts getting enough people to 
run. 

Town Meeting here is broken up 
into two more manageable chunks, 


but Winchester seems to be affected 
by a growing apathy, too: some of the 
eight precincts have just barely 
enough candidates to fill the seats 
and one precinct falls short by three 
people. 

I! Town Meeting disappears from 
New England, the alternative is what 
much of the rest of the country lives 
by: a city council, board of overseers 
or alderman. 

In essence, a handful of people set 
policy — instead of the town at large. 
That would be a shame.

This week’s report records 
votes on roll calls all dealing 
with local aid resolutions. 

approve resolu¬ 
tions (II 5018) — House 
140-5, Senate 20-6 approved 
non-binding resolutions ex¬ 
pressing the intent of the 
legislature to provide cities 
and towns with $156.5 million 
in increased local aid in fiscal 
1986. 

Supporters said the resolu¬ 
tions are designed to help 
cities and towns plan their 
budget by informing them of 
the minimum amount of local 
aid they can expect. 

Opponents said the resolu¬ 
tions do not go far enough to 
help cities and towns and 
noted they supported many 
amendments to increase aid 
and distribute it in a different 


manner. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
resolutions. A “Nay” vote is 
against them. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. Sen. Richard 
Kraus voted no. 

$10 PER CAPITA (II 5018) 
— House 91-55, Senate 26-8 re¬ 
jected similar amendments 
increasing the proposed local 
aid by $4.8 million and raising 
the minimum from $5 per 
capita to $10 per capita. 

Amendment supporters 
said this would raise the local 
aid to some $161 million 

Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment goes too far and claim¬ 
ed an increase to $10 is 
prohibitive.

Reading with interest the tentative 
plans to reopen the roads and land 
within the Winchester watershed, I 
am puzzled by the lack of interest as 
to why the woodlands around the 
reservoirs were originally closed. 

We have read, with longing, of the 
sylvan idylls of our forebears - who 
augmented the family larder with 
overflowing baskets of blueberries 
and mushrooms, with an occasional 
trout from the reservoirs thrown in 
for good measure. 

The cumulative effect of the use ol 
the watershed up to the year of 1935 
was that North Reservoir had to be 
shut down for three months that year 
due to the problem of people reliev¬ 
ing themselves in the woods surroun¬ 
ding tfo* water supply. 

In the year-1983 “when we first 
realized how really unhealthful our 
water supply had become, the state

This fact alone should give us all 
thankful pause - and have us ponder 
the effect of the admittance of large, 
numbers ol the general public into the' 
watershed area.

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The Races — For Town Boards 


They We Off To

The starters are at the gate, the 
races are about to begin — and it 
looks like the town may see some real 
competition in the town elections. 

All candidates who plan to be on 
the March 2G ballot had to file their 
nomination papers with Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward by 5 p.m. on Feb. 12. 

Enough candidates met that 
deadline to ensure races for most of 
the major town posts opening up this 
year. 

Only the Board of Health, the Nor¬ 
theast Regional Vocational School 
Board and Town Meeting Moderator 
attracted single candidates. 

The other boards — like Select¬ 
men. Housing Authority, School Com 
mittee and Planning Board — will 
offer voters a choice. 


There will be a four-way race toi 
the two seats opening up on the Board 
of Selectmen. (Each seat is for a 
three-year term. > 

First to file her papers was Judith 
Muggia of Dartmouth st., on Jan. 2H. 
Next was incumbent Mark Lombar¬ 
di. on Jan. 31. The Ware rd. resident 
is seeking his second term. 

Robert Deering of Kenwin rd. fil¬ 
ed his nomination papers on Feb. 8. 
and Lorna Tseckares of Highland 
ave. filed her papers in the afternoon 
of the last possible day. Feb. 12. 

Incumbent Selectman Edward 
O’Connell, a three-term veteran of 
that board, will not be running for re- 
election. 

Instead. O’Connell, an Arlington 
st. resident, is running for School 
Committee. 


Two others are also seeking the 
two available three-year positions on 
that board. 

M. Catherine Gatto of Winthrop st. 
filed her nomination papers for School 
Committee on Feb. 1. Gatto is an ac¬ 
tive member of the Community 
Schools Assn. 

Francis X. Curran of Washington 
st. filed his papers on Feb. 12. This is 
his second run for School Committee; 
he was a candidate last year. 

A fourth potential candidate for 
School Committee, Francis J. 
Massiglia of Cambridge st.. had 
drawn papers for the race but did not 
return them by the deadline. 

The two School Committee 
members whose seats are available 
— Dr. Roger Bauman, and Constance 
Pappas both decided not to run for 


re-election. Bauman has served since 
1979; Pappas has been on the board 
for nine years. 

For the single opening on the 
Board of Assessors, there are two 
candidates: incumbent Sherman R 
Josephson of Salisbury st.. who is 
seeking his second term, and John.). 
Murphy, of Arthur st. 

For Jean Thomas’ seat on the 
Board of Health, the only candidate 
is Dorothea M. Supper of Canterbury 
rd. Thomas, a nine-year member of 
the board, chose not to run for re- 
election. 

There are two openings on the 
Planning Baird for seats belonging to 
Marion Crandall and Daniel R. 
Kenney. 

Both filed papers seeking re- 
election. Crandall, a Stratford rd. 


resident, is a two-term member of the 
board. Kenney, of Church st.. is 
finishing his first term. 

But there are three challengers for 
those seats, as well: Ann Matarese of 
Surrey rd.; Daniel T. Chane III of 
Forest st.; and Irad B. Hardy III of 
Edward dr. 

For a single, five-year seat on the 
Housing Authority, there are two can¬ 
didates: William A. McCarthy of 
Tufts rd. and incumbent Randolph L. 
Kazazinn Sr. of Lincoln st. Kazazian 
was appointed last year to fill Mary 
Murphy’s unexpired term. 

For the single post among the 
Trustees of the Public Library, both 
incumbent James W. Blackham Jr. of 
Fenwick rd. and Beverly Hedegor of 
Florence st. have filed papers. 

John. F. Looney Jr. of Perkins rd. 


is the only candidate for the town s 
four-year representative to the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School 
District board. Incumbent Gerard 
Donahoe, a 12-year veteran and cur¬ 
rent chairman of that hoard, will not 
run. 

And Town Meeting Moderator 
John Sullivan, a Canterbury rd. resi¬ 
dent . is unopposed once more as he 
has been since he was first elected in 
1977. 

Besides the just passed filing 
deadline, there are a few more impor¬ 
tant dates for candidates and voters 
before the March 26 elections. 

The Board of Registrars must 
verify the signatures on each can¬ 
didate’s nomination papers by Feb. 
26, discounting duplicate signatures in 
a single race, and those who are not 


registered voters 

Feb. 27 is the last day to challenge 
a candidate, or for a candidate to 
withdraw from the ballot (Anyone 
pulling out later than that will still ap¬ 
pear on the ballot. > 

On Feb. 28, at -1 p.m.. the Town 
Clerk will hold the drawing to deter 
mine in what order candidates will Ik* 
listed on the ballot. It is open to the 
public. 

And March (1 is the last day anyone 
in town can register to vote in the 
town elections. To make it easier, the 
Town Clerk's office will hold special 
hours. 

They will open specially for 
registrations from noon to 8 p.m. on 
Saturday. March 2, and extend 
regular office hours until 10 p.m. on 
March (>.

Kach year, the town’s eight 
precincts elect one-third of the 192 
Town Meeting members to three-year 
terms. 

Most of the precincts have at least 
enough candidates to fill the eight 
seats in each precinct this year. 

Some, like Precincts 5 and 7. 
regularly have more than enough 
candidates. 

However, this year Precinct 8 has 
too few candidates for the available 
openings The remaining seats can be 
filled by write-in votes, but are not 
always. 

When that happens, says Town 
Clerk ('arolyn Ward, the members of 
that precinct must hold a special 
caucus before Town Meeting, and 
elect someone to fill the empty seats 
until the next town election. 

The same procedure is followed 
when someone resigns a Town 
Meeting seat mid-term. because they 
are moving away or their cir¬ 
cumstances change. Ward says. 

That process leads to ballot 
listings of seats for one-year or two- 
year partial terms, in addition to the 
(.4 Town Meeting seats that regular¬ 
ly come up for election. 

There are five one-year openings 
and five two-year slots this year. 

All but two of those partial terms 

a one-year seat in Precinct 6, and 
another in Precinct 8 - have declared 
candidates who hope to fill them.

Meeting seats open this year follow by 
precinct; they are listed in 
alphabetical order, with incumbents 
marked by an asterisk (*).

Summer Youth Job Program 
Is Getting Under Way Now 


Preparations are under way for 
this year’s Summer Youth Employ¬ 
ment Program which will enable over 
not) economically disadvantaged 
young people to spend eight weeks 
working for local public and private 
nonprofit organizations. Program 
coordinators are accepting youth 
employment proposals from area 
nonprof it organizations which are in¬ 
terested in serving as worksites this 
summer. Over 700 proposal packets 
have already been distributed. 

The Employment Program will 
run from July 1 through Aug. 23, and 
participants will work from 25 to 35 
hours per week. The federally fund¬ 
ed program is administered by 
Employment Resources, Inc., a 
Cambridge-based job training and 
placement agency which provides 
services to 20 Massachusetts com¬ 
munities including Arlington.

teenagers provided assistance to the 
elderly, and beautification projects in 
Cambridge. Malden, Medford, 
Revere, and Somerville.

Town’s Oldest Homes 


Merit A Closer Look 


Although the facade of the Josiah Locke Home 
is wooden clapboard, its sides are built of brick. 
Brick was just becoming available to Winchester 
settlers in the early 1300s.

Old homes conjure up 
nightmares of antiquated 
plumbing, crumbling plaster, 
faulty wiring and creaky 
floors. 

Too often, people snub a 
home’s architectural 
heritage. 

Too often, they rush right 
past a fine Federal fanlight, a 
sharp Gothic Revival arch, or 
whimsical Victorian trim. 

Too often, they forget to 
look up. 

Local architecture buff 
William O’Connor, head of the 
history department at Win¬ 
chester High School, knows 
what they’re missing. 

He knows the sheer 
pleasure of pinpointing a 
home in history. And he says 
houses reveal much about the 
people who built them: their 
resources, their ingenuity, 
their taste, their lifestyles. 

O’Connor says the oldest in 
Winchester dates back to 1711. 
He laments that it has been 
completely remodeled, 
however, leaving it almost 
unrecognizable as a pre- 
Revolutionary homestead. 

Other homes — originally 
all farmhouses — have better 
preserved their architectural 
heritage. O’Connor points out. 
A good historian-sleuth can 
find at least four examples of 
Federal architecture in town, 
all built between 1800 and 
1830. 

Essentially, Federal-style 
homes are plain and rec¬ 
tangular, symmetrical and 
straight-forward. O’Connor 


argues that “They reflect all 
that Yankee ingenuity and 
hard work and simplicity.” 

Charles Bulfinch, the man 
who designed the Massa¬ 
chusetts State House, stands 
out as New England’s 
foremost Federal architect. 

Yet Yankees can’t take all 
the credit for the tasteful 
buildings. Federal architec¬ 
ture was strongly influenced 
by British builders of the 
period who were fond of flat 
and well-balanced structures. 

Casual observation won’t 
reveal which Winchester 
homes are genuine Federal, 
O’Connor warns. Some have 
been altered by later addi¬ 
tions, obscuring their original 
lines. 

To complicate matters, 
O’Connor says many homes 
built 50 to 100 years later 
copied the Federal style and 
can sometimes be confused 
with the original. 

The history teacher 
depends primarily on two 
sources to verify architec¬ 
tural authenticity: a survey of 
Winchester homes conducted 
in 1979 and his own mental en¬ 
cyclopedia of architectural 
styles. 

Josiah Locke House 

Capt. Josiah Locke’s 
homestead at 195 High st. 
stands out as Winchester’s 
best example of Federal ar¬ 
chitecture, O’Connor says. 
Relatively few changes have 
masked the home’s original 
appearance. 

Capt. Locke earned his 
stripes in the Revolutionary 
War, when he served with the

Woburn Militia many years 
before Winchester’s in¬ 
dependence from neighboring 
communities. After the war 
he bought 100 acres of 
farmland and in 1803 built a 
house. 

Locke built it to last, and 
he left his initials, “J.S.L.,” 
stamped in a kingpost of the 
attic. 

The home’s perfect sym¬ 
metry is a hallmark of the 
Federal style. Five openings 
break the front of the house 
into even parts: four windows 
and a door divide the first 
floor, and five windows 
balance them on the second 


floor. 

Towering chimneys are 
another Federal sign, and 
O’Connor says they aren’t just 
for show. Their extra height, 
he explains, makes them 
draw smoke more efficiently, 
important in the days before 
heating stoves. 

And window panes also 
provide a clue to Federal 
style. A close look reveals six 
small panes on the bottom 
section. 

When Locke drowned in 
1818, the house was passed 
down to his wife. It stayed in

the family until 1906. 

But the history of the home 
^.did not end there. In 1911, a 
^Boston banker named 
Thomas Vinson bought the 
house. His daughter. Maribel 
Vinson Owen, inherited the 
spacious home in 1942. 

Both Maribel and her 
daughters, Laurence and 
£ Maribel, were world-class fig- 
* ure skating champions. Sadly 
for the town and for the coun¬ 
try, they were killed in a plane 
crash in 1961, along with the 
rest of the U.S. skating team 
en route to Czechoslovakia. 

Winchester’s Vinson-Owen 
School is named in their 
honor. 

Marshall Syinmes House 

Constructed circa 1817, the 
Symmes farmhouse is more 
“Vernacular.” that is to say 
less high-style Federal, than 
~ the Josiah Locke house, 
ft O’Connor says. 

Vet the Symmes house 
doorway displays typically 
Federal details that the Locke 
house lacks. 

An elliptical fanlight win¬ 
dow graces the door, as well 
as skinny side windows which 
extend three-fourths of the 
way to the floor. 

Pilasters, or flat ornamen¬ 
tal pillars, adorn the four cor¬ 
ners of the house, built in a 
simple Doric style, saucer¬ 
shaped at the top. 

Unlike the Josiah Locke 
house, the windows have been 
changed to a later Victorian 
style, with just two panes over 
one large one. 

Yet O’Connor, a compe¬ 
tent architectural sleuth, says 
the house’s attic windows give 
away its Federal identity. 
Over on the side of the house, 
the little windows high up on 
the third floor still have six 
panes over six. 

“People didn’t tend to 
change their attic windows,” 
O’Connor explains. 

Again, four tall chimneys 
grace the roof. “Comfort is 
becoming an important 
aspect here,” says the history 
teacher. With at least eight 


fireplaces, the farmers could 
stay toasty during the cruel 
New England winters. 

The house’s architect is 
unknown, as is the case for all 
four homes discussed in this 
article. 

“Local craftsmen for the 
most part built these houses,” 
O’Connor explains, “rather 
than an architect. They had 
plan books they could refer to, 
but that was it.” 

Asa Locke Farm 

“We have a few Federal 
houses in town that are so 
changed you’d hardly 
recognize them,” says 
O’Connor. 

The house now known as 
“The Farm” is one example, 
he points out. When three 
dormer windows were added 
about 1910, they altered the 
Federal look of the farm. 

“Those dormers are 
huge,” O’Connor exclaims. 
“They dwarf the house.” 

Yet the historian concedes, 
“I’m not sure it’s so terrible. 
At the time, they modernized 
it, that’s what they did to it. 
“It’s a good example of a 
house that has undergone 
renewal and change as time 
goes on,” he explains. 

The farm must be 
treasured despite the ar¬ 
chitectural alterations, says 
Bertha Hamilton, who now 
lives there with her husband, 
Curtis. It is “the sole surviv¬ 
ing complex of farm buildings 
in Winchester,” she writes, 
“and one of the few intact 
early-19th century farms in 
the Boston area.” 

Philemon Wright, the first 
owner of the farm and the 
man who sold it to Asa Locke 
in 1800, earned a lasting place 
in history — but not in this 
country. 

Wright, a veteran of the 
American Revolution, set off 
for Canada on a sleigh and 
pioneered the development of 
Ottowa. He established mills, 
farms, transportation 
systems and commerce in the 
region. In 1980, Canada 
honored his contribution to

the growth ol the nation with 
an immense bronze plaque at 
the Locke Farm. 

When Asa Locke ran the 
farm 150 years ago. he grew 
prolific vegetables and fruit, 
selling his produce in 
Charlestown and Boston. 
Later, the 182-acre property 
was split between his sons, 
and when the farm was sold 
out of the Locke family in 
1974, only 20 acres remained. 

The farm, located at 78 
Ridge st., now harbors 5,000 
organically grown strawberry 
plants, which ripen in June for 
harvest by local fruit fans. 

It is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

Dana Fay House 

The Dana Fay house at 87 
and 39 Pond st. represents yet 
another twist in the Federal 
homes still standing in Win¬ 
chester. 

“There is no way you could 
pick it out as a pre-1830 
Federal-era house without 
knowing the history of it,” 
O’Connor warns. 

“It’s very low to the 
ground,” he says. “I suppose 
that’s a clue.” 

But otherwise, the clues 
are few and far between. 

The hip roof was removed 
about 1886 and replaced with 
a regular gable roof. The tall 
chimneys were taken off. Por¬ 
ches were added, windows 
transformed. 

In fact, the entire house 
was moved in 1886, when it 
was picked up from 179 Cam¬ 
bridge st. and transplanted to 
Pond st. 

In the case of the Dana 
Fay house, it takes a true ar¬ 
chitectural sleuth to track its 
Federal heritage. O’Connor 
relishes the challenge.

Giving Credit 


Where Credit Is Due

There are always a few people in 
any production of a play that do not 
get the credit they deserve. They wind 
up faceless names at the end of the 
program that go unread, but unnotic¬ 
ed in the eyes of the cast. 

There are many such hard¬ 
working people in Curtain and Cue’s 
spring production of ‘How to Succeed 
in Business Without Really Trying’, 
which will be performed March 7. 8, 
and 9 at Winchester High School. 

One such diligent worker is the 
production’s assistant director- 
producer Katrina Nelson. Nelson has 
been involved with Curtain and Cue 
since her freshman year, when she 
worked on the production of the fall 
play, “The Jury Room.’’ 

This year, Nelson puts in about 20 
hours per week solving the everyday 
hassles of play production. She acts 
as a mediator between director Brian 
Milauskas and the cast, and is in 
charge of all the financial dealings in 
the play. She acts as prompter and 
has to be able to answer, at any given 
moment, anything from who has what 
shoe size to whether a dance step 
looks awkward on stage. 

‘ I like to be dedicated to 
something,” explains Nelson. I like to 
be able to look back on the play and 
say 1 was a part of that. It gives me 
something to be proud of.” 

It is obvious to all that without 
Nelson the play would not be moving 
along so smoothly. 

Another crucial part of the play’s 
success in Ana Perez. Although Ana 
has only been in the country five 
months, and is still learning English, 
she has been chosen, because of her 
great dancing ability, to be the dance 
captain. This means that aside from 
knowing all her own dances, she must 
also know all of the other dance steps 
in the play. So Ana is there all the 
time helping the rest of the cast 
smooth out the rough edges. 

When the sounds of building come 
from the auditorium it’s probably 
Patrick Berkeley. Berkeley, who has 
been a member of crew since his 
sophomore year, is building the 
newest play’s set almost single- 
handedly. “i get a lot of satisfaction 
knowing that I have built a working 
set from nothing but lumber and 
nails,” Berkeley says. 

His responsibilities include set 
design, construction and lighting, as 
well as any sound effects needed for 


the play. He puts in about 15 hours a 
week building the elaborate sets need¬ 
ed for the production, but he thrives 
in his work. 

Finally, there is one large group of 
cast members who deserve a great 
amount of credit for coming every 
day, dancing and singing. The chorus 
is one unit that sometimes gets 
overlooked but is a crucial part of any 
performance. This year’s chorus is 
especially talented and seems to be 
enjoying the work they’re putting in 
to it. 

As chorus member Mark Wilkin¬ 
son put it. “I like the work because it 
does not seem like work when you’re 
up there with people you enjoy being 
around.”

A Salute To Chinese New Year

An immense fried fish lies 
on the dining room table. For 
five days, it must not be 
touched. 

It is Ew, the good luck fish, 
whose name also means Plen¬ 
ty Left Over. Ew brings abun¬ 
dance for the New Year. 

From the table, Ew listens 
to the family’s every word 
(though children’s words 
don’t count). Thus, one must 
only talk about good fortune 
while the fish is present. 

Ew is an ancient Chinese 
tradition for the New Year, 
which begins today, marking 
the most festive season of the 
Chinese calendar. 

With the fortune of the 
coming year hanging in the 
balance, traditional Chinese 
are superstitious about the 
season. Many rituals accom¬ 
pany it, beyond the familiar 
dragon dance to scare away 
evil ghosts. 

The Chinese, for instance, 
honor their ancestors, make 
gifts of money, splurge on 
new clothes and new 
hairstyles, and prepare 
special foods — like Ew — to 
assure good fortune for the 
coming year. 

Although many Chinese 
Americans have abandoned 
the old traditions and 
superstitions, some still recall 
the way their parents and 
grandparents celebrated the 
New Year halfway around the 
world. 

Two Taiwan natives, 
Jeanne Tahnk of Fletcher st. 
and Carole Wyant, who works 
for Century Publications in 
town, recall many of the an¬ 


cient New Year’s rituals. 

On the top floor of the 
Taipei townhouse where 
Tahnk’s parents live, there is 
an altar. Near it, on a scroll, 
the names of the family’s 
ancestors are listed, going 
back many generations. 

At the New Year, her fami¬ 
ly burns special play money 
for the ancestors. Tahnk 
4 describes, “so they won’t be 
poor ghosts and bother peo¬ 
ple.” 

Wyant, who also comes 
from a traditional Chinese 
family, says her father would 
speak to the ancestors at the 
New year, welcoming them 
into the home and offering 
them the airborne ashes of the 
paper bills. 

“This is for you to spend to 
help you,” he would say, with 
fragrant incense burning. 
“We hope you do not have any 
problems on the way to eter¬ 
nal life.” 

The custom of offering 
money to the ancestors, says 
Tahnk, has practically died 
out. “In my generation you 
just don’t do that,” she 
asserts. “I don’t want my kids 
to think I’m odd.” 

Tahnk says she misses the 
electricity of the Taipei 
marketplace, bustling in the 
holiday rush, full of flowers, 
sweets and oranges for good 
luck, artists writing special 
sayings with swift brush 
strokes, women buying bag 
upon bag of provisions for the 
holiday feasts. 

“There’s a little bit of ex¬ 
citement if you go to 
Chinatown,” says Tahnk, 
“but nothing like home.” 

Wyant says a traditional 


New Year’s Eve Banquet 
would last two or three hours. 
But no matter how delicious 
the dishes, she says, one must 
always leave a little food on 
the plate and in the rice bowl. 
Then there will be abundance 
for the next year, she ex¬ 
plains. 

After the least, the parents 
may go to sleep, Wyant 
relates, but the children must 
stay up until midnight. That, 
she says, brings parents a 
longer life. 

The children find it hard to 
sleep, knowing that the mor¬ 
ning will bring gifts of money 
from their elders. Children 
daydream about the New 
Year lor months ahead, 
Tahnk says, anticipating a 
long school holiday, new 
clothes, gilts and freedom 
from strict Chinese discipline. 

“They can always get 
away without a spanking at 
the New Year,” Tahnk says. 

Traditionally, the celebra¬ 
tion would last at least two 
weeks. Although the women 
must still work hard enter¬ 
taining friends and relatives, 
men get time oil from work, 
time to relax, go visiting, play 
the gambling game called 
mahjong. 

The New Year is also a 
time to set one’s house in 
order. “Naturally, before the 
New Year, you try to get the 
whole house cleaned up,” 
says Tahnk, “and you pay off 
your debts.” 

And, consistent with the 
American New Year, it’s a 
time to reflect on the past 
year, to review one’s foibles 
and triumphs, and to plan for 
the year to come. 


Sweet and Sour Whole Fish 

I n g r e d i e n t s : 

1 fresh fish 

2 black mushrooms 
l carrot 

•a c. peas 
4 c. onions 
1 c. cornstarch 

Sauce Mixture: 

3 T. sugar 

3 T. vinegar 

3 T. catsup 

4 T. water 
1 T. wine 

1 t. salt 
1 t. cornstarch 
1 t. sesame seed oil 

To prepare: 

(1) Thoroughly clean the 
fish, rinse and dry with a paper 
towel. Marinate it with 11. salt 
and 1 T. wine for IT) minutes. 
Coat the fish with cornstarch 
and set aside. 

(2) Heat 10 cups of oil and 
deep fry the fish for 5 minutes. 
Remove it from the oil and let 
the oil get hot again. Deep fry 
the fish a second time until it 
is golden brown and crispy. 
Remove it from the heat and 
set aside. 

(3) Heat 2 T. oil in the wok 
and stir fry the vegetables. 
Add the sauce mixture and 
cook until the sauce becomes 
thick. Four the sauce over the 
fish on a platter and serve hot. 

(4) Fillet of fish may be us¬ 
ed in place of a whole fish.

lie’s not a super star, but a hard 
worker who gets the job done, lie’s a 
leader in the classroom as well as on 
the track and among peers. 

As with the tradition of a true 
Sachem. Winchester’s durable tri¬ 
captain, Brian Pothier (2-miler, rniler 
and 4X440 relay runner) is the 
epitome of endurance, mental and 
physical toughness and the tenacity 
lor winning. 

For 1984 1985, this young man has 
had to run two simultaneous track 
meets. It isn't enough that Pothier has 
to concern himself with the opposi¬ 
tion. He is living and racing in the 
shadows of two of last year’s outstan¬ 
ding distance runners not only at Win 
Chester High School but recognized 
throughout the state Barry Sirchis 
and Bill Derry 

Whatever Pothier did on the track 
this year was constantIv held up lor 
scrutiny compared against Sirchis 
and Derrs whereas most people 


would succumb to this unfair pressure 
and throw up their hands in frustra¬ 
tion, Brian Pothier uses it to push 
himself for improvement 

Most of the practice time, because 
of the events lie participates in. he 
runs alone. But by looking at the in¬ 
tensity of his concentration it is not 
difficult to see the images of Sirchis 
and Derry a stride length ahead of 
him. 

Pothier entered the closing laps o! 
this two-mile race as he usually does 
in every track meet - in the grasps of 
inexpressible fatigue that comes at 
this stage. 

He was once again engaged in the 
struggle between a completely ex¬ 
hausted body and a yet undefeated 
will. As he circles the track and ap 
proaches the finish line there is a 
realization that he has pushed himsell 
to the outer limits of what he is 
physically capable of. and finishing 
could be problematic. 

The next half dozen minutes will 
be the most painful experience this 
sideol minor surgery Why then does 
Brian Pothier drive himself this in 
tensely as do the other track athletes 
at Winchester High School’' 

The answer is not simple The 
answer is as complex and diverse 


the other 50 or so members of the 
track team. But there is a core of 
similarity The athletes-students 
know that what happens to their 
bodies has an enormous effect on 
their hearts and minds. When Pothier 
runs and practices, for instance, he 
becomes a better runner, but for less 
obvious and mysterious reasons a 
good person. He becomes...complete. 
Perhaps it has something to do with 
a sense of success and mastery over 
this act of running. 

1 recently distributed a question¬ 
naire to the track team, that the High 
School requires to be completed as 
part of its sports evaluation process 
(SEP). 

The essence of the questions dealt 
with the •'why’’ of track running. 
Does it relieve boredom, help with 
grades, does it relax? Is it done for 
recognition, friendship or associa- 
tijplj? What is being asked is the 
familiar “either/or. Is it a process 
or product that pushes the track 
athletes? Is it the recognition or 
achievements that motivates these 
young people? Is the training and 
competition for the Ixxly or the spirit? 

My answers to these questions is 
track is not either/or. It is all these 
reasons and more Running is. in 


deed, a product. It is done for the goal 
- the ability to achieve a personal 
best. But it is the process as well. 
Training is not only a means; it is an 
end in itself. 

The achievement is not the whole 
reason. There is also what goes on 
before the attainment of that achieve¬ 
ment. what goes on before the 
mastering of the challenge. What is 
experienced is finding an additional 
purpose in life Track running is both 
process and product. Sometimes, it is 
work, other times play and there are 
even times when it is an act of love. 

The people who read and evaluate 
these questionnaires will never know 
what Brian Pothier, David 
Manganaro or Janet Weylman 
knows. They will never know the joy 
associated with pain, they will never 
understand the excitement and the 
delight of that inner fire and never en¬ 
ding search for the self 

And it is on the track where self 
discovery leads to the person these 
athletes will Ik*. Here is their theater 
where each can write and act out 
their own unique dreams.

Sachem Wrestlers Are Winners 
In The Division I Tournament

Ever since the Winchester High 
wrestling team rolled out the mats to 
begin another season they’ve had 
their mind set oh’One thing — winn¬ 
ing. And ever since that day in late 
November the Sachems have done 
nothing but win and win big. 

This past weekend was no excep¬ 
tion. Winchester outscored, outpinn- 
ed and outwrestled all of 15 other 
teams participating in this weekend’s 
Division I Central Sectional Tourna¬ 
ment. Though the news of the wrestl¬ 
ing team's success in meets and 
tournaments has become old hat. this 
past weekend’s victory was anything 
but ordinary. 

The place: Winchester High 
School Field House; the time: All day 
Saturday, Feb. 16, and Sunday, Feb. 
17; the event: Division I Central Sec¬ 
tionals. 

This marked the first time Win¬ 
chester has ever hosted a wrestling 
tournament, and it gave Winchester 
residents and local wrestling fans a 
chance to view the Sachem team that 
has been receiving such accolades. 

And thanks to the work of John 
Joyce, tournament director, and the 
parents of the wrestlers, the tourna¬ 
ment went smoothly enough for the 
Sachems to concentrate on their 
wrestling. 

Winchester had plenty to concen¬ 
trate about too. For the past two years 
they have been frustrated in this tour¬ 
nament by taking a close second to 
sectional rival Waltham. 

Winchester has never won a sec¬ 
tional championship and as the home 
team heavy favorites, the pressure 
was on. The Sachems’ desire to be 
champions pulled them through 
again, however, and allowed them to 
overcome the heavy pressure. 


The tournament lasted for all of 
two days, with the finals occurring 
Sunday night. By that time, however, 
there w’as no doubt about which of the 
w; teams attending would capture the 
sectional championship. 

Winchester was already leading in 
team points by almost 100 points and 
still had seven wrestlers vying for 
their own personal championships. 

Winchester’s 100 pounder, 
sophomore Gregg Doherty, missed a 
family trip to Lake Tahoe and settl¬ 
ed for first place instead. 

Another champion for Winchester 
w-as Andy Lowenstein who at 107 pinn¬ 
ed his way through the tournament. 

Rob Anderson, a senior at 140, also 
pinned all his opponents to capture his 
second straight sectional title. For his 
outstanding pinning record Rob 
received the “outstanding falls” 
trophy. 

Winchester had wrestlers in the 
next two weight classes whose 
endeavors brought them to the finals 
but found them shy of the title. Joe 
Lawrence (147) and Tony Fortunati 
(157) both lost in the finals to two of 
the best wrestlers in the state. 

Dom Divencenzo (169) proved he 
was worth his salt by pinning his op¬ 
ponents to get to the finals, then by 
beating up the other finalist to take 
home another first-place medal. 

The Sachems had another finalist 
in 187 pounder Bruce Schwartzman. 
Bruce wrestled with impressive 
aggressiveness but took second. 

Winchester had two other place 
winners in seniors Jay Rice (128) and 
Charlie Cowen (124). 

Jay Rice rebounded from a close 
semi-final loss to the eventual winner, 
and picked up a third-place medal. 

Charlie Cowen lost in a disappoint¬ 
ing overtime match in the quarter¬ 


finals but wrestled four more times 
and took a fourth place. 

In the week prior to the tourna¬ 
ment Charlie and other senior 124 
pounder Stephen “Buckles” McCar¬ 
thy had to wrestle off in what had to 
be, as Coach Larry Tremblay put it, 
the toughest wrestle in the state. 

Other wrestlers who didn’t reach 
the top four were Glen Richmond, a 
senior at 114, whose career finale was 
hampered by torn ligaments in the 
thumb. Glenn took a fifth. Dave 
Carter, the heavyweight, took a sixth 
and Alex Puchulu took fifth. 

By the time the tournament was 
over Winchester had captured its first 
Sectional Championship ever with a 
score of 242 to second place Woburn’s 
149. And for the second straight year 
Coach Larry Tremblay was voted by 
the other coaches as Coach of the 
Year. 

Now, you may say “What’s left for 
the Sachems, is there anything they 
can’t do?” 

Well, this Friday and Saturday the 
top four wrestlers in each weight 
class from the four Division I Sec¬ 
tionals will assemble in Chelmsford 
for the State Tourney. 

Winchester is expected to vie for 
the team championship with host 
Chelmsford. This would lx? quite an 
accomplishment for the team, and a 
fitting end to an unbelievable season, 
but the Sachems have their work cut 
out for them. 

Chelmsford has 10 wrestlers 
entered in the tournament, six of 
whom are number one seeds. Win¬ 
chester is bringing nine Sachems, one 
of whom is a number one seed. 

For those wishing to come cheer 
on Winchester this Friday and Satur¬ 
day, wrestling starts at 1:20 at the 
Chelmsford Field House.

Next week, dozens of youngsters 
will tromp to Town Hall adorned in 
woolen socks pulled high up over their 
pant legs 

The look will include suspenders 
and baggy pants for the boys; ankle 
length dresses for the girls. 

But they aren’t looking to start a 
new fashion trend. Rather, they’ll be 
role-playing — taking on the parts of 
their colonial ancestors. 

They will be returning for a day to 
the style of dress pcpilar during the 
colonial period of INK) >°ars ago. 

During that Feb. 2B afternoon 
each second-grade youngster in towi 
will participate in the second annua 
Colonial School Day. They’ll be dress¬ 
ing and hopefully acting as authen 
tically as the schoolchildren of 
yesteryear pretending for just a 
while that they are back in the one- 
room schoolhouses of that era. 

“The only thing we re giving in to 
is cars and buses’’ to get from the 
schools to the Town Hall, explains 
Susanne Mahoney, a classroom aide 
at the Ambrose School 

“We do not bring Twinkies or 
metal lunch boxes,“ says Edna Ac 
cardo, a second-grade teacher at Am¬ 
brose. .Jelly sandwiches, some on 
home-baked bread, and logs to warm 
the room will be the order of the day. 
she says. 

The program, part of the students’ 
lessons on colonial history, will in¬ 
clude numerous activities, such as 
candle dipping and singing and dan¬ 


cing in pre-Revolutionnry style. 

Most of the day, however, will 
center around the schoolroom. There, 
•'old school discipline” will reign and 
students will blab repeat after the 
teacher - their lessons. 

Unruly children will do well to 
beware as they can he forced to 
wear a “dunce’’ cap or, in extreme 
circumstances, be pinned to the 
teacher’s apron.

years on the job and are looking to go 
to school,” said McHugh ”1 always 
thought it was the policy of this town 
to encourage that type of 
enterprise.” 

Selectman Michael Saraco ques¬ 
tioned the chief on contract restric¬ 
tions and asked why the town couldn't 
send officers to school on a periodic 
basis 

“No, it’s not mandatory that we 
allow everyone to go on.” said 
McHugh, “but again. I thought we en¬ 
couraged our town employees to bet 
ter themselves 

The police budget request also 
seeks $10,000 for five new handguns, 
each costing $2,000 apiece and new 
remote radios, at a cost of $1,850 

Energy costs for the new station 
were suggested at $84,000 by McHugh 
The board agreed that such costs will 
have to be studied more closely, in 
order to coordinate Police and Fire 
Dept, needs Neither chief had con¬ 
tacted the other on their requests for 
the station. 

At Wednesday’s meeting, there 
was obvious friction between McHugh 
and Selectmen Chairman Mark A. 
Lombardi, which appeared to stem 
from more than just money matters. 

At one point. Lombardi accused 
the chief of knowing that on-duty 
police workers were “sleeping in the 
trailer” at the site of the new 
police/fire building — a charge he has 
lodged before. 

“You can say that it’s not true, but 
I know it’s true.” shouted Lombardi 
“We went down there once and we 
had to bang on the door to wake them 
up,” 

“1 know I'll get criticized for bring¬ 
ing it up again — my name was 
dragged ail through the papers last 


year about it Hut nobody's going to 
shut me I up when I know I’m right,” 
he added angrily. 

As the debate grew into a shouting 
match, McHugh clung to his 
statements made last summer when 
Lombardi first made the allegation. 

“Nobody's Ihmmi sleeping on duty," 
said McHugh.” I've been sitting here 
for some time and taking a lot of bad 
raps, he added angrily “You know, 
that’s baloney about them sleeping." 
he retorted. 

Lombardi responded. “It’s not 
baloney; it's a fact!" 

The barbed comments Hew again 
when the board discussed the pros 
and cons of civilian .dispatchers ver 
sus police or fire officers on the job. 

“I'll tell you right now,” said an 
angry Lombardi, “I'd rather have a 
policeman or fireman answering the 
phone if I called to say my house was 
burning.” 

Mc Hugh said the police force now 
has three temporary civilian dispat¬ 
chers. a practice that has lx?en upheld 
since the civilian dispatcher system 
began in November 1979. 

According to officials, the civilian 
system was meant to allow uniform¬ 
ed police more time to patrol or in¬ 
vestigate crimes, besides saving 
money with union wages. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald sug¬ 
gested a study might help town of¬ 
ficials to measure the success of the 
present system 

If it really isn't as effective as it 
should be, he said, a study could show 
that a new system probably should be 
implemented. 

McHugh, however, defended the 
system, saying I’m convinced that 
the system works.” 

He said that civilian dispatchers 


have allowed the officers “to perlorm 
more appropriately. 

After nearly two hours of grilling, 
Chief McHugh gave up the hot scat to 
Fire Chief Robert McElhinney, who 
met with the board for about 45 
minutes. 

McElhinney's $1,527,892 fiscal 1986 
budget request, up from the $1,511,125 
allocation for the current fiscal year, 
was also scrutinized. 

Asked for cuts, the chief said his 
budget also was as tight as he thought 
he could make it 

McElhinney said one way he 
might trim his budget would be to re¬ 
quire less costly physical exams of all 
employees, a program begun several 
years as a purported cost-saving 
measure. 

He said the town ordered exten¬ 
sive physical exams for all 
firefighters on a periodic basis, but 
that the idea doesn’t seem to be as 
cost-effective as originally intended. 

“We might be able to save some 
there.” said McEhinney. The added 
test include electrocardiograms and 
full blood tests, among others, he 
said. 

Asked about the dispatcher 
system, the chief replied that it ap¬ 
pears to lx? working out “as well as 
can be expected.” However, he ad¬ 
mitted that the turnover rate is quite 
high.

At that pay scale, the department had 
trouble hiring and retaining the 
students, who often left for higher¬ 
paying jobs. 

This year, the DPW would like to 
pay $4 per hour, the director said. 

Playing Fields Debated 

Another high-cost item is playing 
fields maintenance. The DPW asked 
for $33,000 to fertilize, seed and other¬ 
wise maintain the fields, which get 
heavy use, Serratore said. 

In the past, Town Meeting has 
allocated much less than DPW re¬ 
quests for the playing fields, about 
$0,000 to $8,000, he said. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi spoke 
out angrily against the latest request. 
He argued that no money should be 
spent on the playing fields until the 
completion of a $25,000 design study 
approved at fall Town Meeting. 

“I think it’s premature to spend all 
this money this year when we have 
this $25,(MM) study coming in," he 
shouted. 

“Our fields haven't been that 
bad,” he continued. “They’ll go 
another year while the expert comes 
in.” 

Acting Town Manager .John H. 
Ciarcia disagreed. He said the study 
is geared toward redesigning the 
fields, and has “nothing to do with 
turf maintenance.” 

Serratore also defended the DPW 
request for more maintenance funds. 

“We’re just trying to get the fields 
in the best shape we can so there are 
no injuries,” he told Selectmen. 

“We’re only responding to the 
number of complaints we get in the 
year,” Serratore added. 

He said the playing field study 
would not be completed until this fall. 

A little later, Lombardi suggested 


that the DPW had padded its budget 

a suggestion that clearly vexed 
Selectman Alan Macdonald. 

“Why do you have to browbeat our 
own people?” he shouted at the chair¬ 
man. “Why do you question their in¬ 
tegrity and their motives? 

“I want you to know I take offense 
to the last half hour of comments 
you’ve made,” Macdonald fumed. 

Lombardi responded, “If you don't 
like it, that just too bad." 

New Street Lamps? 

The DPW has also requested an 
additional $24,000 for street lighting 
costs. The state’s Dept, of Public 
Utilities sets rates for street light ren¬ 
tals and other charges. Serratore 
said, and those will increase next 
year. 

Apparently, the town has no choice 
except to pay them, he said. 

Still, Winchester could cut about 
$20,000 a year in electricity fees if it 
replaces the town’s low-light in¬ 
candescent lamps with high-pressure 
sodium lamps, Serratore said. 

And the sodium lamps, which have 
a yellow cast, would also provide 
twice the illumination of the old 
lamps, the director said. 

The lamp decision, said Serratore, 
must be made by Selectmen. 

In the DPW’s snow and ice budget, 
the request for salt funding jumped 
$20,000. Serratore blamed the in¬ 
crease on the cost of salt, which has 
gone up $3 per ton since last year. 

“Since the cokt of salt is increas¬ 
ing. we’d like to stock up,” he said. 
“We’d like to carry an inventory of 
500 tons.” 

Also, the DPW is seeking $12,(MX) in 
additional funds lor town auto sup¬ 
plies, Serratore said, because “the

cost of parts is going out of sight.” 

Recreation Dept. Budget 

Meanwhile. Recreation Dept. 
Director Ken Cereghitio asked for 
$210,000 - $13,000 more than last 
year. 

Specifically, the department 
would like to hire a full-tipie 
secretary, rather than the part-time 
help they have now. at an added cost 
of $4,000. 

Also, Cereghino said the depart¬ 
ment hopes to expand the Sunshine- 
Superfriend summer camp program. 
Youth Coordinator Steve J. D’Onofrio 
said demand for the camp has been 
so high that they hope to add new 
sessions. 

That expansion, Cereghino said, 
would require an extra $9,000. 

Meanwhile the department ex¬ 
pects to generate more than $41 .000 in 
user fees in fiscal 1985, which will then 
be returned to the town. 

Town Manager Ciarcia is expected 
to have his budget recommendations 
ready within the week, which he will 
submit to the Finance Committee. 

That committee will review both 
department requests and the town 
manager’s recommendations before 
submitting a budget for Town 
Meeting debate.

“Having worked 
with the M.D.C. during the design 
phase since funding this project in the 
1981 Transportation Bond Issue, I’m 
pleased that it will be getting off the 
ground this spring.” said Saltmarsh.

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Beating The Winter Blahs

Midwinter madness. Cabin fever. 
The February blahs. 

Call it what you will, everyone 
knows that lackluster feeling that 
winter has lasted too long, and spring 
is never going to arrive. 

The remedy? There are several, 
nearly all of them variations on the 
“Take me away!” theme. 

For some, the answer is an escape 
to warmer climes. 

But, as it’s been warmer in Boston 
than in Florida more than once this 
year (and in all honesty a vacation re¬ 
quires both substantial time and 
money), that’s not the answer for 
everyone. 

Others escape through a long-put - 
aside novel, or a stroll through a 
museum Some head outdoors for 
fresh air and a fresh perspective. 

There’s lots to lift your spirits, 
much closer to home than the Carib¬ 
bean. And you don’t have to spend a 
fortune, either. 

OUTDOORS 

Instead of escaping winter, why 
not celebrate it? Thousands of people 
come up here every year just for our 
winter weather. 

Try skating: New England 
notables like Henry David Thoreau 


and Louisa May Alcott regularly put 
aside their books and enjoyed a turn 
on local ponds. 

Like bicycling, once you’ve learn¬ 
ed, you never forget how to skate. And 
experts say you’re never too old to 
take it up, if you take it gently. 

For outdoor skating, try Winter 
Pond, on Woodside rd. in Winchester, 
or the flooded rink next to the town 
library on Concord st. in Belmont. 

There’s also Hill’s Pond, in 
Menotomy Hocks Park off Jason st. 
in Arlington. When skating is good, it 
is lit until 9 p.m. every night. (Skaters 
can tell when the ice is unsafe: the 
“No Skating” sign is posted.) 

But when ice freezes, thaws and 
refreezes — as it has all this winter 
— it can get awfully bumpy. If you’d 
rather skate on a smooth-surfaced 
rink, there are many options. 

Arlington's rink, on Summer st., 
offers a skating sessions open to the 
public, on weekday mornings and 
afternoons, and on Saturday after¬ 
noons from 1:30-3:30 and Sunday mor¬ 
nings from 10 to noon. Bring your own 
skates. ($1.30 adults, $1 for kids.) 

For Belmont residents only, that 
town’s indoor rink on Concord ave. is 
open evenings and weekends through 
March 10. A family season pass is $35;

The Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC) operates several 
rinks in nearby towns, including the 
Flynn Rink, on Woodman rd. in Mod- 
ford, near the Stoneham Zoo. 

It’s open every morning (except 
Sundays) from 9 to 11:50, and every 
afternoon (except Wednesdays) from 
2 to 4:40. On Friday. Saturday and 
Sunday evenings, it’s open from 7 to 
8:40. 

Admission is $1 for adults and 5o 
cents for children for any single ses¬ 
sion. Skates are available for rental 
(at afternoon and evening sessions 
only), $1 a pair. 

Cross-country skiers have a 
number of options, whether they own 
their equipment or rent it. 

The Great Meadow, off Fottler 
ave., is in Lexington but belongs to the 
town of Arlington. 

• Left undeveloped lo protect Arl¬ 
ington’s original water supply (the 
town now belongs to Ihe MDC water 
system now) it has become a small 
nature preserve. 

“I’ve seen racoons and pheasants 

- all kinds of birds — and where 
there are birds, there are foxes.” 
observes Mike Wright, Arlington’s 
Director of Properties and Natural 
Resources. “It’s good for cross¬ 
country skiing — not too challenging, 
just a few hills — and it’s also a great 
place for a walk when there is no 
snow.” 

The Great Meadow is open to the 
public in daylight hours; but Wright 
asks that visitors respect its sanc¬ 
tuary status, and take their trash out 
with them. Snowmobiles and trail 
bikes are prohibited. 

Winchester has two sources for 
cross-country trails: the Town Forest 
(access off West Chardon rd. or North 
Gateway), and the MDC Middlesex 
Fells reservation, which runs along 
South Border rd. 

There are marked trails through 
the Fells, although some of them may 
have become overgrown. The lx?st ac¬ 
cess is from the parking lot of the old 
Girl Scout cabin on South Border rd. 

One word of warning about skiing 

— or walking — in the Fells. 

One section of Ihe Fells shelters 
Winchester’s current drinking-water- 
reservoir, and is off-limits to the 
public. The area, which is clearly 
posted, is actively patrolled. Police of¬ 
ficers hand out tickets to trespassers, 
starting at $50 

There are i. public areas tor 
cross-country skiing within Belmont 's 
borders, although residents may often 
see members skiing at The Habitat, 
which is private wired.

The West Wing is also open 
Thursday and Friday evenings, 5 to

$1; the West Wing alone, $3. Best of 
all, Saturday mornings from 10 to 


noon, admission is free. Get up ear¬ 
ly, tour a few galleries, have a late 
brunch at the museum cafe and still 
have the afternoon to check out the 
other wing! 

The Museum of Our National 
Heritage, on Route 2 A in Lexington, 
has an ever-changing schedule of ex¬ 
hibits drawn from museums and col¬ 
lections all over the country. The 
newest exhibit features Benjamin 
Franklin, his inventions, writings, 
and his early printing business in 
Boston. 

The museum, owned and operated 
by the Scottish Rite Masons, is open 
10 to 4. Mondays through Saturdays, 
and 12 to 5 on Sundays.

The Stone Zoo, off the Fellsway in 
Stoneham, is open every day, !) to 4, 
and offers lions, tigers, zebras, sea 
lions, and tropical aviary where the 
warmth and brilliantly-colored birds 
will make you think you’ve gone 
south, at least for a littie while.

The massive steel tanks for 
fermenting the grains, the bottling 
assembly line (which will certainly 
remind the kids of a certain television 
show) and the facts and figures of 
making the firm’s nine different beers 
are interesting even to non-beer 
drinkers. 

Beer drinkers will enjoy the end of 
the tour — a small free sample of one 
of the beers produced by the plant 
that week. There are no freebies for 
those who don’t drink beer, but a soda 
machine is nearby. 

To find the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery, take Route 3 north, into New 
Hampshire, to exit 8, off the Everett 
Turnpike. 

There are even more possibilities: 
federal and state parks in Boston. 
Lynn, Salem, Lowell. Saugus and 
elsewhere offer year-round exhibits 
and special programs. 

Local libraries screen free films 
Community groups produce classic 
musicals and dramas at budget 
prices. 

And, if nothing else appeals, you 
can always snuggle up in an armchair 
by the fire, read the newspaper, and 
take yourself around the world.

coverage the town has is adequate, 
but that “11 we ever got hit with 
something like Salem did, we’d he 
hurting." 

Several towns in Massachusetts 
have increased their coverage, in the 
wake of the Salem and Andover in¬ 
cidents. Officials in several schools, 
according to news service reports, 
have done so in the fear that their own 
towns may he hit by destruction 
sprees. 

The Andover School Superinten¬ 
dent has decried their recent van¬ 
dalism. saying the thousands of 
dollars worth of damage was the 
result of “copycat ’’ vandals who pick¬ 
ed up on the idea from the Salem in¬ 
cident. 

The idea of “copycat vandals" is 
one that concerns several local school 
officials, including principals and 
Supt Charles Mitsakos. 

“We don’t even like to talk about 
the Salem problem much," said Mit- 


ik Jill im. imggins 

Winchester school official Hubert 
Fitzgerald says the town would “be 
hurting" it vandals went on a destruc¬ 
tive spree similiar to the one that oc¬ 
curred last week in Salem 

However, school and town officials 
maintain that there are too few in 
cidents of serious vandalism to war 
rant an increase in the town’s school 
building insurance. 

According to Town Comptroller 
Joseph Bonner, the town’s insurance 
policy calls for a $10,000 deductible, 
a figure that the town wouldn’t likely 
want to change 

I le said the town lost about $17.(KK). 
excluding the deductible, in the 
$3:1,000 Ambrose School fire. The in¬ 
surers paid about $ 10,000 toward the 
cost, said Bonner. 

Fitzgerald said Tuesday that “I 
don’t think we’ve even thought about 
increasing insurance coverage; I 
don’t think we need to. There just isn’t 
any vandalism that would warrant 
that type of action."

However. Costello did not reveal 
the contractor’s name. Building Dept, 
officials said. 

Zagzoug said Costello has "all in¬ 
tentions" of finishing work on the 
house. “ It’s just a matter of time and, 
1 suppose, money," the commissioner 
explained. 

If the article makes it to Town 
Meeting, a two-thirds majority vote 
would be needed to reimburse 
Costello for his property, based on ap¬ 
praisers’ valuations. 

In 1983, local Assessors valued the 
duplex at $24,900 and the land at 


$32,900, according to records. 

Winchester has not exercised its 
right to eminent domain since the 
1970s, said Town Counsel Randall. At 
the time, he said, the town bought 
homes to make room for Vinson- 
()wen Momentary School and for con¬ 
servation land off High st. 

Often, eminent domain decisions 
involve people who still live on the 
property, Randall said. In such cases 
the town normally allows them time 
to move out.

Costello, told town building officials 
last week he is hiring a new contrac¬ 
tor for renovations, according to 
Building Commissioner Anthony F.

There are literally thousands of 
sources of scholarships and grants 
financing towards a college education 
that a student does not have to repay. 

The only trouble is finding them. 
That takes some work 

Scholarships are available from 
the federal and state governments; 
national Inundations; private cor¬ 
porations. unions; trade associa¬ 
tions; church, civic and social 
groups; the ROTE and the National 
Guard; and town scholarship founda¬ 
tions not to mention the colleges 
and universities themselves. 

Students (and parents) can find 
files full ol scholarship listings in the 
guidance department of their high 
school, or at the Higher Education 
Resource Center, housed in the newer 
wing of the Boston Public Library at 
Copley Square. 

“Most high school guidance offices 
have listings upon listings.” says 
Grant Curtis, dean of financial aid at 
Tufts University, and a Winchester 
resident, "it just takes a heck of a lot 
of work to find the ones the kids don’t 
already know about." 

There are. however, hundreds of 
scholarships big and small 

Some are based on need; some on 
academic specialties. or 
achievements, some on member 
ships, or ethnic heritage, or career 
plans 

"We could never list them all. 
says Jean Sealese. of Arlington High 
School's guidance department. 
“Women in Construction has scholar 
ships for boys or girls going into 
construction, architecture or 
engineering.

F.verbody’s Doing It 

The experts interviewed all said 
most college students today finance 
their schooling with a package of dil 
ferent options. 

“About (50 percent of the student 
body at Harvard gets financial 
assistance from one source or 
another: scholarships, grants or 
loans," says Jim Miller. Harvard's 
financial aid director. 

Suffolk University's financial aid 
director. Chris Perry, says about 75 
percent of that school’s 
undergraduates gel Some form of aid. 

“And for students who don’t 
qualify for aid. we can arrange tuition 
payment-plans." Perry adds. 

There are many ways to pay for 
school: scholarships, grants, federal 
and state student loans, loans based 
on the parents' resources, savings, 
and the students' own earnings, 
besides what Mom and Dad can con¬ 
tribute. 

“There are lots of sources ol

Most people would consider 
something that cost them $20,000 to 
$50,000 a lifetime investment. 

That’s what a four-year college 
education is likely to cost most 
students in this area. 

But few families approach finan¬ 
cing college costs the way they would, 
say. buying a car or a house. 

Often, they don’t know what their 
options are. and many don’t even 
know where to begin to find help 

Instead, they look at the numbers 

and panic. And it’s understandable. 

At Harvard University, tuition was 
$9,800 this year; Suffolk University 's 
was $4,500. Boston College is telling 
incoming freshman tuition will be 
$8,500 in the fall 

Even UMass-Amherst, a state 
university, costs $1,200 a year for tui¬ 
tion alone -- and that’s taxpayer- 
subsidized. at about $4,500 a student. 

Tuition’s not the end of it. either. 

“You can count in another $3,500 
or so a year for room and board, lab 
fees, books, and so on," says James 
True, of the Assn, of Independent Col 
leges and Universities of 
Massachusetts. <AICUM> Com¬ 
muters’ costs'are almost as high. 

The numbers can be oyer 
whelming. 

But figuring out how to pay for col¬ 
lege doesn’t have to put families into 
a panic or the poorhousc, the experts 
say. 

There’s help: basic advice a phone 
call away, more complex information 
at the cost of some legwork or some 
cold cash. 

ft all requires some poking 
around, a great deal of persistence 
and planning

Has First Service 


NANC Y PICK 

There is a Hebrew prayer that 
Jews recite for something new. inspir¬ 
ing or marvelous. 

It has a long name, 
“Shehechianu,” and it thanks God for 
sustaining life until a moment of joy. 

Winchester’s new Jewish con¬ 
gregation recited that prayer when 
they met last Friday night for their 
first service. 

They met too strong to celebrate 
the Sabbath, the ceremony that 
ushers in the day of rest. 

During the service. Richard N. 
Pallan, president of the new con¬ 
gregation. read a passage from the 
Torah, the hand written Hebrew 
scroll containing the Old Testament. 

That scroll has bound the Jewish 
l>eople together from exile to exile, all 
across the world. It symbolizes the 
unity of the Jewish people and the 
continuity of Jewish civilization. 

“We are creating a new link in a 
5,000-year-old chain.” said Pallan. 

Meanwhile Ariel Newman, just 5‘ 
months old in her pink jumper, sym¬ 
bolized the group’s future as she 
cooed throughout the service. 

Incorporated Dec. t. the fledgling 
congregation has set few rituals in 
stone. 

Their Torah is on loan from Tem¬ 
ple Tifereth Israel of Malden. They’re 
still in the process of interviewing 
rabbis. And they haven’t yet decided 
on a name. 

At the first service, the Torah lay 
on a table without the traditional ark 
to display it. People sang together 
without the accompaniment of a 
guitar or organ. Instead of a rabbi, 
members of the Jewish community 
led the service. 

Voices faltered and sometimes 
songs started too low. but that didn't 
destroy the spirit in the hall. 

The passage read Friday from the 
Torah, as dictated by the Jewish 
calendar, enhanced the congrega¬ 


tion’s first service it talked about 
the construction of a sanctuary. 

Barry Kahn, head of the Ritual 
Committee, played on that coin¬ 
cidence during a short address. 

‘‘There is no better lesson 
than what it took for our people 
to create and build a Temple in the 
past." he said. 

“Today, this spirit, this energy, 
compels us as it has for those in the 
past to seek each other out and to af¬ 
firm our faith." stated Kahn. 

“As we begin to worship together, 
we will find comfort, which comes 
from being amongst one another, and 
through our prayers we will discover 
that the meaning of our lives will be 
enriched.” 

The service ended with a benedic¬ 
tion from Howard Rubenstein, and 
then wishes of “Shabbat Shalom,” 
meaning Sabbath Peace, filled the 
hall. 

Afterward, participants adjourn¬ 
ed for Sabbath blessings over the wine 
and bread. 

Pallan thanked the Rev. Walter B. 
Davis and the members of the First 
Congregational Church for opening 
the church to Jewish classes and 
services. 

Several letters ot good wishes ar¬ 
rived for the congregation. 

The Rev. John .1. Bishop, president 
of the local Inter-Faith Council, 
wrote. “So many thoughts rush for¬ 
ward at a time like this You people, 
who have the privilege of sharing this 
moment, have to be filled with an ex¬ 
citement and an enthusiasm that 
know no measure.” 

That momentum will no doubt 
carry the congregation through their 
upcoming events. On Friday, March 
K. they will celebrate the festival of 
Purim, children included, at (>:3U p in. 

()n March 13, there will lx? an adult 
education class on the history and 
psychology of Passover.

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Sen. Kraus Discusses Education 


Sen. Richard A. Kraus d)-4th Mid¬ 
dlesex • newly appointed vice-chair ol 
the Education Committee, recentl\ 
hosted a community meeting at the 
Winchester School Administration 
Building where he solicited sugges¬ 
tions as to what should be done to im¬ 
prove public education in the 
Commonwealth. 

Kraus began the discussion l>\ 
citing three specific problems cur 
rently lacing public education: D the 
tired blood syndrome, also known as 
teacher burnout; 2) the lack ol 
teachers in the training pipeline and. 
J> declining public support lor public 
education. 

Kraus noted the lirst two problems 
had been enumerated often in const i 
tucnl correspondence he receives 
The problem of declining political 
support for public education, 
however, was an acute problem 
which Kraus feared may Ik* going un¬ 
noticed. 

‘'Unfortunately, the public is fast 
losing respect for public education, 
said Kraus. "II we allow this trend to 
continue, the consequences will be

grave for the entire commonwealth. ” 
lie continued 

Kraus opened up the discussion 
with a lew questions: “What changes 
do we need to make to improve public 
education'.’ Mow do we make those 
changes'.’ How do we communicate 
those changes'' How do we change 
people's perceptions’’’' 


The Hi |M*ople in attendance came 
Irom all four towns of the district and 
represented a range from the 
superintendents' offices to the prin¬ 
cipals. to local officials and school 
committee memliers, to teachers and 
parents. 

Some of the suggestions mention¬ 
ed by the audience included the 
following; 

• increased in-service training for 
teachers 

• increased incentive programs for 
teachers experiencing "burnout" 

• better advancement oppor¬ 
tunities within school systems for 
those who have reached their max¬ 
imum salary level 

• reduction of paperwork present¬ 
ly mandated by state 

• increase in teacher salaries 

One superintendent noted that 
from conversations with his teaching 
staff he felt low teacher morale might 
best Ik* addressed by increasing funds 
to improve working conditions rather 
than automatically raising salaries. 

Those working conditions include 
the size of classes, more time for in¬ 


service-training, improved school at¬ 
mosphere, and teachers’ freedom 
from custodial responsibilities 

After the meeting. Kraus said la¬ 
wns pleased with the interest level 
and the ideas brought forth "It's true 
a lot of what was expressed tonight 
has been said before, but that 's okay 
I primarily wanted to get a sense ol 
what interested representatives and 
individuals in the communities 
thought 

"There were some exciting anti 
new ideas, as well, for example Rob 
Dewald's idea to give college tuition 
credit to college-aged children ol 
teachers.” 

"Soon I’ll bo putting forth some 
proposals of my own.” said Kraus. "I 
can tell you now that not everyone will 
agree with what I put forth, but I don't 
think anyone will he able to say my 
proposals are not provocative and 
highly challenging. 

“Let’s face it, the com¬ 
monwealth's public education system 
needs a little shaking up and a big 
boost. Now there’s a challenge. Stay 
tuned! There’s more to come.”

Question: What role will parents and 
teachers play in the selection of the 
new principals at the Lincoln and 
VinsonOwen schools? 

Answer: 

Parents and teachers will have a 
most important role in the selection 
of these two principals. Volunteers 
have been sought from each school to 
serve on a search committee for their 
respective school principalship. Four 
parents and two teachers are joining 
a curriculum director, elementary 
principal, and the assistant 
superintendent for personnel and 
management to screen applications 
and to conduct interviews. They will 
then recommend candidates to the 
superintendent for final interview. 

The screening of applications will 
be completed in April and the inter¬ 
views with the candidates will be held 
in May. Recommendation for the 
principalships will be made by the 
Superintendent to the School Commit¬ 
tee at its meeting on May 28.

Question: How and where is a 
teaching position “posted?” 

Answer: 

Whenever a teaching position 
becomes available in the Winchester 
Public Schools a vacancy notice is 
posted both within the system and 
outside of the system. The internal 
posting is made according to the con¬ 
tractual agreement between the Win¬ 
chester School Committee and the 
Winchester Education Assn. 

The contract states in part that 
whenever a vacancy occurs or is 
known to be forthcoming it will be 
publicized by means of a vacancy 
notice which shall clearly set forth the 
qualifications for the position, the rate 
of compensation, the work year and 
other relevant criteria. 

If the vacancy which is to be fill¬ 
ed occurs or is anticipated during the 
school year, the vacancy notice is 
placed on the bulletin board in every 
school within a reasonable time in ad¬ 
vance of the appointment. In any 
case, the notice is posted for a 
minimum of seven days prior to the 
deadline for application. 

If a vacancy occurs after the close 
of school in June, the vacancy notice 
is mailed to the president of WEA and 
the building representative in each 
building as designated by the WEA 
at his/her summer address at least 15 
days prior to the deadline for ap¬ 
plications. 


If a vacancy occurs after Aug. 15, 
the notice time limit is adjusted to 
allow the committee to make an ap¬ 
pointment prior to the opening of 
school. 

Posting outside of the system is ac¬ 
complished through various means. 
Positions are advertized in local 
newspapers as well as the Boston 
papers; personnel directors in sur¬ 
rounding communities are notified; 
placement offices in appropriate col¬ 
leges and universities are notified; 
and affirmative action/minority hir¬ 
ing services are notified of the 
vacancy. 

Vacancies are always posted in¬ 
ternally. On occasion, circumstances 
are such that outside postings are not 
made.

Question: Mr. Bouley’s advancaed 
science program at McCall has an 
outstanding reputation.

“Evidently, he ripped out 
everything." she observed T think 
he bit off a little more than he could 
chew It does look terrible, but I live 
with it. added the neighbor 

A third neighbor. Mary Graham, 
was less tolerant of Costello's proper¬ 
ty. She said the house has gone to 
hell, there’s no two ways about it 
“In the very beginning, he said he 
was going to fix this up right away, 
said Graham T've been in that house 
when his mother kept it Everything 
was beautiful." said the longtime 
Water st resident 

Graham said she prefers keeping 
the duplex in private hands, rather 
than converting it to subsidized 
housing 

“I think it would make a very nice

A new health education class will 
be tested out on seventh and ninth 
graders next year, following the 
School Committee's unanimous ap¬ 
proval of the program at their Tues¬ 
day night meeting 

Sex education will be included in 
the trial class, entitled Health As a 
Way of Life.' along with such topics 
as drugs and alcohol, nutrition, emo¬ 
tional health and family relations 
Under the plan, physical education 
teachers will conduct the classes Ac¬ 
cording to Evander French, principal 
of McCall Junior High School, all 
secondary school gym teachers are 
certified in both physical and health 
education 

At the meeting. Janice Dolan, 
director of physical education for the 
Winchester school system, admitted 
she had never taught a health class 
However, she said she plans to 
draw upon the experience of health 
teachers in neighboring communities 
as well as published health class 
guides 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Papas said health education is 
potentially a very volatile area 
She said people designing the class 
must develop criteria for judging ap¬ 
propriate'' material 

Dolan responded. I would assure 
you that in no way would I personal¬ 
ly be a part of anything that is going 
to be controversial I think I’ve 
been here long enough to be sensitive 
to the town ' 

Asst. Supt David Ackerman, who 
helped design the class, commented 
•We are determined to do this right 
He said the course would be under 
close scrutiny by the School Commit¬

According to a program outline, 
all seventh graders will take the 
health course for one school quarter 
in place of study hall 

Not all ninth graders will take the 
trial class, however. Student consent 
and parental permission will be re¬ 
quired for enrollment in the course, 
which would meet twice a week dur¬ 
ing the second semester. 1986 Again, 
it would replace study hall.

State To Publish List 
Of Unclaimed Money 


Massachusetts Abandoned Pro¬ 
perty Law is known as the Unclaim¬ 
ed Money Law. It is one of the slate’s 
first consumer protection laws dating 
back to 1907. This law seeks to protect 
individuals by assuring that unclaim¬ 
ed bank accounts, uncashed payroll 
checks, gift certificates, insurance 
proceeds and other funds which have 
been inactive for at least five years 
are returned to their rightful owners. 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
is charged with administering this 
law. One of his responsibilities is to 
see that banks and other institutions 
are in compliance with the law. In the 


past. Crane has had to sue banks, 
department stores and insurance 
companies to make them turn over 
unclaimed funds. The Treasurer’s Of¬ 
fice then must try to locate the miss¬ 
ing owners to return their monies to 
them. 

In March, Crane will release the 
names of more than 35,000 
Massachusetts residents who are due 
unclaimed funds. These names and 
other information will appear in 
newspapers across the state. 

Last year Crane returned more 
than $10 million to the rightful owners 
or legal heirs under this statute.

Reading, 
Stoneham, Tewksbury. Wakefield, 
Winchester.

Subscribers to Lifeline receive a 
tabletop "communicator” which at¬ 
taches to their home telephone as well 
as a small transmitter which the sub¬ 
scriber wears at all times while at 
home. II the Lifeline subscriber needs 
help and cannot reach the telephone, 
a simple push on the transmitter 
sends an electronic signal to the tele¬ 
phone "communicator,'' which auto¬ 
matically (tials Winchester Hospital’s 
special Lifeline number. 

The call is received in the 
hospital's emergency room, where 
the staff sets into motion a Lifeline 
response system to get help to the 
Lifeline subscriber. The Lifeline pro¬ 
gram also includes a monitoring 
system in the event that a subscriber 
becomes unconscious or for some 
other reason is unable to summon 
help In pressing the Lifeline trans¬ 
mitter button.

There’s no one on this 
green earth who isn’t handi¬ 
capped in some way by nature 
or circumstance.

Here she is, a lady with a 
figure enough for four ladies 
built onto her tiny frame. She 
looks like the skyline of a 
Medieval city, like ancient 
Constantinople, like Oz. Her 
body is a riot of detail and 
abundance. It’s all the 
stained-glass windows in 
every French cathedral; it’s 
the entire Gothic period in ar¬ 
chitecture. 

And yet she takes no notice 
of it. 

Morons make Dolly Par- 
ton jokes, sure, but she 
doesn’t encourage them. She 
neither tries to hide her 
generous endowment, as far 
as I can see; nor does she try 
to trade on it. She simply rises 
above it—them, as the 
morons would say. 

This is what we have to do 
in life. We all struggle with 
some version of Dolly’s curse, 


who doesn’t? We all find 
ourselves wrestling with some 
handicap every day, and try¬ 
ing to do what she does so 
beautifully: namely live 
around it. 

I personally play host to an 
extremely embarrassing af¬ 
fliction. It has been my cross 
to fall asleep in inappropriate 
places, and at inappropriate 
times. 

This has not been a lifelong 
problem for me: I would say 
it commenced somewhere 
around the time of my first 
child’s inception. Call it ten 
years ago, in round numbers. 
Still it makes up in intensity 
what it lacks in longevity, this 
handicap of mine. It’s gotten 
to the point where 1 don’t trust 
myself in social situations. 

Oh, it’s under control in the 
mornings. Once out of the 
bed. I’m all set, and full of 
energy. I wake up at five with 
my baby and together we kill 
a bottle of moojuice and play 
with the blankets for a while. 

Then he passes out, I put 
him back in his crib and I 
stretch, dress and speed off to 
a health club for another six 
ty minutes. 

This is no problem for me. 
By 7:30, I’ve undergone my 
daily dose of fitness-torture 
eaten, read the paper, done 
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two loads of wash and written 
in my diary. I can go on this 
way till the noonhour or a lit¬ 
tle more; I wear six hats; 1 
carry my weight. 

But then, ah then: just as 
the afternoon begins to ripen, 
the Transformation starts. I 
know how well how Lawrence 
Talbot must have felt as he 
watched the moon wax full. I 
can feel the fur of sleepiness 
growing on my body, the 
fangs of fatigue sprouting 
from my gums. 

I start drowsing around 
three, helping the older kids 
with their homework. I finish 
an errand, pull up in the 
driveway and slump over at 
the wheel. I fall asleep during 
the bedtime story; and I’m 
the one reading it! 

By the time the kids are in 
bed, my affliction is in full 
flower. I sleep propped like a 
corpse at a fraternity party, 
with Time or Newsweek in 
my hands and a riot of 
dreams swirling inside my 
head. 

My husband makes fun of 
me and sticks cigars in my 
mouth. Once I wore a Red Sox 
hat, all unknowing, for three 
long and somnolent hours, 
while he followed the action at 
Fenway Park on the tube. 

And this is just in our 
house. I do my major snooz¬ 
ing in public. At the movies. 
At a dinner party (is anything 
ruder?). During the entire se¬ 
cond section of the ‘‘Messiah’’ 
this Christmas, performed 
live with all the yelling and 
crashing that Handel built in¬ 
to the piece. 

Our sitters used to ask me 
if I had a good time when we 
went out in the evening; now 
they ask if I had a nice nap. 
It’s unbelievable. It’s 
humiliating. It’s weird. 

Dolly has her problem, 
and she appears to rise above 
it. Maybe I can rise above 
mine, too—that is, if I can 
stay awake long enough.

In response to last week’s front 
page story concerning Selectman 
(Mark A.) Lombardi’s demanding 
questioning ol department heads over 
their FY86 budget requests, all I can 
say is “It’s about time." 

It’s about time that someone on 
the Board of Selectmen shook up a 
few departments about unrealistic 
budget requests. Responsible 
budgeting means submitting realistic 
budgets with price tags that this town 
can afford. 

It’s about time that someone saw 
fit to “rock the boat” — even if it is 
an election year. When it comes to 
this town’s budgeting process, it’s 
something we should expect of every 
selectman. 

The simple fact is that this town 
can no longer continue to be so 
“friendly” about the way it does 
budgeting. The days of “request and 
ye shall have” are gone. Rather than 
criticize Mr. Lombardi, we should be 
applauding him. 

What about the Police Chiefis 
$84,388 overtime budget? I thought an 
overtime budget was to cover ex¬ 
traordinary circumstances. Why not 
ask a few hard, maybe sensitive, 
questions about how we’re spending 
such large sums of money? Is there 
a more fiscally responsible way of 
manning our Police Department? 

What about the I)PW Director’s 
request of $3:1,000 to fertilize and seed 
playing fields (a figure four times 
greater than previous budget re¬ 
quests for the same item)? Is it 
realistic to ask for such an appropria¬ 
tion when Town Meeting voted last 
spring to spend $25,000 for a design 
study of all the towns playing fields 
to avoid "hit and miss” maintenance 
of playing fields? 

As I said before, “It’s about time” 
for everyone in town government to 
take a hard and honest look at where 
our money is going. If we don’t, many 
of us will no longer be able to afford 
to live in Winchester.

Educator Urges: ‘Protest President’s Cuts’

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

President Reagan’s Fiscal Year 
’86 budget message requests $2.3 
billion less in student aid and GSL 
loan interest than the FY ’85 ap¬ 
propriation. His proposal to limit 
federal aid by family income 
($25,000). rather than need (cost less 
family ability to pay), would affect 79 
percent of Tufts current aid reci¬ 
pients. Only 400 of 1950 presently aid¬ 
ed could be awarded SEOG and Pell 
Grants, work-study, or NDSL loans. 

The proposal to limit GSL loans to 
family incomes of $32,500 or less, 
regardless of need, would cancel the 
eligibility of about 1,350 
undergraduates, leaving about 600 to 
be aided, or 200 or more than those in¬ 
cluded in the $25,000 income cap. 

The president’s $4,000 cap on all 
forms of federal aid (apparently in¬ 
cluding a $2,500 GSL, although only 
$200 interest is paid by the govern¬ 
ment to obtain the bank’s money) 
would somewhat reduce the 600 eligi¬ 
ble for GSL, but it would cut federal 
aid to needy students by more than 
half. At present, very needy students 
typically receive about $9,(too in 


federal funds ($2,3(H) net GSL, $1,000 
NDSL, $1,500 SEOG, $1,500 Pell, $1,000 
work-study during the academic year 
and $1,700 during the summer.) 

It is important to note that only the 
GSL recommendation may take ef¬ 
fect for 1985-86, and then only if Con¬ 
gress agrees. The extreme limitations 
on other forms of federal aid without 
regard to need, cost, or number of 
dependents attending higher educa¬ 
tion should not affect the funds 
already appropriated for 1985-86. If 
approved by Congress, the 56 percent 
reduction in federal aid caused by the 
$4,000 cap will not be effective until 
1986-87. 

Don’t get mad; write. Write to 
both senators from your state and to 
your memlxir of Congress. Ask others 
to write as well to support conti¬ 
nuance of federal aid to the middle 
class. There is much opposition in 
Congress to these proposals which, 
under the guise of reducing the budget 
deficit, are mounting a full scale at¬ 
tack upon access and choice in higher 
education and are being used as an 
excuse to do what the administration 
wishes to do anyway; get the federal 


aid programs off the budget and put 
the financial burden on states and 
families. 

Students and parents should not 
panic, change educational plans, or 
feel that all is lost. Congress is highly 
unlikely to accept such an ili- 
conceived attack upon our nation’s 
true first line of defense — an 
educated citizenry. In 1981, when Con¬ 
gress ordered need analysis for GSL 
for those above a $30,(HH) income floor, 
many eligible families thought $30,000 
was a ceiling and did not apply for the 
loans. Later, they found that the 
analysis made them eligible for GSL 
loans and other aid as well when it 
was applied to institutional costs. 

Let’s not repeat our previous 
mistake. Tell your representatives 
how important the federal aid pro¬ 
grams are to your family Lobby in 
every way possible, not only to sup¬ 
port the present appropriations, but 
to gain the increased amounts which 
are sorely needed if our educational 
system as we know it is to survive.

I was happy to see that several 
people are anxious to make Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells accessible to responsible 
citizens. 

About one year ago I had the im¬ 
pression that many people felt this 
way. and I developed a proposal for 
monitored access for which I obtain¬ 
ed signatures of support from people 
in two neighborhoods. 

The proposal was submitted for 
discussion at the Selectmen's 
meeting, but never got on the agen¬ 
da. Telephone calls to the Selectmen 
over several months gave me to 
understand that the proposal was 
under consideration, but more infor¬ 
mation was needed from a variety of 
departments before it could go on the 
agenda. Eventually I gave up. 

Recent correspondence to your 
paper has encouraged me to let 
readers know about past interest 
shown. The proposal itself is given 
below: 

This is a proposal for making the 
pathway around the Winchester 
Reservoir accessible to Winchester 


residents and still protect the water 
supply from vandalism and pollultion 
through misuse by individuals. I am 
specifically thinking of the path star¬ 
ting at the Girl Scout Cabin near 
South Border Road proceeding to the 
weir across the water. The procedure 
1 would suggest is simple and cheap. 

Procedure 

• Registration of interested 
walkers, joggers, skiiers with the 
Winchester Recreation Dept. The 
department would take name, ad¬ 
dress. and issue a serial number. 

• The reservoir guards would 
receive the list of names and serial 
numbers. They would continue to 
patrol the areas as before. People 
they encounter would lx* stopped, ask¬ 
ed for ID Those who are not 
registered would be dealt with in the 
usual manner. Those persons who 
give a serial number would lx* asked 
to give I D. also. Their serial number 
would be verified from the list (along 
the lines of a Visa card checked by a 
sales clerk before a purchase». If the 
number turns out not to be authentic, 
then a fine could be imposed. 


Cost 

Time it takes the Recreation Dept, 
to record an applicant’s I D. and 
serial number. They could be willing 
to include this procedure in their 
regular day, in which case there 
would be no added cost here. 

The time it takes the reservoir 
patrol to verify a submitted I.D. 

The time it takes to process fines 
for unauthorized I.Ds. 

If a significant cost is thought to be 
incurred by this procedure, it could be 
defrayed, along the lines of the per¬ 
mit for the dump, by a small charge 
for the serial number, and from the 
fines imposed. 

It may be argued that patrols are 
intermittent and only partially effec¬ 
tive. But this is the case at present 
also. At least now some people would 
have a chance to use one of Win¬ 
chester’s greatest beauty spots and 
aids to good health. The idea is sim¬ 
ple and cheap and. 1 think, worth a try 
through one cycle of the four seasons.

What began as a single repair pro 
ject for the crumbling Town Hall 
tower could mushroom into an extra

tower work will require a building 
permit, and the repair work will ex¬ 
ceed 5 percent of the building’s 
$1,554,600 assessed value. 

The board has not dealt with ex¬ 


local officials, 

By law. communities that remodel 
or alter public buildings must then 
make the buildings accessible to the 
handicapped. The repairs to Town 
Hall, say some officials, make the 
town responsible for complying with 
those access laws 

To comply with the state laws, the 
town would have to install elevators 
and ramps, as well as redesigned 
bathrooms The improvements would 
cost approximately $960,000. accord¬ 
ing to John Ciarcia. Acting Town 
Manager 

This money would probably be 
raised through a bond issue, he says. 
The town currently has a $1.2 million 
bond debt with $417,180 in interest. 

“1 would probably say we have 
jurisdiction,” says Deborah Ryan, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant for the state’s 
Architectural Barriers Board. “But 
I'm not sure," she adds. 

Meanwhile, local Building Com¬ 
missioner Anthony Zagzoug says he 
isn’t so sure that the repairs strap the 
town into the accessibility law. 

lie says that since the repairs 
won't change the basic function or 
structure oi the building, the town 
doesn't have to comply with the ac¬ 
cess regulations 

He said he thinks that strengthen¬ 
ing the tower is less pertinent than 
putting in a new set of stairs, which 
could easily be replaced by ramps. 

State law mandates that whenever 
a municipality alters or remodels a 
building beyond a certain point — 
changes requiring a building permit 
or costing more than 5 percent of the 
building’s value — the building must 
be made accessible to the handicap¬ 
ped. 

Zagzoug said he thinks that the 


epair by the town itrould trigger the 
access regulations, Ryan says. 

These changes could force a tem¬ 
porary closing of the building, 
displacing the administrative center 
of the town, local officials speculate. 

• It's pretty hard to work around 
an occupied building.” Zagzoug says 
"It probably could be done, but it 
wouldn’t be too practical. 

Keeping the building open during 
the renovations would cause the costs 
of the work to increase, he adds. 
Specifications about where the con¬ 
tractor can work while the building is 
open and the extra safeguards to pro¬ 
tect non-construction personnel would 
increase the costs, Zagzoug says. 

“It |staying open I could be a 
dangerous situation,” Ciarcia says. 
He says lie thinks town officials might 
decide to close the building to avoid 
possible accidents involving Town 
Hall visitors. 

Even before the state regulations 
became an issue, members of the 
community were working to make it 
easier for elderly and handicapped 
town residents to participate in their 
g o v c r n m e n t. 

“Any citizen of the town should 
have the right to go into the ad¬ 
ministrative center of their town,” 
says Selectman Michael Saraco, who 
also has had difficulty climbing the 
stairs since his recent heart attack. 

For several years, handicapped 
residents and some local officials 
have been lobbying for theJnstalla- 
tion of an elevator in Town Hall. 

Vincent Carroll, a 54-year Town 
Meeting member who has difficulty 
walking, sponsored a town warrant 
article on the issue three years ago, 
but the measure was defeated.

Running is not what you would call 
a mainstream sport. It barely exists 
on television, except in the form of an 
occasional 90-second fill-in for Wide 
World of Sports. It has not produced 
the category of captivating role 
models familiar to basketball, foot¬ 
ball, or hockey. And being different 
from, say, racquetball or tennis, it 
doesn’t make for an enjoyable or 
gratifying sociable adult past time. 

Running serves no important pur¬ 
pose whatsoever. In the majority of 
my actions, I must always think of 
consequences, effects, and implica¬ 
tions. I cannot escape moral con¬ 
siderations and difficult decisions. 


However, when I run, 1 am free 
from all this seriousness. What I do 
means absolutely nothing and affects 
nobody; it is pure play, done for itself 
alone. When I run, I am on vacation 
and 1 come back refreshed. 

Running is selfish. There is much 
to be gained by keeping one part, one 
tiny part of our lives for ourselves; to 
have a space no one can enter. This 
is not simple, for the direction of life 
is seldom conducive to solitude. 

Most of my waking moments are 
centered on the track athletes at Win¬ 
chester High School, and my responsi¬ 
bilities toward them. My responsi¬ 
bilities are of prime importance, as 
they should be, but yet I must have 
enough privacy to maintain the in¬ 
tegrity of my independence. 

When I run, I am alone. I am do¬ 
ing nothing for anyone else and no one 
can help me. Afterwards, I come 
eagerly to the human community and 
the busy entanglements of my rela¬ 
tionships. 

I find now more than ever I need 
lo run. Especially. because of the 
nature of my life, as one grows older, 
it loses much of its challenge and in¬ 
tensity. As a youth, I was constantly 
making discoveries, but in later years 
one must settle in to live with that 
which has been discovered. Existence 
is comfortable, but it is not lived at 
(he edge it once was. There is no 
desire to extend oneself and little 
nerve to do so;"I end lip'getting by 
with a moderate effort. 

In running, however, I can push 
myself to personal limits. I can con¬ 
front my own mediocrity head on and 
potential directly, knowing that the 
body will not lie. I joyfully rediscover 
the satisfaction of extending myself, 
because during a run, especially in a 
race, there is neither past or future, 
but only the moment.

Xifhohis 'Rgsa Cdebrates ‘.His 100th 


As a child, Rosa’s life was hardly easy . 1He 
woke up at 4 a.m. and hawked newspapers 
until school started . After class, he swung 
his black shoeshine box over his shoulder 
and set out to make 10 or 15 cents before 
nightfall .

Nicholas Rosa, 100 years 
old today, doesn’t volunteer 
any magic formulas for long 
life. 

He doesn’t do yoga or eat 
yogurt. 

He doesn’t drink bourbon, 
take castor oil or roll in the 
snow on winter mornings. But 
he does have his secrets. 

Rosa was born in 1885, yet 
he doesn’t look a day over 80. 
His skin is smooth, his voice 
booming, his mind sharp. 

Once the foreman who 
oversaw Winchester’s road 
construction, Rosa had an eye 
as keen as a surveyor’s 
telescope. 

Now, his sight failing, he 
can no longer read. Instead, to 
pass the time, the centenarian 
listens to Italian operas, talks 
to friends and watches wrest¬ 
ling on TV. 

Rosa has kept pace with 
100 years of current events 
and watched the presidents 
come and go. But his taste in 
music hasn’t changed much; 
Italian operas are still his 
favorite. 

“Oh, hell, I never cared 
much for that rock music,” he 
says. 

Rosa hails from Avellino, a 
province outside Naples, Ita¬ 
ly, and he arrived in the U.S. 
in 1892, during Grover Cleve¬ 
land’s second term as presi¬ 
dent. Passage from Italy cost 
$25. 

His father, a cobbler, set¬ 
tled in the North End of 
Boston. 

“When I was a kid, there 
was nothing but shacks,’’ he 
says. As a child, Rosa’s life 
was hardly easy. He woke up 
at 4 a.m. and hawked news¬ 
papers until school started. 

After class, he swung his 
black shoeshine box over his 
shoulder and set out to make 
10 or 15 cents before nightfall. 


He remembers the first 
“horseless carriage” he ever 
saw, steaming down Massa¬ 
chusetts ave. with big wooden 
wheels and a bar instead of a 
steering wheel. 

Despite the rush to see the 
car, Rosa was nonplussed, he 
recalls. His description: 
“Chug, chug, about two miles 
per hour.” 

After he finished 8th 
grade, he worked in the Cam¬ 
bridge courthouse as an inter¬ 
preter for Italians. Then Rosa 
went to work for the city of 
Cambridge. 

In 1915, he came to Win¬ 
chester. “It was a one-horse 
town,” Rosa says. He became 
a laborer for the Highway 
Dept., at a time when men 
swung pick-axes to dig holes 
and horses hauled the rubble 
away in tipcarts. 

Working for the Highway 


Dept, was different in those 
days. Men were hired to pack 
the roads with snow, rather 
than plow them, so that sleds 
and sleighs would have a 
smooth running surface. 

Overtime pay didn’t exist, 
and highway workers were 
always on call—including 
nights Sundays and Christ¬ 
mas Eve. 

“I’ve seen some pretty 
cold, wet sloppy times,” Rosa 
says. “You had to be out all 
day and all night.” 

Rosa missed the World 
War I draft. The maximum 
age for a soldier was 30, and 
Rosa was already 31 in 1917. 

He remembers Prohibi¬ 
tion. Before the country went 
dry in 1920, he stocked up on 
beer and whiskey for his 
daughter’s christening. He 
wanted to celebrate in style. 

In 1927 he took over as the 


town’s highway foreman. Two 
years later the great Stock 
Market Crash signalled the 
start of the Great Depression, 
and soon President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt initiated more 
road construction than Win¬ 
chester had ever seen. 

Through huge federal sub 
sidies, Winchester hired 
unemployed men to turn 
gravel roads into highways. 
Men—some former profes¬ 
sionals took to the ditches to 
earn 56 cents an hour. 

At times, more than 200 
men pitched in for the Work 
Projects Administration to 
pave Main st.. Washington st., 
Cross st., Pond St., and High¬ 
land ave. Rosa oversaw them 
all. 

According to Rosa, how¬ 
ever, a die-hard Republican, 
Roosevelt’s Federal jobs pro¬ 


grams had harmful side- 
effects. “He made a lazy na¬ 
tion.” Rosa say. “People 
didn’t want to work after 
that.” 

Rosa sweated long hours 
to pay the mortgage on his 
Glenwood ave. house, where 
he still lives with his son, 
James, 73, and his daughter- 
in-law, Elizabeth, who take 
care of him. 

Yet he would have had a 
tougher battle, Rosa says, if 
he had stayed in Italy. 

In Avellino, “We had 
nothing to eat,” he says. “My 
mother went to pick a few 
dandelions or got snails from 
the fields.” 

“I didn’t know what white 
bread was. I didn’t know what 
meat was. At that time there 
was nothing but poverty,” he 

says. 

“It’s different now,” he ad¬ 
mits But “it was a miserable 
life, what I could see of it. It 
never enticed me to go to Ita¬ 
ly again.” 

One thing Rosa misses, 
now that a broken hip keeps 
him from his former active 
schedule, is his garden. 

He and his wife, Teresa, 
who passed away in 1960, used 
to have a nice big garden, 
Rosa says. “She was an old 
country peasant,” he recalls. 
“She knew all about the 
garden.” 

Everyone in town grew 
their own vegetables, Rosa 
recounts, and High st. and 
Ridge st. were still dotted 
with working farms. For the 
winter, he and his wife used to 
stock up on fresh fruits and 
vegetables in ways that seem 
lost to modern folks. 

In the fall, Rosa used to 
buy 50 heads of cabbage from 
a local farmer and replant 


them in his garden under 
heaps of leaves. “You’d have 
cabbage all winter,” he says. 

Plums, pears, and toma¬ 
toes were canned for the cold 
season. Apples were pre¬ 
served too. 

“We used to go to the mill 
and get sawdust. Then we’d 
put a layer of apples and a 
layer of sawdust, and they 
wouldn’t spoil all winter,” 
Rosa recounts. 

People today won’t go to 
the same trouble, Rosa says. 
“Why should they plant toma¬ 
toes out here in the garden 
when they can go to the 
market and stretch out their 
hand?” 

Rosa is a fan of hot pep¬ 
pers, even now. “I used to go 
up to Boston and get a load of 
hot peppers and put them in a 
vinegar barrel for the win¬ 
ter,” he recalls. “Still eat 
’em.” 

Rosa denies that those pep¬ 
pers have brought him long 
life, however. Nor has ice 
cream, though “that’s my 
middle name,” he says 
jokingly. 

Admittedly, longevity runs 
in his family. Rosa’s aunt live 
to be 106. He has a sister 
who’s 87 and a brother who’s 
93. 

But the secret that keeps 
Rosa going, that pulls him 
through his times of depres¬ 
sion and loneliness (“Old age 
is hell,” he says) is his two 
great-grandsons. 

Michael Rosa, 16, and 
Steven Rosa, 13, both phone 
their great-grandpa, “Pup- 
pa,” every day when they get 
home from school in Billerica. 

And, says Elizabeth Rosa, 
“They never hang up without 
saying, ‘I love you.’”

sakos. “We don’t want to stir things 
up. Vandalism isn’t much of a pro¬ 
blem here and that which happens is 
usually in the secondary schools ” 

High School Principal Vincent 
Larocco echoed Mitsakos' comments. 
“Right now. I feel that vandalism has 
been extremely low. It’s virtually 
nonexistent, and that’s the way I’d 
like to see it stay. I'd hate to start it 
up by talking about it ” 

Larocco said the rash of van¬ 
dalism that occurred five or six years 
ago. when thousands of dollars worth 
of windows were smashed with alar¬ 
ming frequency, has calmed con¬ 
siderably. 

“Then, you used to hate to come in 
on the weekends and such because 
you were always afraid of what you 
might find.’’ he recalled. 

He said, as did several other 
school officials, that one reason van¬ 
dalism might be down is because the 
open study system at the high school 
includes a more selective group of 
students. 

Since the open study privilege is 
more strictly enforced, students who 
abuse the system are not allowed to 
roam free as open study students. 

"It (open study > is a great way for 
students to work off excess energy, 
they can walk downtown if they need 
to. Rut students who don't act respon¬ 
sibly are kept in study halls where 
they can lx* supervised. 

“I think that the kids who are on 
open study now have earned the 
privilege not the right, but the 
privilege to be there. Students who 
deserve to lx* given room to make 
their own decisions are allowed to, 
while those who might cause pro¬ 
blems are off the streets.’’ 

At McCall, principal Evander 
French, who has been on the since 
this fall, said vandalism consists of 
“the little irritations.’’ French was 
vice principal at the High School un¬ 
til assuming his McCall role. 

★ Vandals - 

Barrow added that school sports 
also seem to stir up the vandals’ ire. 

“When the wrestling team won the 
championship recently, somebody 
painted graffiti all over the Fisher 
Extension School sign.’’ 

He said the annual rivalry with the 
Woburn football team is another 
sports event that often gets the paint- 
slinging vandals into action. 

Harrow said the paint is usually 
removed with high-pressure washers 
or chemical paint removers, since 
sand-blasting still leaves the impres¬ 
sion of the graffiti. 

Still, Harrow said overall van¬ 
dalism is far less serious than it was 
in years past. 

“You don’t get the vandalism that 
you did a few years ago. ‘Course, that 
could change tomorrow, too. I almost 
hate to say anything though; it might 
get them thinking.’’ 

Harrow called the arson at the 
Ambrose and Bartlett Schools “sheer 
vandalism,” and questioned whether 
the town could prevent such acts. 

“I don’t know what you could at 
tribute that type of vandalism to; and 
how can you know how to deal with 
something unless you really know 
what you are dealing with?” 

Police Chief John P. McHugh said 
police try to combat vandalism by 
regularly patroling the town to thwart 
the mischief. 

He said generally vandalism 
throughout the town, including in the 
schools, is not a major problem. It 
consists of minor irritations, he said, 
citing complaints similiar to 
Barrow’s. 

"School vandalism now mainly 
consists of minor things." said the 
chief. “Somebody’s been cutting 
down the fence behind Muracco 
School, apparently to make room for 
trail bikes or something.” 

He said vandalism at the High 
School, which is usually minor, occurs 
mostly while school is in session.

“The type of thing you see here are 
papers strewn in the halls sometimes 
and some graffiti on the bathroom 
walls,” said French There isn’t any 
major damage or vandalism, it 's just 
the irritating things.” 

French said if any student is 
caught writing on walls, the student 
must clean up the mess after school 
as punishment. 

If a student were caught doing 
more serious vandalism, such as 
breaking windows or setting fires, he 
would be suspended and ordered to 
pay for the damages, said French. 

He was quick to point out. though, 
that no such incidents have been 
reported in recent memory. 

High School’s Larocco noted that 
“Back in 1973and 1974 it (vandalism) 
was just horrible here. There were 
sprees wher e the town would spend 
$25,000 to $:to.ooo annually on 
vandalism-related damages.” 

“I think kids now are more serious 
about schooling and their grades, and 
they respect the schools’ property 
more. 

“Also, I think parents are perhaps 
more concerned about their students 
now; there’s a definite trend of con¬ 
servatism that affects the attitudes of 
kids, as well as parents." 

Neither Larocco nor French could 
estimate the amount of time custo¬ 
dians might spend on cleaning up 
graffiti in their schools, but both said 
it probably amount to less than a cou¬ 
ple hours per week. 

"We try to accent the positive," 
said Supt. Mitsakos, offering an ex¬ 
planation as to why vandalism in Win¬ 
chester appears to be at an all-time 
low. 

“If we teach students to be proud 
of their schools, to have pride in what 
is theirs, then we can better influence 
them." he said. 

“I just hope we’re not opening a 
Pandora’s Box bv even talking about 

it. . . ” 


‘Typical Vandal’ Is Hard To Pinpoint

Vandalism, she knows, is a costly, 
disruptive problem. 

Lorna Phillips, a social worker in 
Winchester’s public schools, said it is 
difficult to pinpoint the “typical van 
dal.” However, she said, certain lac 
tors should be considered when 
describing those who might commit 
such destruction. 

“There’s a difference lx*tween the 
vandalism that might occur in Boston 
as opposed to what might happen in 


Winchester. Locally, vandalism is 
down considerably, anyhow. 

“But the type of things that hap¬ 
pen here, even years ago when there 
was more happening, stems from dif¬ 
ferent feelings than with the urban 
kid. 

"There is more a feeling of lashing 
out at the authority or symbol of 
authority that makes a city kid feel 
like he can't improve his lot in lile. 
Hut here, there’s more the feeling of 
pressure. 

“Kids today have all kinds of 
pressures that didn’t exist before: the 
threat of living in a nuclear age, more 
pressure to achieve, family mobility 
and weakened family ties’ 

“That’s not to say that every kid 
whose parents divorce will be 
destructive, but those are just some 
ol the pressures.” she added.“This is 


a very anxious age for youngsters to 
be growing up in.” 

Meanwhile, school officials try to 
cope with the backlash. 

“I’d advise anybody not to take 
outdoor lighting for granted At the 
time of the lire, we had been going 
without one outdoor light because the 
bulb was broken. 

“Maybe it we had had it working, 
it might have made the vandals think 
twice.” said Casey. 

The longtime principal said the in¬ 
cident far exceeds the lire and van¬ 
dalism ol six years ago. In that 
incident, two local teens were ar¬ 
rested and charged with setting fires 
that caused $H(K) in damage in the 
school, which was then located at »:i 
Church si 


Hundreds of dollars worth ol l>ook.s 
and other teaching materials were 
lost in the recent fire, along with some 
of the students’ and teachers’ 
belongings. 

“The insurance people were here 
to inspect the damage and they say 
it'll bo around $10,000,” said Casc\ 
“But it's hard to put a dollar figure 
on some things." she added. 

“< >h. we re no where near ready to 
get back into that (recently burned) 
classroom The cleaning company 
said they'll have to scrub the place 
down at least four or live more times 
to get rid of the soot and ashes, "said 
Casey. 

"It's disruptive; every day there 
are people in here cleaning up and tlx* 
soot is just everywhere ” 


Meanwhile, she said, police still 
have no leads about who may have 
committed the crime. 

Police have said they have not 
determined whether the July 
lirebombing ol the Ambrose School 
library is linked to the Bartlett in¬ 
cident. 

“We really don’t know, but it ap¬ 
pears they were isolated incidents.” 
said Police Chief John IV McHugh 

Casey said sixth, seventh and 
eighth grade students were shown the 
burned-out room, mainly to teach 
them about the effects of such 
destruction. 

"They were overwhelmed, simp¬ 
ly overwhelmed.” said Casey We 
didn’t take the little ones in there, but 
it was really effective with the older 
ones We had some good discussion 
with the students about it

“You can deal with the little 
stuff." added McHugh. “But then you 
have the things like Salem, where you 
have a rampage, an orgy of violence. 
That’s the type of vandalism that is 
frustrating." 

He said he personally feels that if 
people accept acts of vandalism, 
there will likely lx* more of them. The 
bouts of destruction run cyclically, he 
said, and it basically reflects parents’ 
attitudes. 

"It’s a matter of respect. If we 
send out the message that we aren’t 
going to accept vandalism, that we 
expect people to respect another’s 
property, then eventually people get 
the message,” he said.

And he said what several others 
have said: vandalism knows no social 
or financial bias. “It doesn’t matter 
whether you’re rich or poor, it cuts 
both ways,” he said. 

Still, he admitted, sometimes the 
wealthier culprits figure that their 
parents will always get them out ol 
the jam. 

Often, he said, an affluent parent 
will try to get an insurance company 
to pick up the tab, or try to deny that 
his youngster is guilty of wrongdoing. 

“The parents don’t want to admit 
that their kids did anything wrong,” 
he said. 

“Still, I don’t care whether a 
parent is a doctor or a lawyer or a 
regular guy. the parent is crushed 
when a kid gets involved in a crazy 
thing. 

“It doesn’t make any difference. 
I’ve seen all kinds of parents upset 
because their kid gets in trouble.”

“i ask somebody where they w ant 
to go to school, and I send them to the 
financial aid office,” Ronayne adds 
“They know about any special funds 
their school has, and it’s a buyers’ 
market all the schools are in the 
recruiting mode so almost any 
financial aid office is willing to talk 
to you about it ”

says Chris Perry, director ot financial 
aid at Suffolk University. 

“1 don’t recommend search 
firms,’’ agrees Pam Gilligan. finan¬ 
cial aid director at Regis College. 
"More often than not. they ask you to 
pay $25 or more, and they will provide 
at least five sources of aid - not 
scholarships, sources. Then they let 
you know about federal and state 
sources that are available to anyone, 
free. 

I’m not saying everyone is 
disreputable." Gilligan adds. "Hut I 
have not come across one of those ser¬ 
vices that gives students good, ac¬ 
curate information - and I’ve given 
my student aides the money to apply, 
to see what they get back. If I ever did 
come across a good one. I’d certainly 
recommend it ” 

"We do not advise students to use 
those computerized services,” says 
DiBiase. "You know, we found out 
they’re turning up the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation as a source - 
because we’ve been getting calls from 
out-of town — and it’s only open to 
graduates of Winchester High School 
or Northeast Vokc. or special educa¬ 
tion students the school district sent 
elsewhere.” 

Arlington’s Town Treasurer John 
Bilafer says he has received similar 
inquiries about that town’s "residents 
only” scholarship. 

And Curtis, who conducts 
workshops on financial aid each year 
both at Tufts and in Winchester, 
scoffs at the search firms’ claims they 
will uncover "unclaimed scholar 
ships.” 

"There’s no proof at all that there 
are millions of dollars in scholarships 
that go unclaimed.” he says firmly 
"It’s very hard to discover all the dif¬ 


ferent private scholarships, and there 
are many small organizations and 
trusts run by banks that are poorly 
publicized Word gets around locally. 

"I tell families to read the guides, 
look at the bulletin boards in their 
school and we tell them of any 
money we have available at Tufts, or 
we know of on a national basis, he 
adds "I also remind them to inquire 
at the personnel offices of their com¬ 
pany. and their union offices - 
they’re typically large donors, but 
only for their own people. 

"For the most part, I think 
students who hope to come to Tufts 
are capable of doing their own 
reading and research,” Curtis says 
drily 

Sources 

Rifling through the files at the 
guidance department of one school 
turned up: 

• Listings of 20 statewide 
scholarships from the Sons of Italy — 
some for members’ children, some 
not; 

"Merit” scholarships from schools 
like Alfred University in New York — 
an automatic $3000 if a student’s 
average were 90 or better, and SATs 
are "above average”; 

• Scholarships for graphic arts, 
dance, music, bio-chem, business and 
forestry majors. 

There are two federal sources: 
Pell Grants, which can bring a stu¬ 
dent up to $1,900; and Supplementary 
Educational Opportunity Grants, 
which can bring in $r.,(M)0 over four 
years — but no more than $2,000 in 
any one year. Hut students can’t just 
apply for these. 

"Once a student’s need has been 
determined by the standard formula, 
it’s up to the institutional aid officer 


to make up their aid package, of a 
combination of loans and grants.” in¬ 
cluding Pell and SEOG grants, 
explains Curtis. “In general, the idea 
for most of the federal programs is to 
give the most aid to the neediest 
students.” 

There are state scholarships that 
students may qualify for, too; in 1983, 
more than 45,ooo students received up 
to $1,320, although many received 
less. They are based on need. 

To apply, families should file the 
Mass. Financial Aid Form (MFAF> 
— available at their guidance depart 
ment — instead of the standard FAF 

Colleges have their own funds; the 
Assn, of Independent Colleges and 
Universities in Massachusetts says its 
members gave out more than $40 
million in aid in 1983. 

And students should not ignore the 
Winchester Scholarship Foundation 
(WSF), a 35-year-old coalition of 
businesses, service organizations, 
groups like the teachers’ association 
and individuals. 

Last year, WSF gave out more 
than $60,400 in aid to nearly 50 
students, averaging $1,500 each, ac¬ 
cording to chairman Nancy Clarke. 

Seniors should apply by March l 
— that’s tomorrow. College students 
seeking renewal of their scholarships 
have until May 1. 

"Winchester scholarships are 
renewable through senior year, and 
are all based on need,” says WHS 
DiBiase, who often sits in for the prin¬ 
cipal to help the awards committee 
with questions on students’ records. 

"But they also look at students’ 
grades, their activities, where they’re 
going to school,” DiBiase notes. 
"Because we do it locally, we can do 
it with a heart; we’re not machines.’

Only five people — the four on the 
awards committee, and Grant Curtis, 
who donates his time as a consultant 

see the students’ applications and 
records, Clarke says. 

"Everything is confidential.” she 
says firmly. "Each student has his 
own file, which the chairman keeps, 
and turns over to the next chairman. 
After four years, the file is 
destroyed.” 

Scholarships range from $200 to 
$4,000, Clarke says. "The low-end 
awards mainly have to do with cer¬ 
tain schools which take away $1 of 
what they’ve given you for every $1 
in aid we give; they usually allow you 
about $200 (without penalties|.” 

(Several schools in the area have 
that policy, DiBiase says; MIT is one. 
Other schools, like Boston Universi¬ 
ty, have shifted their scholarships to 
attract the best students: "There are 
kids being offered free rides who don’t 
need a penny.”) 

Not every student who gets a WSF 
scholarship is an “A” student, she 
adds. "We try to give as many kids 
as possible the opportunity to get to 
college, to see if they can meet the 
challenge.” 

There are a few students — one or 
two a year, Clarke says who choose 
schools with costs far beyond their 
means, and get little or no aid from 
the college. "Even with a huge 
scholarship from us, they could never 
afford it; it ’s kind of difficult, but we 
can’t help that kind of student,” 
Clarke acknowledges. 

The number of applications was 
down last year, Clarke mentions. 

Families in town sometimes 
hesitate to apply for WSF scholar¬ 
ships, thinking they won’t qualify, 
DiBiase observes.

Getting Started 

The first place a high school senior 
should go for help is the guidance 
department, for forms, references, 
and advice. 

Besides stocking college 
catalogues and listing scholarship op¬ 
portunities, guidance departments 
often have special materials. 

Arlington High School, for exam¬ 
ple. has a computer program that lets 
students get a good idea of what kind 
of aid they may qualify for. The pro¬ 
gram was a gift of Shawmut Banks. 

"You need tax return information, 
but it will tell you if you may qualify 
for a Pell grant or other aid.” ex¬ 
plains Janet Scalese of the guidance 
department. 

Another good source of informa¬ 
tion is the just-opened Higher Educa¬ 
tion Information Center, in the Boston 
Public Library in Copley Square. 

"We ho-e four trained counselors, 
and we c in handle questions about 
admissions, financial aid forms, or 
federal and state loan programs,” 
says the center’s director, Ann Coles. 
The center has a toll-free line: 
1-800-442-1171. 

The service is free. And it’s open 
at hours working parents can reach 
them: from 9a.m. to 9 p.m. Mondays 
throughThursdays; 9 to 5 Fridays and 
Saturdays; and 2 to 6 on Sundays 

Parents who want to know how 
their choices might affect their 
monthly budget may want to use a 
financial planning service, like Gib¬ 
son’s Pacesetter. 

The Pacesetter service isn't free 


but, for less than $100, the firm will 
do computer projections of college 
costs, not just for one child, but all the 
children in the family. 

The system allows for inflation — 
in salaries as well as college tuitions 
- and. if circumstances change 
within the year, or parents want to 
know what a different option will 
mean. Pacesetter will rerun the data, 
at no extra charge. 

Getting It Down On Paper 

Nearly everything that goes into 
making up a student aid package - 
except earnings — is based on the 
Financial Aid Form (FAF) from the 
College Scholarship Service in 
Princeton, N.J. Copies are available 
from high school guidance offices. 

"The FAF is the first step to finan¬ 
cial aid,” says Regis’ Gilligan, who is 
also a member of the Mass. Assn, of 
Student Financial Aid Administrators 
(MASFAA). "It lets the students 
apply for I federal 1 Pell Grants, Mass, 
state scholarships, and state and 
federal programs administered 
through the colleges — like work- 
study — as well as college-controlled 
scholarships.” 

It’s also important in determining 
who qualifies for federally backed 
Guaranteed Student Loans, known in 
this state as HELP loans 

The FAF can be filed as early as 
Jan. 1. and many of those The Star 
spoke with say the earlier it is filed, 
the better. 

"The money available for student 
aid is limited," warns Beth Forbes, 
public relations director for A1CUM. 
First come, first served. 

Information on the form is based 
on the parents’ tax returns and any 
money the student has to contribute 
in savings or earnings

Although many do not file tax 
returns until the IRS’ April 15 
deadline nears, that is not a good 
strategy for parents of college-bound 
students, Forbes says. 

Some parents object to submitting 
the tax information. But all financial 
aid data is kept confidential, say the 
college financial aid officers. 

“We can’t offer students anything 
based on financial need without that 
document in hand.” Gilligan warns. 

The centralized FAF form helps 
colleges and banks obtain basic infor¬ 
mation about a student’s needs and 
abilities to pay college costs. 

• The financial aid formulas are 
uniform for public and independent 
colleges across the country,” says 
AICUM’s Jim True. "It’s fair, in that 

sense. , , 

“The FAF calculates the family s 
resources — including what the stu¬ 
dent is expected to earn in the sum¬ 
mer and during the school year - and 
estimates the family’s need, he ex¬ 
plains. 

But the system isn’t perfect, and 
sometimes the colleges, banks or 
scholarship administrators ask ap¬ 
plicants to fill out additional forms. 

Fill them out as completely as 
possible, they urge - even if some of 
the questions do seem repetitious. 

"The hardest thing about deter¬ 
mining who gets what aid is getting 
complete information,” says Har¬ 
vard's Miller. "The more we have - 
tax returns, corporate returns, letters 
of explanation if you expect your in¬ 
come to drop because of a retirement, 
or other bills or expenses the family 
has that don’t show up on the FAF — 
the better picture we get.”

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Dr. John G. Trump, Professor 
Emeritus of Electrical Engineering 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and founder of the High 
Voltage Engineering Corp. in Burl¬ 
ington, died at his home in Winchester 
on Feb. 21. He was a resident of Win¬ 
chester for 44 years. 

Known particularly for his 
poineering developments of machine 
sources of high-energy radiation, and 
for the application of radiation in 
nuclear science, medicine, and in¬ 
dustrial technology, Dr. Trump also 
made significant contributions to the 
transmission of high-voltage power, 
to the science of electrical insulation, 
and tojhe military application of 
microwave radar during World War 
jj 

He was awarded the King’s Medal 
for Service in 1947 by George VI of 
England, and was given the Presiden¬ 
tial Citation by President Truman in 
1948, for his wartime work in 
microwave technology. 

Born in 1907 to Elizabeth and 
Frederick Trump of Woodhaven, 
N.Y., he received the degrees of 
bachelor of science in electrical 
engineering from the Polytechnic In¬ 
stitute of Brooklyn in 1929, master of 
science in physics from Columbia 
University in 1931, and the doctor of 
science from MIT in 1933. In 1935 he 
was married to Elora Gordon Sauer- 
brun of Jamaica, N.Y., who died in 
February 1983. 

After serving in England as direc¬ 
tor of The Brittish Branch of the MIT 
Radiation Laboratory during World 
War II, he returned to MIT and to his 
work in electrical insulation and high- 
voltage technology. He worked close¬ 
ly with Dr. Robert J. Van de Graaff 
in the development of electrostatic 
generators as sources of high-energy 
particle beams and radiatiofi. 

With a group that included Van de 
Graaff and Karl Taylor Compton, he 
founded the High Voltage Engineer¬ 
ing Corp. in 1948 to manufacture these 
generators for *ise in nuclear 
research, industrial processing, 
radiography, and medical therapy, 
in the treatment of cancer. 

For his contributions to radiation 
therapy, Dr. Trump was presented in

1982 with the Gold Medal of the 
American College of Radiology, of 
which he was an honorary fellow. At 
the time of his death, Dr Trump was 
engaged in an innovative project us¬ 
ing high-energy electrons to disinfect 
municipal sewage-wastes. 


In addifon to serving since 1974 as 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
the Lahey Clinic Foundation, Dr. 
Trump was a Life Trustee of the 
Boston Museum of Science, a 
member of the National Academy of 
Engineering, and ;i fellow of the 
American Physical Society, of the In¬ 
stitute of Engineering, and a fellow of 
the American Physical Society, of the 
Institute of Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers, and of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. 

His honors include the Larnme 
Medal (1980) for his contribution to 
electrical science and the Power-Life 
Award (1973) for his work in the 
medical application of high-energy 
radiation, both given by the Institute 
of Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers; the Public Service Award 
< 1983) of the Polytechnic Institute of 
Brooklyn; the Holmes Lecturer (1963) 
of the New England Roentgen Ray 
Society; the Engineering Societies of 
New England Award < 1967); and the 
Whitehead Memorial Lecturer < 1977) 
of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences. He was a 1983 recipient of 
the National Medal for Science. 

Dr. Trump’s sister, Elizabeth 
Trump Walter, died in 1982. He is sur¬ 
vived by his brother, Frederick (’. 
Trump of Jamaica, N.Y.; his three 
children: John Gordon Trump of 
Watertown, Christine Trump Philip of 
Pittsfield, and Karen Trump In¬ 
graham of Los Alamos, N.M., and by 
six grandchildren: Thomas John and 
Sylvia Anne Trump.

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Town Clerk’s Office Urges Residents 
To Complete State Census Forms Soon 


World Day Of Prayer March 1 


II the phono rings, and it's the 
Town Clerk’s office asking for census 
information, listen up 

It could mean a lot to the town: 
representation in the state 
legislature, eligibility tor state and 
federal money, even the number ol li 
quor licenses the town is allowed to 
grant. 

It could also mean a lot to the per 
son getting the call: not answering the 
state census carries some stilt 
penalties, according to state oflicials. 

"For anyone who refuses to give 
lull and true information, there are 
severe penaHies,” says Kevin 
O’Malley, chief supervisor of the state 
census. 

It’s a $500 fine or a year’s im¬ 
prisonment for refusing to answer the 
census. O'Malley says; recalcitrant 
residents can he arrested and hauled 
into court. 

Giving false or incomplete infor¬ 
mation can bring a $500 fine or six 
months in the county Mouse of Correc¬ 
tions. he adds. 

There’s a reason the state treats 
the matter so seriously 

"People don’t realize it they think 
this is just another annual census, but 
this is a very important year." 
O’Malley explains. "It’s not just that 
the election districts are determined 
by this census; for the next live years, 
the federal government will use these 
figures, until the 11990 federal census I 
is done, to hand out its money." 

So. from January on, O’Malley ex¬ 


plains. state census officials ride herd 
on the 351 communities, aiding less 
experienced Town and City Clerks, 
and making the task as easy as possi¬ 
ble for those who know the routine. 

"One or two towns Blackstone. 
Hoyalton have already completed 
their census-taking." O'Malley notes. 
"But some have just sent out their 
forms, like Worcester which is the 
second largest city in the state. 

"Of course. Boh (VKeefe has been 
taking the census in Worcester longer 
than I've been on earth, so I'm sure 
he knows what he's doing." < I'Malley 
adds. "But there are always some 
towns, where even if they start Jan. 
1. they aren't going to In* finished on 
time " 

Winchester, with 75 percent of its 
forms returned already, is not in bad 
shape when compared with other 
communities in the state, according 
to O’Malley. 

But Town Clerk Carolyn Ward 
wishes the numbers were better. 

"We got an ’A*’ from the regional 
supervisor who was out to see us on 
Friday,” reports Ward. "That’s com¬ 
pared to some other communities 
for example. Woburn which have 
had so much trouble getting their 
forms printed that they haven't even 
mailed them out yet." 

But. she points out, 25 percent of 
the town’s residents still have not 
responded to the census. 

Ward would like to be able to 
report 100 percent response within the

next two weeks, without having her 
staff resort to personal calls to pro¬ 
crastinators. 

Residents who haven't filled out 
the form can drop it in the mail, or in 
locked collection boxes in the Town 
Hall entry way. 

If getting out of the house is a pro 
hlem. Ward says, residents may call 
in with the information during 
business hours (9 to 5 weekdays > 

If the last 25 percent of the forms 
don't come in soon, Ward and her 
staff will be staying late each night 
and coming in on Saturdays to phone 
those who have not submitted their 
census forms. 

The census asks the standard 
questions about all the residents at a 
given address. 

But there are some changes this 
year that residents should notice. 

The state, for the first time, is 
following the federal census rules, 
and counting people where they spend 
most of the year, not where they 
declare their legal residence to be 

That means college students who 
live away from home are counted in 
the town their college is in. not at 
home with Mom and Dad; military 
personnel are listed at their base; 
prison inmates will be counted as 
residents of the town where the in¬ 
stitution is located. 

The change, tin* result of a 197H 
referendum, may cause some confu¬ 
sion. O’Malley says. 

And the new procedure could 
result in some shifts in population that 


will cause realignments in the state- 
legislature. and changes in the way 
state and federal aid is distributed 

So. they're checking and double¬ 
checking the process, to avoid squab¬ 
bles when the results are announced. 

"Sometimes we ll do a street 
audit, to Ik* sure everything is proper¬ 
ly done especially in communities 
with schools | colleges I," O’Malley 
explains. 

That means random surveys of 
blocks, to verify the information 
returned on the census forms, he 
says. 

If census takers can’t get into an 
apartment complex to verify the 
count, they notify the landlord or 
building manager. O'Malley says 

Then it's up to tne landlord or 
apartment manager to make sure the 
information is delivered. Non- 
compliance can lead to enforcement 
of the stale penalties, he says. 

For the most part. O’Malley ex¬ 
pects the census to go smoothly. 

Ward doesn’t like to mention the 
penalties too often, either; she’d 
rather people cooperate on the basis 
of being good citizens. 

So, Winchester residents still have 
a few days to be one of the good guys, 
and send in their forms, before Ward 
and her crews get out their phone 
listings 

But it residents know what's good 
for them and the town they’ll 
stand up and be counted. Quickly and 
accural el v.

Everyone knows it’s the little 
things that count — especially on 
one of the biggest days of a 
woman’s life. Neglecting those lit¬ 
tle things can leave a bride har¬ 
ried and haggard even as she says, 
"I do." 

With so many details to keep 
track of — the caterer, florist and 
in-laws — it’s difficult for a bride 
to steal the extra moments she 
needs to care for herself. But this 
is the time she needs it most. 

Three months is plenty of time 
to shape up, even if you’ve been 
neglecting yourself and thinking 
only of the celebration. To begin, 
stand naked in front of a full- 
length mirror and take stock of 
yourself from head to toe. 

— Hair. Whether veil, wreath or 
hat, your headpiece will be the 
crowning touch, so your hair 
should be your crowning glory. 
Decide on any major styling 
changes months in advance of the 
wedding by arranging a confer¬ 
ence with a hairdresser. If your 
hair is not in perfect shape, begin 
with a good trim to remove all 
split ends and begin conditioning 
once a week. 

European women claim the best 
conditioner is a once-a-month hot 
oil treatment. Add an egg yolk and 
two teaspoons of rum to a half-cup 


of warm olive oil. Spread mixture 
over hair and scalp. Wrap head in 
hot towels and leave them on for 
at least an hour. Shampoo and 
rinse several times to remove all 
the residue. Then dry and luxuri¬ 
ate in the extra shine and body. 

— Complexion. If you don’t have 
the glow of a bluslung bride, begin 
now to acquire it. Consult a der¬ 
matologist for any major prob¬ 
lems, then schedule a facial at a 
reputable salon. For best results, 
plan another three weeks before 
the wedding. 

— Hands and feet. Even the 
saddest-looking nails can look 
great with consistent care over a 
three-month period. And for soft 
hands and feet, massage petrole¬ 
um jelly into them once a week 
before going to bed. Be sure to 
wear absorbent cotton socks and 
gloves so you won’t ruin the 
sheets. 

— Figure. Do your best to cut 
down on all foods with empty 
calories — ice cream and pastries, 
oily salad dressings, heavily mar¬ 
bled meat. Replace them with 
fresh fruits, vegetables and whole 
grains and drink eight glasses of 
water per day. Begin, or continue, 
an all-over exercise routine either 
at home using books or cassettes 
or at a gym or health club.

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Symbol Of Love is Serious investment

You’ve just decided to get mar 
ried — one of the biggest decisions 
of your life — and now you must 
make a serious investment deci¬ 
sion. You need to select engage¬ 
ment and wedding rings. 

It’s hard to be completely objec¬ 
tive. After all, the rings are sym¬ 
bols of your love. However, pur¬ 
chasing a diamond still is basical¬ 
ly a consumer decision. You 
should do the same kind of re¬ 
search and comparison shopping 
as you would when buying any 
other high-ticket item. 

Buying diamonds and other pre¬ 
cious stones without the help of a 
trained gemologist can be confus¬ 
ing — it can be difficult for the 
average consumer to price jewel¬ 
ry because of the wide range of 
quality in stones, settings and 
styles. 

Many shoppers have had to 
learn the hard way that the place 
and person they buy from is as 
important as what they buy. It’s a 
good idea to choose a jeweler be¬ 
fore choosing the gem. Over the 


years, more than half of all Amer¬ 
icans have learned to rely on a 
neighborhood jewelry store to pro¬ 
vide them with good quality mer¬ 
chandise and fair pricing. 

“You don't need a special edu¬ 
cation to be a smart diamond 
shopper,” says Robert Spratford, 
president of the American Gem 
Society, a 50-year-old trade asso¬ 
ciation of jewelers dedicated to 
consumer protection and gemo- 
logical education. “But there are a 
few simple factors that can help 
you select a diamond that’s best 
for you. We call them the four c’s: 
cut, color, clarity and carat 
weight.” 

— Cut. Even the biggest dia¬ 
mond will have less value if it’s 
cut incorrectly. A diamond is ac¬ 
tually a series of 58 sides or facets 
that move light through the stone 
in a precise path. If the stone is 
cut at the wrong angle, all the 
sparkle and fire will leak out of 
the diamond and never reach your 
eye. 

In a social setting, there’s an 
easy way to tell who’s wearing 
high-quality diamonds. Spratford 
offers this suggestion: 



“When you go to a party, even in 
dim light, there will be some dia¬ 
monds that can be seen glittering 
across the room. Those are the 
ones that are cut correctly. Most 
stones today are cut for size, but it 
doesn’t matter how big they are. If 
they don’t sparkle from far away, 
they’re not correctly cut dia¬ 
monds.” 

- Color. While there are ex¬ 
tremely rare diamonds that are 
very valuable because they have a 
blue tinge or other unusual color, 
such as pink or canary yellow, ab¬ 
sence of color is what makes most 
diamonds valuable. Diamonds nat¬ 
urally occur in a range of colors 
from crystal clear to yellow to 
dark brown. 

The American Gem Society has 
developed its own method of grad¬ 
ing diamonds, with zero to three 
being the best colorless stones. A 
three-to-five rating means the 
stone has a tinge of yellow and is 
not considered as valuable. Dia¬ 
monds that fall into the five-to-10 
category are distinctly yellow to 
brown, and they fall in the lowest 
price range. 


— Clarity. The third “c” is clari¬ 
ty, meaning any marks, bubbles, 
clouds or scratches inside or on 
the surfaces of the diamond. Any 
flaw will have some impact on the 
value and beauty of the stone, but 
the impact depends on size of the 
imperfection. 


“If you can look at a diamond 
without any magnification and see 
a fracture or inclusion (flaw)," 
comments Spratford, "you can im¬ 
mediately tell that the passage of 
light through the diamond will be 
reduced, and so will its brilliance 
and price. But if the stone is mag¬ 
nified 10 times and the mark is 
barely visible, the value of the 
gem will be reduced, but it will 
still have the fire and sparkle of a 
good stone.” 

— Carat weight is the last, and 
least important, “c.” The price of 
a diamond is determined, per 
carat, but its cut, color and clari¬ 
ty. A smaller, higher quality stone 
will be worth much more than a 
larger, badly cut or yellow-hued 
diamond.

One year to six months

— Decide on the number of 
guests you can afford and accom¬ 
modate and put together a guest 
list.

— Choose a color scheme and 
plan the reception. 

— Register china, silver, etc. 

— Select your wedding attend¬ 
ants. 

— Start house or apartment 


hunting. 

— Talk to a travel agent about 
your honeymoon. 

Five to two months 

— Order the announcements 
and invitations and address them 
as soon as they arrive. This way 
it’s exciting instead of a chore. 

— Shop for your trousseau. 

— Select a photographer, florist 
and musicians. 

— Order attendants’ dresses 
and suits. 

— Meet with your caterer. 

— Put everything in writing to 
avoid last-minute hassles. 

Seven to three weeks 

— Buy your fiance’s wedding 
gift and gifts for the bridal party. 

— Mail invitations. 

— Have final dress fitting and 
take formal portrait. 

— Order rings. 

— Reserve hotel rooms for out- 
of-town guests. 

— Plan rehearsal dinner. 

Two weeks 

— Get marriage license.

'Practice Makes 
A "Beautiful "Bride 


By Margaret Rosner 


The makeup a bride wears on 
her wedding day can polish her 
beauty to perfection — if she takes 
the time beforehand to find the 
products and applications that 
work best. Her makeup will need 
to hold up through tears and 
kisses, and it must look as good in 
photographs as it does in person. 

Does a happy, radiant bride re¬ 
ally have to wear any makeup at 
all? According to Denise O’Do- 
noghue, a beauty editor at Bride’s 
magazine, “The natural look’ is 
too understated because the white 
of a wedding gown tends to drain 
the face of any natural color, leav¬ 
ing the bride looking tired, pale 
and washed out.” 

The first step toward perfect 
bridal makeup is to get your skin 
in shape so it provides a smooth 
canvas for color. There’s a lot of 
stress during the months leading 
up to a wedding, but you can coun¬ 
teract it with good, consistent hab¬ 
its such as a balanced diet, a regu¬ 
lar exercise program and plenty 
of sleep. Pamper yourself with an 
occasional professional facial, and 
see a dermatologist for any really 
troublesome problems. Also, don’t 
get too much sun. A gentle glow is 
pretty, vut if you want more color 
for your wedding day, that’s what 
makeup can do. 

Next, sample as many products 
as you can at cosmetic counters. 
Settle on your final purchases far 


enough ahead of the wedding to 
give you time to practice applying 
them at home. When you do buy. 
be sure to include such tools as a 
small sponge to apply foundation 
and fat, soft brushes for powder 
and blush. These make all the dif¬ 
ference in achieving an even-tex¬ 
tured, almost transparent effect, 
the prettiest for a bride. 

What should your wedding day 
makeup include? First, a founda¬ 
tion that closely matches your 
skin color, applied with a damp¬ 
ened sponge in a thin layer over 
forehead, cheeks, nose and chin. 
Then, to enhance a bridal glow, 
cheek color in a shade of pink, 
peach or apricot brushed lightly 
onto the cheekbones and up 
toward the temples. Blusher also 
can be gently stroked over your 
temples, down your nose and un¬ 
derneath your chin. 

Should you contour your face 
with a darker blush? This can be a 
mistake when wearing white since 
the dress acts as reflector and 
makes the contour shade look 
muddy. You’ll look like you have a 
dirty face. 

For a matte finish — good for 
wedding photography — lightly 
dust on sheer, loose translucent 
powder with a fat, fluffy brush. 
Save solid compact powder for 
touch-ups only Don’t worry if you 
look a bit too powdery at first. By 
the time you finish getting 
dressed, the powder will be ab¬ 
sorbed, leaving only a soft, fresh 
glow. 


Subtle eye shading is the key to 
a sophisticated look that will 
bring out your eyes in your photo¬ 
graphs. Choose three complemen¬ 
tary colors (lilac, dusty purple and 
pink, or beige, brown and gold) 
and apply the medium tone on 
your lid, the dark shade to the 
crease of your eye and the light 
color on your brow bone. Blend 
carefully so all colors flow into 
one another. 

To deepen your eyes, take a 
sharpened eye pencil in black, 
brown or gray and draw dots 
along upper and lower lashes 
smudging them together with a 
small, stiff brush until all the dots 
are connected. For final emphasis, 
apply waterproof mascara. 

Any color lipstick that looks 
good and complements your eye 
and cheek colors is fine, with two 
exceptions. Red is too harsh, and 
brown looks muddy. Apply your 
lipstick with a brush for coverage 
that’s even and not too intense 
Avoid lip gloss — your lips will 
look too shiny in your photos. 

To ensure that your entire wed¬ 
ding party gives some thought to 
cblor-coordinated makeup, you 
might want to organize a “beauty 
party.” Provide your bridesmaids 
with swatches of their dress fab¬ 
ric, plus a makeup kit filled with 
all the latest colors for eyes, 
cheeks and lips. These often are 
offered as a bonus at department 
store cosmetic counters. Together, 
you all can practice and make 
perfect.

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“Beware Of ‘Hidden “Troubles

Finally, that exasperating 
search for your dream home is 
over. For months you’ve explored 
houses and condos, carefully scru¬ 
tinizing the amenities, never being 
quite satisfied. 

But now you’ve found it. The 
house has a fireplace and a 
dishwasher and the master bed¬ 
room is huge. 

Everything is just as you fan¬ 
cied it would be. 

But as you move into your 
home, taking the time to meticu¬ 
lously examine every detail of the 
abode, there are a few things you 
didn’t notice before you signed on 
the dotted line. 

These things spell trouble and 
additional expense, and you didn’t 
even notice or think about them 
before buying the house. 


Lost in the exhilaration of find¬ 
ing the perfect house, you failed to 
detect warning signs that every¬ 
thing is not well structurally with 
the house, and assumed what you 
saw is what you would own. 

“If a person goes about looking 
at homes alone or even with a Re¬ 
altor who is inexperienced, he is 
asking for trouble,” said Bob 
Caproni, a seven-year veteran of 
real estate sales. 

“So often a person is so con¬ 
cerned with amenities they want 
in a home, they fail to notice the 
small irregularities and take some 
things for granted." 

But Caproni offers two solu¬ 
tions: Ask questions and work with 
an experienced real estate agent 
when house hunting. 

The prospective home buyer 
should be aware of some basic 
areas where problems may exist. 
A brief check while touring the 


house can be made to detect many 
unseen problems that later could 
lead to heartache for the buyer if 
not discovered. 

Some pointers: 

— Look under the sink for damp 
spots. This could mean problems 
with the plumbing if any moist- 
ness is discovered. 

— Check for leaks in the water 
heater. A puddle below the heater 
could mean the unit is on its last 
leg. 

— Put all of the appliances to 
work: Turn the oven on, run the 
dishwasher, flush the toilet, turn 
on the shower and give the dispos¬ 
al a workout. 

— Check each of the light 
switches and try out as may elec¬ 
trical outlets as possible. Any mal¬ 
functions could mean a potentially 
dangerous situation exists with 
the house’s wiring. 


Jn Dream ‘Home 



— Open and close all doors and 
windows to make sure they oper¬ 
ate properly. 

Look for bulges on the floors 
under carpeting, tile and linoleum. 
This could mean the flooring was 
laid over dirt or other debris and 
could mean problems under nor¬ 
mal household traffic. 

“If any problems are detected, 
the buyer, through his real estate 
agent, should request repairs be 
made before the closing of es¬ 
crow,’’ one authority said. “If the 
house is priced at the current 
market value of similar homes 
which are in good repair then it is 
not unreasonable to expect the 
owner to cover the expense of re¬ 
pairs.”

given to the young bride by her 
parents or husband-to-be. 

This is the traditional “hope 
chest,” once lovingly filled with 
the beautiful handmade linens and 
delicate lingerie a bride would 
take to her new home. 

The custom of the hope chest 
began hundreds of years ago, says 
Carolyn Davis of the Lane Co. of 
Altavista, Va., a maker of cedar 
chests. “It was during the Middle 


Ages, in Italy, that people first 
began to use wooden chests to hold 
the trousseau of a bride-to-be.” 

As the Renaissance took hold, 
bridal chests, as they were called, 
became a form of artwork with 
intricate carving, inlays and 
paintings on the sides and tops. 
Artists like Michelangelo, Andrea 
del Sarto and Botticelli were 
known to have created bridal 
chests for the daughters of

wealthy patrons. 

Rich young ladies often had a 
caravan of chests to bring to their 
new homes. No matter how poor a 
family might be, however, there 
was always a bridal chest for each 
daughter. 

According to Davis, cedar first 
was introduced into chest making 
in the 15th century. Young women 
quickly learned the value of a 
chest made of or lined with the 
mysterious wood that protected 
their trousseaus from hungry 
moths. 

The bridal-chest custom spread 
through Europe and England and. 
from there, to the American colo¬ 
nies. The sturdy boxes, containing 
the most precious heirlooms and 
keepsakes of women, traveled 
across oceans and continents with 
their owners. 

The name “hope chest” is be¬ 
lieved to have been coined during 
the 19th century, after years of 
war in Europe and America had 
severely depleted the population 
of marriageable men. “Young 
women had plenty of time to pre¬ 
pare for marriage during those 
lean years,” says Davis, 

In the 1920s, young flappers flip¬ 
pantly called their cedar chests 
“goodness-knows-when chests." If 
these active women had little time 
for collecting linens in prepara¬ 
tion for marriage, their cedar 
chests were ideal repositories for 
Parisian woolens and furs from 
admiring suitors.

Second-'Time 'Brides

Today, wedding showers are 
given for all brides, whether 
they’re getting married for the 
first, second or even third time. 
Gone are the days when a remar¬ 
riage was kept very simple and 
hush-hush. Now it’s considered a 
joyful new beginning. 

But if you’ve been invited to a 
“second-time” shower, you may be 
wondering if there isn’t some dif¬ 
ference. The original purpose of a 
shower was to outfit a bride with 
everything she’d need to set up a 
new household. But what do you 
give a woman who is older and 
who probably already has all the 
essentials plus? 

“A former marriage doesn’t 
guarantee that a bride will have 
everything she needs to furnish a 
home now,” says Barbara Tober, 
editor in chief of Bride’s maga¬ 
zine. General styles change, and 
her own lifestyle probably has 
changed. While years ago she may 
have hoped for beer mugs to pass 
around with pizza, now she might 
want crystal stemware for more 
formal entertaining.

If you want to give a traditional 
present, it’s a good idea to find out 
if the bride has signed up at any 
wedding gift registries. The bridal 
consultant there will be able to 
tell you exactly what serving piec¬ 
es your friend hopes to add to her 
flatware or which kitchen appli¬ 
ances she’s lacking. 

If you don’t want to stick with 
classics, you should view a second¬ 
time shower as the perfect oppor¬ 
tunity to use your imagination. 

“Think a little more frivolous 
and a little more personal,” sug¬ 
gests Tober. The kind of item 
you’d pass up for a first-time bride 
because “she needs a million 
things before she needs this” could 
be just the right gift now. Think 
also about going in on a group 


present. Since the bride doesn’t 
need a quantity of things, you can 
aim for one object of very special 
quality.

plantations. Unless you adopt the 
whole concept, she said, it may not 
be adaptable to individual rooms 
of your condo. 

“Use mirrors,” she said. “We 
used to think that mirrors were 
for us to look in. Now you have to 
think of the mirror as another 
window ” 

Kuerbis cautions against mak¬ 
ing big purchases until they are 
absolutely necessary. Even a diffi¬ 
cult colored carpet can be re¬ 
tained, she said, and bulky furni¬ 
ture is adaptable to small-size liv¬ 
ing. 

“Those big long sofas — nobody 
likes to sit in the middle of a sofa, 
so chop it in half and have an arm 
added," she said. 

In a compact unit, Kuerbis said 
the trick to efficient living is to 
make furniture serve two or three 
functions. A stereo speaker can 
double as an end table, she said. 
The top of a TV — set on a storage 
chest — can be a bookshelf. 

“Take a deep breath and walk 
into your own place and pretend 
like you don’t live there,” she said. 
“Have empathy — ‘What feeling 
do I want?’ ” 

Kuerbis said interior design 
consultants like herself can be 
hired when you lose patience with 
yourself or have no idea how to 
begin. But she said it is best to 
hire experts on an hourly basis 
rather than to tie their work to a 
promise to purchase something. 

“Say you need consulting and 
can’t afford to buy anything,” she 
said. “Also ask whether you have 
to buy through the consultant.” 

When it comes to selecting fur¬ 
niture, a wall system is a good bet 
for compact living, said Jerome 
Navarra, president of a furniture 
warehouse. 

Such a system includes the 
headboard, shelves, drawers and 
even lighting fixtures. 

"The problem in a typical small 
room is that one wall might be 
devoted to closets, another might 
have a door in it. There’s one with 
a window and you might have only 
one nice, clean wall,” Navarra 
said. “The idea is that wall be¬ 
comes the sleep-storage center. In 
the width of a queen bed, you have 
everything.” 

Even if you move up to a single¬ 
family home later, Navarra said 
the wall system adapts well in a 
guest bedroom of any home. 

Navarra said reupholstering 
couches can cost as much as a new 
couch. Hide-a-bed sofas are popu¬ 
lar in condos and apartments, but 
he cautioned that they should not 
be counted on as the bed for daily 
use. 

“They’re only made for week¬ 
end or overnight use,” he said. 

Dinettes are smaller to accom¬ 
modate smaller dining areas in 
condos, he said, and chairs have 
been reduced to the “absolute 
minimum size” necessary to 
achieve comfort. 

In approaching a paint job, 
paint store employee Bob Harnum 
said the do-it-yourselfer should 
beware of two factors: custom col¬ 
ors and durability. The more cus¬ 
tom the color, generally*the cost is 
higher. Paints guaranteed against 
chipping and cracking for 10 years 
also carry a higher price tag, he 
said. 

“But in the long run, the cus¬ 
tomer saves in time,” he said, if 
the longer-lived paints are used. 

Dorothy Dundore, a wallpaper 
expert, said wall coverings can 
cost up to 10 times more than 
paint for a comparable area. But 
she said wall coverings can be in¬ 
teresting on their own when own¬ 
ers lack sufficient artwork and 
other items to decorate their 
condo.

Selecting A "Wedding 
"Photographer 


By Gregg Howard 


In some ways, the photographic 
record of your wedding is like 
your husband-to-be — you'll have 
to live with both for a long time. 
That’s why hiring a wedding pho¬ 
tographer is such an important de¬ 
cision to make. 

While relatives and friends may 
take their own photographs of the 
occasion, an experienced profes¬ 
sional can be counted on to cap¬ 
ture on film all aspects of your 
wedding. A wedding photographer, 
unlike relatives, will not be dis¬ 
tracted from his job by friends 
and relatives who haven’t seen 
each other since the last family 
wedding. 

Professional photographers are 
trained to photograph with a sen¬ 
sitivity that captures the emotion 
of the day without interfering with 
the solemnity of the ceremony or 
the fun of the reception. But re¬ 
member, good photography, like 
beauty, is often in the eye of the 
beholder, so put a little effort into 
choosing the right photographer 
for your big day. 

Here are some suggestions from 
Kodak to help you select the right 
photographer: 

— Begin your search early, par¬ 
ticularly if your wedding will take 
place in the prime months of June, 
July, August or December. That 
way you’ll have a choice and won’t 
have to settle for a photographer 
just because he or she isn’t busy. 


— Interview a variety of photo¬ 
graphers and look at samples of 
their work. Select a photographer 
whose style suits the images you’d 
like to capture. 

— Arrange for a formal, black- 
and-white bridal portrait for the 
newspaper at the time of your 
final gown fitting. Color photos 
can lose quality when reproduced 
in a newspaper. 

— Don’t change your hairstyle 
or have it cut just before taking 
your portrait. You want to look 
like you. Keep jewelry and other 
accessories to a minimum. Your 
makeup should be flattering, but 
not excessive. 

— Before the wedding, make 
sure the photographer is aware of 
any particular shots you have in 
mind. Enlist a friend or relative to 
identify others as special targets 
for the photographer. Also, re¬ 
quest photographs of your guests 
at various table groupings at the 
reception. 

Once you have your wedding 
photographs, they don’t have to be 
exiled to an album. Here are a few 
suggestions for other creative 


— Give an album to your par¬ 
ents. 

— Make thank-you notes more 
personal by enclosing your photo¬ 
graph. 

— Use photos for Christmas 
cards or gifts. 

— Include enlargements in the 
decor of your home.

To begin your selections, con¬ 
sult a few caterers in your area to 
get ideas for the party. Look at 
photographs of parties they’ve 
catered and ask for a price list 
and referrals. 

During your search, you’ll find 
that some caterers are strictly

The money you can spend will 
determine several things: the 
amount of food, type and amount 
of decoration, location, rental 
equipment, entertainment and 
more. 


mine which caterer comes the 
closest, in price and services of¬ 
fered, to meet your needs. To stay 
within your budget, you’ll proba¬ 
bly have to decide which services 
you wish to pay for and which you 
can do yourself or eliminate. Re¬ 
member, the more you do, the less 
you will have to pay. 

Obviously you don’t want to be 
washing dirty dishes while your 
guests are dancing, but there are 
other ways to cut costs. You may 
prefer to make a portion of the 
food yourself, borrow equipment 
instead of renting, decorate, do the 
flower arrangements or provide 
the music yourself. For instance, 
if you want a luncheon reception, 
consider slicing meats and making 
salads, side dishes or relishes 
yourself. All of these can be made 
ahead and refrigerated until the 
party day. 

Or consider having a small 
meal served between regular 
mealtimes. If guests are invited to 
a reception held between standard 
dining times, they usually will eat 
before the reception. Less food 
will be needed, yet what you serve 
still may be sumptuous. Buffet- 
style eating is also more social, 
less troublesome and less costly — 
especially since fewer waiters are 
involved. 

Here is a sample menu for a 2 


p.m. reception served buffet style. 

Ribbon sandwiches. Can be 
made up to two weeks ahead and 
kept frozen in airtight wrap. 

Fresh fruit. Cut pineapple, 
watermelon, cantaloupe and 
honeydew into 1 Vz-inch chunks. 

Hors d’oeuvres. Have a waiter 
serve four or five types on a 
platter as people mingle. 

Potato salad. Can be made one 
or two days ahead and kept refri¬ 
gerated. 

Cake. Buying from a supermar¬ 
ket bakery or home baker is less 
expensive. 

Punch and/or champagne. Mix 
for punch can be made ahead and 
kept frozen. Ask a friend to pour 
the, alcoholic beverage to save 
money on bartending. 

Flowers and music add an ele¬ 
gant touch to any reception no 
matter what types you use. Inex¬ 
pensive flowers — mums, carna¬ 
tions, daisies, baby’s breath or 
fern — are as pretty as more ex¬ 
pensive ones. For music, tape your 
favorite pieces to play lightly in 
the background and save a bundle 
over live entertainment. 

Any way you plan your recep¬ 
tion, it should be special to you. 
And planning something within 
your budget that is special to your 
guests is something both you and 
they will remember for a long 
time.

Be sure that the 
damper is closed when 
the fireplace is not in 
use and burn only 
seasoned hardwoods.
